now moſt gratefully acknowledge, and plainly ſee, 


Was only intended for my Good; and had not our 
fad Misfortune of falling into the Hands of the Inſidels, 
and our long unhappy Slavery prevented it, my Un- 


cle would have certainly. made me a compleat Sailor, 
as te himſelf was, by thoſe who knew him, allow'd 3 
to be; but what GOD thinks proper ſhould be, no

ell urprized by two Sallee Rovers, and, together with 
to Captain Fofter, of Topſham, (after ſuch ſmall Reſiſ- 
Pur tance as we could both make) taken and carried Pri- 

1 ners on board of the Infidels, as was alſo the next 


rt.

ing them three Times, and killing many of them;

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Ir is impoſſible for me to deſcribe the Agony I 
vas then in, being ſeparated from my Uncle; he 
being, together with Briant Clarke, John Crimes, 
and John Dunnal, (three of our unhappy Men) con- 
fined on board one of the Salleeteens, commanded 
by Ala Hacam; and myſelf, with Lewis Davies, 

X George Barnicoat, and Thomas Goodman, the other 
three, (our whole Number conſiſting but of eight 

2X Perſons) on board of the other, commanded by EI. 
"X haſh Abarahaman Medune, the Admiral of Salle, 
" 7 where we were cloſely confined, and treated after a- 
barbarous Manner, during the Space of one whole 
Month, which the Infidels paſſed in looking ſharp out 
after other Prey, and in examining into the Value f 
2X our Cargoes, according to our ſeveral Invoices Þ 
and Bills of Lading, the Prizes being ſent to Sallee 
for better Security, and to leave them at more 
Liberty to encounter others during the Time of 
their Cruize ; but ſeeing no Likelihood of any more 
Prizes and their Proviſion growing ſhort, they fol-

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Jowed the Prizes, and found them ſafe at Anchor on 7

ings) accordingly happened; Davies committing him- 
felf to the Waves, and I myſelf to the Maſt, from 
which I was taken by ſome People in a Boat from 
the Shore As to the Moors, they were under no 
Apprehenſion of Danger from the. Sea, leaping into 
it, and ſwimming to Shore like ſo many Dogs. 


IT may be eaſily imagined what ſad Terror and 
Apprehenſions T was under in ſo dangerous a Situa- 
tion; for though I could ſee nothing elſe, by being 
delivered from Death, than more grievous Torments 
in my becoming a Slave, &c. yet did I endeavour all 
in my Power to avoid it, and ſave myſelf. 


BEING now all ſafely landed, we are, in a very

* SALLEE is built on the Banks of the Gueroz, which

Within the Circumference of 
this Town are abundance of Gardens, and a large Field, 
where they might ſow Corn enough to ſerve fifteen hun- 
dred Men. Its Wallis are very ancient ; the Natives ſay | 
they were built by the firſt CHriſſians who were brought 
out of Europe by the Generals of Jacob Almanzor, King | 

of Arabia Felix, who conquered pain. On the South | 
Eaſt Quarter ſtands a high Tower, called Haſans, which | 

ſerves as a Land Mark for Ships to come in. At the Foot 
of this Mountain are Docks for building Ships, and for 
them to winter in. The Aſcent of this Hill is ſo gentle, 


that a Man may ride on Horſebaek to the Top. 


Sal EE has at preſent two Caftles, the old and the new: 


The old one ſtands directly at the Mouth of the River 


Guerou, next to which its Walls are built on Rocks, and 5 


very lofty, ſheltering the Governor's Houſe, which joins 
to them, from any Cannon Shot. This Caitle is very ir- 
regular, being built according as the Ground would per- 
mit. The Walls fronting the River are for the moit Part 
of ſquare: Stones, with ſeveral Towers built by Mulzy 
Semein. Within this Caſtle, and before its principal Gate, 
is a high Fort, which commands the Town. Below,

On the fourth Day we were all, in Number Fiſty- 
two, taken out thence, and ſent Priſoners to Me- 
qutnez, ſome being put on Mules, ſome on Aſſes, and 
fome on Horſes; on one of which Uncle and I - 
were mounted together. We travelled the firſt Dax 
to Lor/hia, being obliged in our Way hither to pals 
through the Woods of Sallee, which were plenti- 
fully ſtored with moſt ftately Timber Trees, as 
Oaks, Cc. vaſt Quantities of Wild Hogs, Lions, 
Tigers, and many other very dangerous Creatures: 
The ſecond Day to the River Teffifille though by 
ſome called Teliſia, in the Province of Wolelſager: 
The third to Darmulſultan; and the fourth, about 
Sun-riſing, (it being but three Miles Travel) into

Ar our Arrival to the City, or rather indeed 
about a Mile before we reach'd it, we were com- 
manded to get off our Beaſts, and to take off our Eng- 
Ih Shoes, (that is to ſay, ſo many of us as had any) 
and to put on yellow Pumps, which were brought to 
us 


to build his Palace there; though according to Leo 4frica- 
nus, it was about two hundred Years ago a Place of confi. 
derable Trade and Riches, but ſince almoſt ruined by the 
Civil Wars, and different Sorts of Government that ob- 
tained in the Country. It is fituated in a delightful Plain, 
having a very ſerene and clear Air, which made the Em- 
peror rather make it his Place of Refidence than Fez, and 
now it is in a more flouriſhing Condition than ever, being 
the Metropolis of a large Empire, between two and three 
Miles in Circumferencè, and containing about 366,cob 
Inhabitants, ſurrounded by an ordinary Wall, and ſepa- 
rated by a Road from the Negro Town, ſo called from the 
Emperor's Black Troops (on which he principally depend) 
being quartered there: To which the Baſhaws and Alcaydes 
reſort with the Tributes and Preſents, every two or three 
Years, according to the Emperor's Pleaſure. In the Mid- 
dle of the City live the 7exvs, having a Place to them- 
ſelves, the Gates of which are locked at Night, which 
Privilege they alſo have in moſt of the Cities of this Em- 
peror's Dominions. Fhey have an Alcayde to guard 
their Gates, and protect them againſt the common Peo- 
ple, who otherwiſe would plunder them; for they live in 
| -great SubjeQion, it being Death for them to curſe, or lift 
vp ͤ a fand againſt the meaneſt Moon; fo that the Boys 
kick them about at their Pleaſure, againſt which they 
have no other Remedy but to run away. They ae 
= obliged to pull off their Shoes, whenever they paſs by a 
= Moſque, and to wear black Cloaths and Caps ;, nor are 

Wey allowed the Uſe of Horſes. Oe 
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1s by the Moors for that Purpoſe ; and at our En- 


rance into the City, we were met and ſurrounded 
dy vaſt Crouds of them, offering us the molt vile In-

y) MW uards interpoſed ; though even they could not, or 


t leaſt would not, hinder them from pulling our 
Jair, and giving us many ſevere Boxes, calling us 
affer Billa Oaroſale; which ſignified, in EAngliſhy 
hat we were Hereticks, and knew neither GOD 
jor MAHOMET. 


ABour Eight o'Clock we all got to the Empe- 
or's Palace ; where, before we entered, we were 
irft obliged to take off our Pumps, paſſing bare 
WF oot in at a Gate called Bednam Sorelelg, or the Re- 
gcgado's Gate, a Renegado * Spaniard being its 
Keeper; and thence through two other Gates, viz.

<mperor, was, who received us from the Hands of 
the Salleeteens, giving Alahacam, in Exchange for every 
ne of us 50 Ducats ; bur out of this was paid back 
gain one third, and a tenth as a cuſtomary Tribute;

We were firſt led into a large Oblong Square Building, 
with Piazzas all round, being the Queen of the X:+:ph's . 
Apartment. The Arches were wrought with: Plaiſter Fret- 
work in Flowers, after the Arabian Manner, and ſupported 
by neat Stone Pillars ; the Square exceeding large and 
fpacious ; the Bottom and vides, for about five Feet high, 
chequered with ſmall Tiles of divers Colours, about two 
Inches ſquare : Of which ſmali Chequer work there is 4 
prodigious Quantity in the Palace. All the Apartments, 
Wa'ks, Magazines, Paſſages, and underneath the Arches, 
being chequered, making the Proſpect of the Buildings, 
which are all of a great Length, extreamly magnificent;

own Countrymen, and of us, with whom he had 
Rrcd ti the Lie of his Impritonment 3 3 for he bad 
been a conſiderable Time in Gibraltar, as a Pledge 
from the Baſhaw to an Exglih Merchant, for the 

Payment of Money due for "Cond he had ſupplied 
the Baſhaw with. Part of the Crime laid to his 
Charge, was for going out of his Country, and 
living in Chriſtendom a conſiderable Time, without 
the Emperor” s Knowledge, and having defiled him- 
ſelf with Chriſtian Women, and often been in Liquor: 
He was alſo accuſed of being an Unbeliever, and one 
of thoſe who had invited the Spautards to invade Bar- 
bary.

Ilir was reported the next Day after, that the Em- 
peror dreamt Shbott had appeared to him, and aſk'd 
him, ¶ hat he had done to deferve ſuch Lage tel- 
ling him, There would be a Time when GD would 
judge between them both; which gave the Emperor 
Jo much Concern, that he ſent to the Place of his 
Execution for ſome of the Duſt his Blood was ſpilt

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Mx Lodging was now on the Inſide of the En- 
trance into the Palace Yard, where were ſeveral 
Sheds ſet up againſt the Walls like Penthouſes, 
though cloſer, and well tiled over Head, very long, 
and only juſt wide enough for one Man to lie at 
Length; and here, I ſay, I lodged, together with 
the Emperor's. Guards, fo that I was always ready at 
Hand, even ata Minute's Warning, and ala 0 
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dared not to ſtir but at his Approach or Command, 
we having at the appointed Times our Meat brought 
us; and for our Dinaer we ſeldom failed of IE 
Moors Favourite Diſh, Crſcaſſove, of which I juſt 
now promiſed to give a farther Account, I being re- 
ally ſo far of the Misr Opinion, as that I cannot 
but in every Reſp-& allow it truly deſerving of their 
ſo very high Eſteem and Commendation, for it is 
actnaby very good, grateful, and nouriſhing, and is 
prepared aſter the following Manner: Ti Us They 
put fine Flour into a large wooden Bowl, then they 
pour thereon a ſinall Quantity of Water, and keep 
continually ſhaking the Bowl, till the Water is drank 
un; then they pour on more, and fo continue to 
make the Bawi, till all the Flour is come into fmall” 
Pellets of about the B ones of Nutmegs 3 then they 
are put out of the Bowl into another Utenfil lie 
a Cullender, whict is made Uſe of for ſtraining the 
Water off Peaſe, Beans, or any Thing elſe of 
the like Nature; which being put over the Steam 
of a boiling Pot or Furnace, wherein are Fowls and' 
other Meat boiling, in the Nature of a Cover, and 
another Cover on the Top of that: By the Time the 
Meat is well boiled, ſo are the Shot or Pellets, 
(though indeed they call it baking) when they 
pour them out into a Diſh, adding thereto good 
Store of Butter, ſome Salt, Spicys; and Saffron, 
and then ſerve up the Meat upon it. This, I ſavy, is 
excellent Eat ing, and is no Doubt uſed by ante in 
Englund, and other Countries, as a Regalio; and 
was I of Ability ſufficient, I ſhould often regale my- 
ſelf with it. At their Meals, they never made Uſe 
of Knives, Forks, or Spoons, every one putting in 
his Right Hand inftead of a Fork, and his firſt two 
Finger thereof extended inſtead of a Spoon, all

beating themſelves in a Ring on the Floor, and the 


Meat in the Middle; and in Caſe any one, though. 
unconcerned in this Meſs, paſted by whilſt they 


were at it, and did not put in his Fingers and eat with 


them, he was accounted a very unmanner]y Fellow, 
all the Company calling him Canliſnab, which was 
as much as to ſay, without Breeding or Manners, 
though indeed they were not often guilty of this ill 
Manners ; for my Part, I could ed have excuſed 
them if they had.

Tr1s Cuſcaſhe of the Emperor's, as being to 


Feed about Nine Hundred Men, was brought out into 
the Court in a Cart upon Wheels ; when dividing

whereby he may the eaſter ſepirate it, it is reckoned- 
the greateſt Injury that can be offered them; and 
it is really a very dangerous Way of cating, eſpecially 
when People are very hungry; therefore they are

When any of the Moors have a Mind to entertain their 
Neighbours, the Women go tothe "Fop of the Houſe, 
and continue there till the Gueſts are gone: Their general 
Entertainment is with Caujcafar, (which we bare before 
 Eeferibed : They make Ute neither of Tables nor Chairs 
Dat fit croſs-legg'd upon the Ground, putting their Diſhes 
upon a large Piece of greaſy Leather, which ſerves both 
for Table and Table cloth; their Diſhes are either of 
Pewter or Earthen Ware, made wide at Top and narrow 
at Bottom, almoſt like a high-crown'd Hat turned Bot- 
tom upwards. While they eat, a Servant ſtands by with 
a great Bowl of Water in one Hand, and a narrow long 


Hands, with which they pull the Victuals to Pieces, be- 
ing for the moſt Part ſtew'd to Rags. They never uſe- 
their Left Hand in eating, for that waits wholly on their 
neceſſary Occaſions : They fill their Bellies without ſpeak - 
ing to one another, and after Meals drink Water, their 
Religion forbidding them Wine, and all other intoxicating - 
Liquors, except Cyder ; neverthelefs, moſt of them will 
get drunk with ſtrong Liquor of any Kind, if they can 
come at it. Their chief Deſſert is Butter- milk, of which 
they are ſuch Lovers, that when they would ſpeak of the 

extraordinary Sweetneſs of any Thing; they compare it 
_*to Butter Milk; a great black Pitcher of it is generally 
brought in, with a wooden Ladle, which is preſented to 
the moſt conſiderable Perſon, and from him paſſes round 
the Company ſeveral Times. DS |

HERE it will not be amiſs to deſcribe the exceed- 
ing Weight of Miſery which our Fellow Country- 
men undergo, who are ſo unhappy as to be made- 
Slaves i in Morocco. 


Tax ſevereſt Labour and Hardſhips inflited on 
Malefactors in Europe, are Lenity and Indulgence, 
compared to what many worthy Perſons undlergo in 
this modern Agypt; even Slavery at FJunis, or 
Algiers, is a State of Repoſe and Felicity, to that 
in the Morocco Dominions. At Day- break, the 
Guardians of the ſeveral Dungeons, where the 
Chriftian Slaves are ſhut up at Night, rouze them- 
With Curſes and Blows to > Jie Work, which here 8 
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is not repairing or rigging of Ships, but more labo- 
rious, as it conſiſts in providing Materials for the Em- 
peror's extravagant Buildings, ſtamping Earth mix'd 
with Lime and Water, in a wooden Box near three 
Vards long, and three Feet deep, and af the intended 
Breadth of the Wall, their Iuftrument for this is a 
heavy wooden Stamper. Ochers prepare and mix 
the Earth, or dig in Quarries for Lime Stones; ow 
thers burn them. Some are employed to carry large 
Baſkets of Earth; ſome drive Waggons drawn by 
ſix Bulls and two Horſes; and after the Toil of the 
Day, theſe miſerable, Carters Watch their Cattle in 
the Field at Night, and in all Weathers, as their 
Liſe muſt anſwer for any Accident. 'Fhe Taſk of 
many is to ſaw, cut, cement, and crect Marble Pil- 
| lars, and of fuciy * 5 are found qualified, to make 
Gunpowder, and Small Arms; yet does not their 
Skill procure them any better Treatment than thoſe, 
who having only =o Uſe of their Limbs without 
any Ingenuity, are ſet to the coarſeſt Works, as 
tending Horſes, ſweeping Stables, carrying Burthens, | 
grinding with Hand Mills. Some have alſo in 
Charge to manage the Water Works, and inſpect 
the Aqueducts. In all theſe ſo different Depart- 
ments, the Ignorant and Artiſt are upon a Level, 
very few Inſtances excepted; they have all their 
reſpectiye Guardians, T aſk-Maſters, and Drivers, 
who immediately puniſh the leaſt Stop or Inadver- 
tency, and often will not allow the poor Creatures 
Time to eat their Bread; but like Nebemiab's Men, 
they muſt work with one Hand, whilſt they put their 
coarſe Morſel of Bread into their Mouths with the 
other. After ſuch a weariſome Day, it frequently 
| happens they are hurried away to ſome filthy Work 


in the Night-Time, with this Call, James a trava- 
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travacho cornutos, i. e. Out to Work you  Cuckolite; mM TY 
Appellation of the bittereſt Reproach among the ral 
Moors, except Thou Sen of a Chriſtian. But a 
Circumſtance more affecting than all theſe Ripour, we 
is, that Men created in the Image of God, have been 
harneſſed in Carts with Mules and Alles: Their 
Lodgings in the Night are fubterrancous Dun- WP"" 
geons, round, and about five Fathom Diameter, 

and three Deep, going down by a Ladder of Ropes, 
which is after wards drawn up, and an iron Grate 
faſtened over the Mouth; and here they lay upon 
Matts. Neither has their Fare any Thing more 
comfortable in it, conſiſting only of a ſmall Platter 
of black Barley Meal, with a Pittanee of Oil per 8 
Day. This Scamtinels has put feveral upon | 
hazarding a Leap from very high Walls only to 
get a few wild Onions that grow in the Mor: 
Burying-Place. The Slaves uſual Habit is a long 
' coarſe Woollen Cozt with a Hood, which ſerves for | 
a Cap, Shirt, Coat, and Breeches, and four Pair of 
Pumps for a Year and half, though Lime and Mor- 
tar, and their daily hard Work, wears them off their 
Feet in half the Time. It is moderately computed, 

that many hundred Chriflian Slaves have been ſud- 
denly killed by Muley Iſbmael, and other 1 
merely out of Wantonneſs, and ſometimes finding 
Fault with their Difpatch, or Manner of working, 
of which they could have no competent Idea. If it 
be accounted an Honour to be the Sovereign's Slave, 
like ſome others, it is very burthenſome, for they 
are not only harder worked when in Health, than 
thoſe of private Perſons, but much more neglected 
in Sickneſs; though of the Care beftowed on the 
. it may with great D be ſaid, That the

ation is, that the Slaves are allowed to make 
Brandy, and the Fetus are taxed with the Materials; 
his is owing to a Notion infuſed into the Emperors, 
hat the Europeans would loſe all their Ingenuity and 
igour, without now and then a Draught of that 
nſpiring Liquor; may that Notion ever obtain there! 
but Experience ſhews us, that the frequent Uſe of 
pirituous Liquors, both enervates and ſtupifies. The 
Mors are extreamly cautious, and artful in purcha- 
ing Slaves; and beſides inviegling Queſtions and 
jolings, have many Methods and Tokens to judge 
what Ranſom a Slave will yield, and accordingly 
ill readily give ſome hundred Pounds, where all 
promiſing Appearances occur: But where the greater 
Ranſom is expected, the Uſage is the worſe, Theſe 
exaſperating Sufferings have often prompted the 
Slaves. to make ſome Efforts for Liberty, but they 
have moſtly terminated in Miſcarriages: Once a 
large Dungeon was undermined, and great Numbers 
in a fair Way to eſcape ; but a Duichman breaking 
Inis Leg by a Fall, and crying out with the Anguiſh, 
they were retakeny and put to a torturing Death, _ 
an Example, 
CoMmMoDORE Stewart was conducted to Megui- 
nez from Tetuan by Hamet Ben Ally, one of the Bis. 
peror's Baſhaws; in which Embaſſy, the Com- 
modore being a very able, well - accompliſhed cour- 
teous, and indefatigable Gentleman, notwithſtanding 
his often meeting with very great Inſults and mani - 
feſt Dangers, managed his Point ſo well, that in ſix 
Weeks, or thereabout, he procured the Enlargement 
of all the Eugliſb Slaves, (thoſe under my unhappy

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Circumſtances only excepted) in Number Three 
Hundred and one, releaſing them from their long 
Servitude and Chains, and conducting them to Te- 
tuan, where he found Shipping ready to tranſport 
them to their ſo long delired Homes, there being 
then more than fix Years expired ſince they were 
firſt made Prifoners, that is to fay, thoſe taken with 
poor unhappy me, who you may imagine could not 
be allowed to go with them, though 1 moſt humbly 
intreated it by all the Means I could deviſe, all my 
Solicitations being in vain, ſo that I was obliged to 

content myſeif, to effect my Deliverance by private 
Eſcape, when Opportunity offered; to which End 
the Ambaſtador gave me very friendly Advice, toge- 
gether with many other Marks of his Favour. 

I might here fill up a great deal by Way of the 
ſeveral Occurrences relating to the Ambaſſador's En- 
trance, Behaviour, Ufage, and Return. to Tituan, 
and, in ſhort, many other Paſſages of Moment, and 
Which I very particularly remember; but as I am 
informed there is a Book of it already printed, I ſhall 
not go about in anywiſe, to interfere with it, Com- 

- modore Stewart being, a Gentleman of ſo much good 

_ Obſervance, that mine might only prove to be a Re- 
cital of it, or at leaſt a dull Tautolozy of the ſame 
Things; though I cannot again help ſaying, and 
which, no Doubt, in that Report is omitted, that 
he in every Point behaved in fo polite, moſt Chriſ- 
tian-like, and Majeſtick a Manner, as not to ' dero- 
gate from, or leſſen the I ruſt repoſed in him by his 
Royal Maſter, whoſe Perſon and Dignity he was 
to repreſent; and which ] heartily wiſh had been fo 
well performed by a certain Gentleman ſent to Me- 
guznez on the fame Errand about four Years befote 
him ; then had it in all Likelihood prevented many 
aking 
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aking Hearts; and my poor Uncle, with many other . 
oor Chriſtian Slaves, (who, during that Interval, 
died there) had probably been ſtill alive. 


As Mr. PELLow ſpeaks fo much in Praiſe of Fong 
modore Stewart's Embaſſy, and as the Baook he 
munticns is now out of Print, and very ſcarce, we 
have with great Difjiculty procured one 2 them, to

Biſhaw and his Brothers often heading Parties f 
Horſe, who altogether clapping their Spurs to 


their Hole Sides, levelled their Pieces and fired 
at one another, as if they were attacking an Ene- 


my: After that, they took their Spears, and ſing- 


led each other out to tilt, very dexterouſly putting 

by the Thruſt of the Spear, (though it was made 
at their Backs) while their Horſes were running 
full Speed, During the Time of the Cavalcade, 
the Foot kept a continual Fire, but irregular, every | 
Man charging his Piece, and firing into the Ground 
as faſt as he could, Their Drums made a very ſo- 
lemn and warlike Sound, which are not beaten if- 
ter our Manner, but with an heavy Stick on the 
Top, and a ſmall one underneath, keeping Time 


to a Pipe, ſomething like a Fife, but very loud and 


ſhrill. "The Cavalcade being over, and Cardenaf} 


bringing Word that the Baſhaw was coming, the 
Ambaſſador went to me eet him: The Baſhaw very 
courteouſly welcomed the Ambaſſador to Barbary, 
and invited him'to his Tent, where he told him, 
that he would do all that lay in his Power to make 
the Country agreeable to him, that he liked the 
Englih better "than any other Chriſtian Nation; 

and ſome more Compliments paſſing between 
them, they parted.

The Moors, for the moſt Part of the Way to Te- 
tuan, (which is about ſix Miles) continued firing 


and cavalcading; after which Manner we entered 
the Town, great Crouds of People ſhouting and 


Alhagues, and muffled up, fo that no Part could be 
ſeen but their Eyes, were crouded upon the Tops 


of the Houſes as thick as they could ſtand : The 


Baſhaw drew up his People in a large ſquare Place 
before his Houſe, where he and his Brothers (be- 
ing exceeding well mounted) ſhew'd us again how 
dexterous they were with their Spears, tilting a 
conſiderable Time, and ſometimes darting their 
Launces into the Air before them, and catchin 


them again as their Horſes ran full Speed; then 


the Ambafſador 'was conducted to the Houſe ap- 
pointed for him, which was one of the beſt in Je- 
tuan, and a Stable of Horſes ordered for the Uſe 
of him and his Retinue, | 


© TE Sth the Ambaſſador went to ſee the Ba- 


ſhaw at his Houſe, who received him in an out- 
ward Room, or Hall, built long and narrow, as 


moſt of the Rooms in Barbary are; the Reafon 
of which (I have been told) is becauſe of the 
Scarcity of Joſty Timber in the Country: There 


were two Chairs placed oppolite to each other, in 
which the Ambaſſador and Baſbaw fat down, and 
talked together for about an Hour and an half, du- 


ring which Time eight or ten of the principal 
; * Moors 
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Moors of the Town ſtood behind the Baſhaw. 
The Conference being over, we were ſhewu the 
Bafhaw's Cn: dens, and Stables, in Which were a 
great many fine Horfes, _ 


© Tyr 15th we dined in a Garden of the By. 
ſhaw's (about three Miles out of Town) that he 
had lately planted ; it ſtands in a pleaſant * Valley, 
almoft ſurrounded with Hills and Mountains, 
which being green and woody, every Way give x 

moſt delightful Proſpect: There runs a little 
Stream through the Garden, which | by great La- 
bour was conveyed from an adjacent Mountain : 


We dined unter a Locuſt Tree that afforded a 


pretty good Shade. The Governor of Tetuan 


came juſt after Dinner, and walking with us, 
was ſo complaiſan ;t as to gather and give us the beſt 
Fruits; there were fine Oranges, Lemons, and 
ſmall Apricocks of a very good Flavour. The 
Walks are ſeparated with Cane-work, and there is 


an Arbour of the fame very well contrived, in 


which there being a Baſon ſupplied with Water 
from the ſaid Stream, the Ambaſſador fill'd it with 
Punch, and with much ado perſuaded the Gover- 
nor to drink two or three Glaſſes, Great Quyan- 
tities of Carnations coming in through the Cane- 
work, and at the Windows, made the Arbour very 
delightful. The Governor had his Muſick with 
him. which conſiſted of four Perfons ; two of 
them play'd upon ſmall Inſtruments, after the 
Manner of Violins; one had a Piece of Parch- 
ment drawn tight over a little broad Hoop, with 


Pieces of looſe Tin on the Sides, which he ſhook

© with the Baſhaw, in the Mountains between Te. 
« tyan and Ceuta; we killed fix, and took three 
young ones alive; the Baſhaw broke his Spear in 


one of them: The Spears which the Foot carry 
for this Sport, differ From thoſe of the Horſe, not 


being above half fo long, and made of a very 
$ heavy and tough Wood, the Blade about Half a 
Tard long, and very thick; that they ſhould not 


| © break againſt the Hide of the Boar. There went 


* a great Number of Foot thus armed along with 


© us, who getting upon the Hills round about, made 


: ſuch a hideous Noiſe and Shouting, that they raiſed 
© the Boars from the Woods and Thiekets, and 
brought them in View for the Chaſe. If one of 
* theſe Men ſhould happen to be near a Boar alone; 


* ke muſt not give Way, nor ſhew any Signs of 


Fear, but putting himſelf in as firm a Poſture as 
* he can, receives the Boar upon his Spear, who 


* goars himſelf up to the End of the Blade, where ; 


* there is an Iron goes acroſc, to ſtop the Spear front 


running through, otherwiſe: the Boar prefling on, 


would reach the Man, and wound him with his 
* Tuſks : If the Man is not ſtrong enough to ſtop 


© the Boar, he quits him as well as he can; but 
© ſometimes (as I have ſeen them) they*Il'-hold the 
* Ecar thus goared on the Spear, til the reſt come 
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another beat Time to their Muſick, by frikinks 
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© to him, who let out ſuch Streams of Blood with 
© their broad Blades, that the Beaſt preſently fall 
down. 


0 Here, as we were one Day riding by the Side 
© of the River of Tetuan, we experimented the Ef- 
fect of the 1 or Num-fiſh, ſome of them 
« lying in the Mud; they were about the Bigneſfs 
of a large Plaiſe, nd ſhaped ſomething like them, 
but thicker, and very round, fo that the Head 
could hardly be diſtinguiſhed from the Body; we 
touched them with Canes or Sticks on Horſeback, 
« during which Time a Numneſs was perceived to 
go up our Arms, that continued a Minute or two, 
6 after we had taken our Canes off the Fiſh. 


Tux Houſes of Tetuan (and their other Town) 
& are very good, but the Streets exceeding narrow, and 
. © hardly any Windows to be ſeen, but little Holes to 
look out at, the Light coming in at the inſide of 
© the Houſes, where there's a ſquare Court-yard, 
open at Top, with Pillars ſupporting Galleries, and 
painted wooden Baluftrades round the inſide of the 
Houſe, almoſt like ſome of our Inns. In the 
Middle of the Court-yard there's a Fountain, if 
the Houſe belongs to a Perſon of any Conſidera- 
tion: The Rooms are built long and narrow, and 
are generally four on a F loor, anſwering to the 
Galleries, from whence opens into each Room a 
large folding Door, by which all the Light that 
they have is let in. The Houſes are but two Sto- 
ries high, except the Baſhaw's, and ſome few 
others cot to * Men; They are flat 
Bot 
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at Top, ſo chat i in many Places they can walk a 
great Way. upon them; but | thoſe. belonging to 
Chriſtian Merchants have Battlements, to keep 


them within the Bounds of their own Houſes ; for 
the Mooriſp Women live in the upper Apartments, 


and often viſit one another from the Tops. of their 


Houſes : They are white-waſh'd on the outſide, 


as well as within, which caſts the Reflection of the 


Sun ſo bright, that it hurt our Eyes to continue 


upon them in the Day-time. They raiſe not their 


Walls as moſt Nations do, by laying Brick or Stone 
even upon one another, but their Way is firſt to 


make a ftrong wooden. Caſe, into which they 5% 
the Mortar, and beating it down barg, take the 
Cale mh when it is dry.

Mefſenger will go on Foot from Tetuan to Megui- \ 
nez, (which is 150 Miles) for a Barbary Ducat, 2 


perform his Journey with great Expedition; for 


they are wonderfully patient of Labour, enduring 
the Heat of Summer and cold Rains of Winter 
to Admiration : And when the Ground i is all co- 


vered with Rain, and a Storm over Head beſides, 


they'l! only look for a Buſh, or a great Stone, and 


undreſſing themſelves, fit down on their Cloaths, 
with their Back towards it, and remain in that 


& Poſture the whole Night ; by which Means their 
< Cloaths are dry when the Rain is over; other- 
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wiſe they wrap themſe l ves up in their Albornooce, 
and paſs the Night upon the Graſs. Some of the 
moſt famous Footmen of the Country (it is ſaid) will 
go ſixty Leagues in three Days. They ſwim the 
Rivers in the depth of Winter, if the Rapidity of 


the Current doth not deter them, contriving to put 
.their Cloaths upon their Heads in ſuch a Manner, 


as to keep them free from the Water, Theſe Men 
are generally thin, eat but very little, and for ſeven 
or eight Days Journey carry only a little Meal, and 
a few Raiſins or Fi igs in a ſmall Goat's Skin ; but 
they often do no more than carry in a little Bag 
fixed about, their Neck, as much Meal as they 
think they ſhall have Occaſion for: When they 


have a Mind to eat, they ſtop near a Spring, or 
River, , dilute and temper a little of the Meal in the 
Hollow of their Hand, and ſo [wallow it down at

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Noddles, being Sly W ater ; Wine being by their 
grand Impoſtor, and great Prophet, Mahomet, alto- 
gether forbidden; and though it is Death by his 
Law for any Perſon diſcovered in drinking it, yet it 
is by ſome privately drank, even to Exceſs, there be- 
ing great Store, and very good in Barbary, beſides 
what they catch from other Countries. 


mis ſhort Way of marrying his Guards, the 
Emperor frequently put in Practice, by often order- 
ing great Numbers of People before him, whom he 
marries without any more Ceremony, than pointing 
to the Man and Woman, and ſaying, Hadi yi houd 
Hadi, that is ſo ſay, That take That ; upon which 
the loving Pair join together, and march off as firmly 
noos'd, as if they had been married by a Pope.

Evening approaches, they are let looſe by the Com- 
pany, and the Bridegroom goes to his Wife's Apart- 
ment, where he finds her alone, fitting on a Cuſhion 
of Silk, Velvet, or ſuch fine Things as they can bor- 
row, (if they have them not of their own) underneath 
there's a Silk Quilt ; before her ſtands a little Table, 
about a Foot high, with two Wax Candles upon it; 
upon her Head ſhe has a black Silk Scarf, ty'd in a 
Knot, the Ends hanging on the Ground behind her 
her Shift is made with large Sleeves like the Men's, 
and long enough to hang behind her like a Train 
her Veſt is of Silk, or Velvet, buttoned cloſe to her 


Hands, and reaches to the Middle of her Leg, adorned 


with Lace at the Hands, and all over the Breaſt ; ſhe 
has the ſame Linen Drawers deſcribed in the Wo- 
men's Dreſs, and Collars of Pearl or fine Stones, and 
(if ſhe can get them) of Lyons or Eagles Claws tipt 
with Silver ; in her Ears ſhe has great Rings of Gold. 
or Silver, and the fame about her Wriſts and 


Ankles, ſometimes ſet with Stones; her Slippers; 


have thick Soles made of Cork, covered with gilt 
Leather, and edged with the fame, which is a 
Mark of Greatneſs among them, the Emperor 
and ſome few more wearing them ; her Cheeks are. 
painted which Cocheneal, which colours yellow at 
firſt, but being rubbed, preſently turns red; with

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this they make one great round 9250 on each Cheek: 
Their Eye-brows are painted black, and continued 
quite round their Temples, like a Pair of Whiſkers: 

They alſo make ſome ſmall black Spots, in Imitation 
of Patches, near their Noſe and Lips, a black Snip 

on the End of their Noſe, and a black Stroke, 5 
Breadth of a Straw from their Chin, reaching down 
below the Pit of their Stomach, and how much lower 
I can't tell, for there they begin to be cover'd ; they 
paint their Eye-lids and the Sides of them with a 


black Powder called Alchol, putting ſome of the ſame 


into their Eyes with a little Stick; the Palms of their 


Hands are all blacked ; and from the Top of their

AnD now am I ſoon about to enter from the 
Sports of Venus into the Field of Mars, though in- 
deed I had the Company of my Wife by Intervals 
for ſome Years after; for our Wedding being ended, 
I was on the fourth Day, or Day after, ordered to 
prepare myſelf for my Departure to a Garriſon in the 
Province of Tamnſuab, about ſix Days Journey from 


Mequinez, whence (after taking Leave of our Friends)

and my Wife ſet out the fame Day accompanied by 
nix hundred of thoſe who were ſo lately married 
with us, three hundred of them being put under my 
Command, and the other three hundred under the 
Command of Auſa or Moſes Belearge, a Spamard, 

they likewiſe taking with them their Wives: Theſe 
ſix hundred Men were of different Nations, French, 
Spamards, Portugueze, and Italians, but not an 
&ngl;þ Man amongſt them, except myſelf. Baſhaw 
Hammo Triffoe, (begot between a Spaniard and a 
Afeor) Commander in Chief of that Province, with 
two thouſand Men, went alſo with us, and being o- 
bliged to take with us a Prieſt, the Emperor com- 
manded me to find one, if poſſible, who was both 
blind and deaf, that if in cafe any of us ſhould hap- 
pen to take a Cup of Wine, (as being uſed thereta 
in our'own reſpective Countries, and therefore might 
the ſooner do ſo in his) he might not be capable of 
taking Notice of it; for, added he, tho* I will by no 
Means encourage it, yet ſhauld I much rather be excus'd 
from receiving any Complaints of that Nature, wher:by 
to give them any 1 : Though I made the 
beſt Enquiry I could, yet Icould by no Means meet 
with ſuch a one ; therefore I recommended to him my 
Wife's Uncle, a ſeeming honeſt Man, and one who 
was approved of by the Emperor, and by us as joy- 
fully received; and after being ſtrictly charged to

Wr are now (Women included) 3206 on the 
Road, all well mounted, the Men on fine Horſes ; 
which, as they are ſo famous for Goodneſs, it will 
not be improper to ſay ſomething of the Moors Me- 
thod of managing them.— The Afoors take a great 
deal of Pride in their Horſes, and order them after a 
very different Manner from us; they back them ge- 
nerally at two Vears old, and ſheer their Manes and 
Tails till they come to ſix, thinking that makes them 
ſtrong. At Graſs they tie ſometimes the two fore 
Feet together, at other Times a fore Foot and a hin- 

der one. In their Stables they have two Iron Pins 
drove into the Ground, one before, and the other be- 
hind them, at the Diſtance of about three Feet from 
their Legs, which are faſtened together with Ropes, 
ke our Traves, with which we teach Horſes to pace; 
but being ſhort, they draw their Legs together un- 
der their Bellies, and two Ropes come from their 
bind and fore Feet, which are ſo tied to theſe Pins, 
that they cannot ſtir above one Foot backwards or 
forwards. Their Collar is alſo made faſt to the Pin 
before them, which has a Ring for that Purpoſe: ; 
under them is a Hole covered with Pieces of Timber 
to receive their Water; and a little on one Side, a 
Bed of Sand, or Saw-duft, for them to lie upon: 
They have no Mangers, but eat their Straw or Graſs 
off the Ground. Yes e, IG 


ALL their Horſes eat Graſs in April and May g3 
and, if it be a good Year, great Part of March; at 
other Times they eat Straw inſtead of Hay; their 
Barley is given them in a Woollen Bag, put over 
their Heads. They are never dreſs'd, nor their 
Manes or Tails combed, but when dirty are carried 
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to the next running Water and waſhed ; and if they ; 
deſign to have them look fine, they uſe a little Soap. 
Some will take it amiſs that you touch a Horſe with 


the Palm of your Hand to ſtroke him, and ſay there 
is a Venom in that Part, which is hurtful to Horſes. 


They never crop their Tails or Ears, nor geld them, 


for they like no maimed Creatures but Eunuchs, for 
other Reaſons. e anne?” 4s N 


Tazy have one Sort which they call Noe 
Hor ſes, who bow their Heads about at the Approach 


of a Man. Their Love is ſo great for Horſes, that 


not only they are one of the three Things for which 
the Moors have a Proverb, as moſt eſteemed, viz. 4 
Hor ſe, a Woman, and a Book, but they keep even the 


 Genealogies of them for two or three hundred Years, 
and are nice in diſtinguiſhing the true from the 


mix'd Generations, They have a baſe Way of ſhoe- 


ing them, cutting off the fore Part of the Hoof, 
and forming the Shoe into a triangular Shape, with 
the two Points almoſt meeting at the Heel, which 


Points are made very thin, and after the Shoe is 
faſtened with three Nails on each Side, are beaten as 
flat to the Hoof as poſſible : But ſome Time ago the 
Emperor iſſued out an Order, that upon Pain of 
Death all Horſes ſhould be ſhoed with round Shoes, a 
certain Turk having perſuaded him that was the beſt 
Way. TY”, 


Tuxr are not ſubject to Diſtempers, and the 


Moors know not what you mean by a Farſey or 
Glander, nor have I ever ſeen a Spavine or Mullen- 
der. As for the Berebbers in the Mountains, they 


never 
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never ſhoe their Horſes ; and their Feet are certainly 
firmer than our's, for a r went to Tetuan from 
the Camp, and came back the next Day, without a 
Shoe, which is fifty Miles; and notwithſtanding he 
was forced to croſs a Mountain full of Rocks going 
and coming, not being able to-paſs the low Way for 
a River, it was not perceived he had the leaſt Crack 
in his Hoof, or made any -Complaint of his Feet. 
Their Horſes live to a great Age, and are very freſh 
at fourteen or fifteen, the Reaſon of which ſeems to 
be their going ſo gently, on the Road, where they 
ſeldom are put out of a Foot- pace; but When they 
exerciſe the Launce, they make them beſtir them- | 


ſelves to ſome Purpoſe. 


Our Women rode on Mules, and we got that 
Day to the River Bate, about five Leagues, the ſe- 
cond Day to the Caſtle Caffabjibbad, the third to an 


old ruined Caftle called Phinſesra, and the fourth to 


the Walls of Sallec, Hammo Triffe and his People in- 
camping and remaining without three Days, during 
which us new- married People had the Liberty to go 
into the Town, were lodged there, and moſt ſump- 
tuouſly feaſted by the | Emperor's Order, as indeed 
were the Baſhaw's Men in their Tents, there being 
great Quantities of Proviſion of 5 Sorts Surren out 
for that Purpoſe.

Tre next Day we again ſet corn and got to 
Sharrot, all the Way being very woody, and plenti- 
fully ſtored wich wild Hogs, and of them we killed

was either for Paſtime or Antipathy, yet had we a- Ill £ 
nother Reaſon, viz. by way of Revenge on a very t 
large Boar aſſaulting the Baſhaw, and killing his Iſl / 

Horſe under him, though the Bzaft inſtantly loſt his 
own Life by it. Theſe Boars, and eſpecially thoſe 
of a middle Age, are very dangerous Creatures, ha- 
ving-very long Tuſks as keen as Knives, and which, 
with the very great Force and Fury they execute their 
Intention with, will rip up any Thing as ſoon ; the 
Tuſksof the old ones generally turn up like a Ram's 
Horn, fo that they cannot ſo well bring them to do 
Miſchief, ſuitable to their Rage. Here are alſo 
great Plenty of Lyons, Tygers, Wolves, Cc. Hows 
ever, we ſaw none of them that Day. 64342] 
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 SHARROT is a River diſcharging itſelf into the Sea 
about ſeven Leagues to the Southward of Salle, and 
plentifully ſtored with many Sorts of very excellent 
Fiſh ; and fording it the next Morning, we got that 
Day to Gaebedad, where are laid up for that Part of 
the Country, the Emperor's Stores of Corn, which 
the Moors have a Way of preſerving without Da- 
mage for a hundred Vears together, by putting it 
into Pits, plaiſter'd within and over the Mouth, when 
they are full. The next Day, at Ten in the Fore- 
noon, we got to the Caſtle of Tamnſnah ; where I, 
by the Baſhaw's Order, immediately entered with 
two hundred of my Men and our Wives, the old Gar- 
riſon marching out to make Room for us, and my o- 
ther hundred Men were ſent with their Wives to 
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' Bevaſh another Caſtle about three Days March from 


thence, to be commanded by a Deputy of my own 
Appointment, | | 


Ar my Entrance into the Caſtle, I found all 
Things pretty much in Diſorder, there being almoſt 
a general Want of every Thing; for what the old 
People had, they carry'd (or at leaſt moſt of it) with 
tbem: However, theſe Wants were, by the Ba- 
ſhaw's Diligence, (he remaining encamped without 
ſixteen Days) very. plentifully ſupplied, by ſending us 
in Proviſions and Stores enough for our Subliſtence 
for fix Months. This being done, he roſe with his 
ſmall Army, and departed, as I was informed, for 
Stant, a Garriſon diſtant from thence about twelve 
Leagues ; where after ſtaying alſo about ſixteen Days, 
and ſettling Belearge and. his Men therein for the 
better Security of the Emperar's Stores of Grain laid 
up there, he departed for the City of Morocco, of 
which he was the Governor. aa

Now have I and my Comrades for ſome Time 
nothing to do but to contrive Ways and Means how 


to divert ourſelves z which we did after the beſt 


Manner we could deviſe, living in an amicable Man- 
ner, and paſſing our Time very pleaſantly, here be- 
ing to be our Station for about Six Years, though I 
was ſeveral Times (with ſome Part of my Men) or- 
dered thence for the Space of ſix or ſeven; Months, 
and thither again, and once of almoſt two Years at 
a Time ; my firſt Abſence was about three Months 
after my firſt Arrival, when J received a peremptory 
Command from the Baſhaw to attend lim wg

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hundred of my Men as ſoon as poſſible I could, and 


to leave my other hundred to ſecure my ſeveral Gar: 


riſons: In Purſuance of which Order, I drew out 
one hundred and fifty of my Men, leaving the other 
fifty.to take Care of the Garriſon and the Women, 


and immediately departed, and got that Day to the 


Caſtle of Start, where I found my old Friend Be- 


learge was with a like Number gone before me. The 


ſecond Day I marched to Gegſaar, an old ruined 
Caſtle, though well ſtored with Water and many 
other neceſſary Refreſhments, both for Man and 
Horſe : And the third Day, about Noon, to my o- 


ther Caſtle of Breaſb, where I directly entered, and 


found my other hundred Men' and their Wives very 


well, who received us very courteouſly ; and I forth- 


with drawing out fifty of them, which made my 
Number compleat, proceeded, and got that Evening 
to Cedeboazzo in the Province of Talgror, and tlie 
next to the River Tens/if? ; whence very early the 
next Morning, the Bafhaw mecting us with good 
Store of Proviſion on the Road, we were by him 
conducted with fine Muſic playing before us, in great 
Pomp to the Walls of Morocco, where I found my 
old Friend Belearge with the reſt of the Baſhaw's Ar- 

my, encamped without the Walls of the City; tho 
as we had before, by the Emperor's Orders, Liberty 
to go into the Town of Sallee, ſo were we now or- 
dered to march together into Morocco, and there 
treated after like Manner, with this Difference only, 
the former being at the Charge of the Emperor. and 
this at that of the Inhabitants, a as indeed was alſo that 
or the whole Camp.

WE reſted ſeven Days at Marvccs, peg tern 
on the eighth early to march out and join the Army; 
when we all roſe, and marched that Day to the Ri- 


ver of Madden Enfeech, Diſtance ſeven e - 


where we reſted that Night ; and the next Day to 
Meſmeath, at the Foot of a very high Mountain, TY 
where (on Account. of the Inhabitants there, and 
thereabout, not having for ſome Time back per- 
formed the Payments of their wonted Tribute) we 
ſettled our Camp, and reſted fifteen Days during 
which, notwithſtanding they had before our coming 
refuſed to pay it, yet did many of them, at our Ap- 
proach, and eſpecially Ta/btrammet Meſmeaſoy, the 
Head and Chief of that Province, come to meet us; 
and declaring to the Baſhaw, after the moſt ſolemn 
Manner, that he had no Hand i in the Rebellion, as 
he underſtood, had been baſely and malicioufly ru- 


moured of him, the Rebels having made. Uſe of his 


Name for the better carrying on their wicked De- 
ſigns, he entreated that he would believe him inno- 


cent, as in Reality he faid he was, having never 
made 


3 
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Made the leaſt Advance that Way ; but, on the con- 
trary, had done all in his Power to prevent it, even 
to the extream Hazard of his Life; therefore deſired 
he would not look upon him as an Enemy to his 


Country, but accept of the few Preſents. he had 


rought him, with as good a Grace as they were of- 
fered by him with good Will, and in all due Obe- 


' dience, being in Truth thoſe of one of the moſt loyal, 
moſt dutiful and obedient of his Majeſty's Subjects. 
Theſe Preſents being ſomewhat conſiderable, as four 


very fine Horſes and Furnitures, ſeveral Zurbees, or 
Turbants, with a handſome Purſe of Gold to uſher 
them in, the Baſhaw had not the Heart to refuſe : He 
likewiſe entreated the Baſhaw to ſuffer him to ſend in 
Proviſion for the Army, which was alſo complied 
with, and plentifully performed during our Stay 
there, with every Thing elſe in Conformity to our 


. Demands. After a few Days we roſe and marched 


thence ſeven Leagues further, along the Foot of the 
Mountain, and pitched our Tents in'the Evening at 
Emfeeda, keeping ourſelves under Arms for the firſt 
Part of the Night in great Silence, and about Mid- 
night (drawing out ſix thouſand Men, our whole 
Number being eight thouſand, leaving the other two 
thouſand to feed and keep ſafe our Horſes) wemarched 


on Foot up the Mountain where we had an Account 

many of the Malecontents had ſheltered themſelves ; 
which being very woody, ſteep and craggy, our 
Horſes could have been of no Service to us, but rather

poſing us to be taken off ſeparate from each other by 
the Enemy in their lurking Places, before we could

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Tus being the Month of February, wet, very 
cold, and the Nights pretty long, the Baſhaw march- 
R ing at our Head, we got under the Walls of a Caſtle 
| WW called the Caſtle of Elnah E mbelide, where we: lay 
cloſe, with ſtrict Silence and undiſcovered, till Suns, 

riſing, when we ſaw ſeveral Herdſmen and Shepherds 
coming forth with their Cattle, they being always at 
Night ſecured within, from the frequent Incurſions 
of the Mountaineer Moors, and for Fear of Lyons, 
Tygers, Wolves and Jackalls, the Sheep ſtanding in 
as much Danger from the latter, as they do from the 
Wolves, who are, in their voracious Nature, ſuffi. 
ciently imitated by the Jackalls, of which there are 5 
vaſt Numbers in Barbary; and though I bad” 0 
by ſeveral People in England that they were inno- 
cent, though ſubtle Creatures, and ſerved only for 
procuring Prey for the Lyon, by hunting before him, 
thereby to keep themſelves in his Favour, and from 
his Paws, yet have I often ſeen them lay hold of an 
innocent Sheep, and in a Moment tear him in Pieces, 
and have very often ſnot them for their Pains, and eat 


O theſe Herdſmen's diſcovering us, they inſtantly 
alarmed the Caſtle, and no Doubt to the great Sur» 
prize of thoſe within, more eſpecially when they ſaw 
us {6 near their Walls, ſurrounding them, ſo. as they 
might not, in any Probability, hope for Eſeape ; yet 
did they prepare for Defehce, and fired upon. us with 
Small Arms very briſkly, but Cannon they had none, 
no more than ourſelves, killing in all but three of pur 

Men, we having got ourſelves ſo cloſe under their 
Walls,” that they could not bring their Shot to bear 
on us, We calling to them, That in caſe : * am 
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Inger reſiſted, and did not dire#tly deliver up the Car- 
riſon into our Hands, we would put everq. one of them 
to the Sword : To which we not receiving ſuch ſa- 
tisfactory Anſwer as we expected, and having by 
that Time almoſt finiſhed three ſeveral Mines at the 
Foot of the Caftle Wall, and of which thoſe within 
were not the leaſt apprized, we fired them all about 

one and the fame Time, making ſuch Breaches as 
were wide enough tor twenty Men to enter in a Breaſt 
at each, and immediately began to pour them in ; 
upon which the Rebels, being in a terrible Fright, 
| ſubmitte# to Mercy, crying out for Quarter, and 
humbly on their Knees imploring Pardon for them- 
ſelves and Families, afſuring us, That on receiving 
Clemency, they would make their future Behavinur ap- 
pear to be no leſs deſerving of the Emperor's Fawour 
than thoſe of the meſi obſervant of his Subjeets, al- 
ledging, that they had been led aſtray by thoſe higher up 
in the Mountain, and whom, had they not come into 
feeming Meaſures with, would then have dgſtroyed them 
to 4 Man; therefore, ſaid they, revenge your ſelves on 
them, ao you ſhall ſaon ſee that we will not be back- 
ward with our Aſſiſtance to ſubdue them, Notwith- 
ſtanding this Submiſſion, we kill'd eighteen of them, 
and amongſt them the Governor's Brother, and his 
Brother's. Son, whoſe Heads were cut off by the 
Baſhaw's own Hand, the latter being firſt: oblig'd to 
drag that of his Father's round the Army by a Rope 
fixed about his Neck, and to ſuffer a moſt cruel 
Scourging from moſt of them, and- then both their 
Heads, with the Edge of the Baſhaw*'s Sword, were 
ſet upon the Caſtle ta at - which the Governor, 


(as having five Sons of his own) was, no Doubt, in a 
moſt grievous Agony, and kept {till on his Kinees, de- 
MIN the a to believe him innocent, and by 


horrid 


able to get up it, though with great Diiticulty, we.

Horrid and repeated Imprecations of it, declaring that 


he had no Hind in that Rebellion, and that his being 
there was more by Compulſion'than Inclination, and 
that he hoped that he could not be accounted ſo ſtu- 
pid as not to ſuppoſe the Emperor would ſoon make 
Reprizals on them, and that notwithſtanding he had 
been ſo unhappy to father the fictitious Name of Go- 
vernor, Ce. yet he moſt humbly hoped that the 
Baſhaw would believe him, and permit him to uſe 


is utmoſt Efforts by Way of reducing the Remain- 
der of the Rebels, who had compelled him to ſo ufi- 


dutiful a Behaviour, and whereby he might not only 
in ſome Meaſure make his Royal Maſter Compenſa - 
tion, but our future Proceediugs, by. far leſs hazar- 


dous, for that he would directiy ſend his Meſſengers 


to acquaint them with his own preſent Condition; 
and in caſe they any longer perſiſted in their Rebel- 
lion, and did not directly come in, and with them 
bring into him their reſpective Tributes, he was 
ready to ſpend the laſt Drop of his Blood in ſubduing 
them: Then the Baſhaw order'd him off his Knees, 
and after ſonie ſhort private Conference, their Coun- 
tenances ſeemed to be on both Sides more calm and 
ferene; and a general Pardon was, to the general 
Joy, proclaimed: On which many came in ſoon 


after with their Preſents and Arrears, as indeed did 


all in thoſe Parts, faving only four little Towns, 


which might contain in them about four thouſand 


Men that bore Arms, lying ont or very nigh the Top 
of the Mountain, then covered with Snow, and very 
difficult to get up; which retarded our March ſixteen 


Days; when there falling a very great Flood vf. 


Rain, which waſhing the Snow down the Mountain, 
fo that there appeared ſome Likelihood of our being 
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departed from the Caſtle of Ehiab Emelide, taking 
with us the Governor, and marched (or rather indeed 
climbed) up as faſt as we eould, and got to the firſt 
of the Towns that Evening, very ſufficiently tired ; 
however, we ſoon. entered, but found it quite de- 
folate, the Inhabitants having all retired into the next 
Town, at about half a Mile's Diſtance ; which, as 
their | Neighbours were joined with them, was no 
Doubt of more Strength and Security; but the 
Darkneſs of the Night coming on apace, the Ba- 
ſhaw was determined not to attack them till the 
next Morning; however, we carried off all we 
could find here, ſet the Village on Fire, and retired 
to ſome Diſtance, where we ſettled for the Night 
in an open Camp: About Sun riſing we took one 
of their Spies, who had that Night been out upon 
the Scout, and brought him before the Baſhaw, 
who, after threatening to cut off his Head, told 
him, That in caſe he would go directly into the Town, 
and on his Honour immediately return to him with their 
Anſwer if they intended to deliver up the Town with- 
out Reſiſtance, or not, he would give him his Life: 
On which, and the late Governor of Ehiah Em- 
belide's alſo vouching for the Baſhaw's Performance 
of his Promiſe, he went in and ſoon returned with 
an Anſwer to his Meſſage, and to challenge his 
Pardon, telling them, That the Inhabitants would 
not on any Terms ſurrender, but were reſolved to 
fight it out, even to the laſt Man; which (ſaid he) 
they told me they had before ſignified to the Governor of 
Ehiah Embelide, by Wa of Anſwer to his Meſſage 
relating to their coming in with their Arrears; that 
he was a daflardly Fellow, and if he ſhould happen to 
fall into their Hands, he ſhould be the firſt Sacrifice 
ſe their Rage. The Baſhaw finding what he had to

truſt to, ordered us directly to cut down and bind up 
a great Quantity of large Faggots, or Bavins ; Which 
as I was then altogether a Novice in Affairs of that 
Nature, I really thought were for no other Uſe than 
burning: However, I ſoon ſaw my Ignorance therein, 
and thought them to be a tolerable Safe-guard from 
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the Shot of the Enemy, every other Man taking one 


of them, and carrying it lengthways before him and 
his Comrade, who was cloſe at his Back: Advancing 
after this Manner, till we got within half Muſket 
Shot of their Walls; and notwithſtanding they kept 
a continual Firing from the Walls of the Town 
upon us, yet did we not receive any Damage thereby, 


but intrenched ourſelyes Breaſt high in a: very little 


Time. About a Dozen of our beſt Miners, and an 
Engineer, advanced with their Pick-Axes and other 
neceſſary Implements, even cloſe under their Walls, 
and immediately fell to Work to undermine them: 
When they were to be relieved, they retired going 
backward, carrying their Bavins next their Faces; 
and a freſh Set, on the contrary, advaneing, took 
their Poſt: In the mean Time the reſt of us kept a 
continual Fire, ſo that the Enemy did not ſo much as 
dare to peep at thoſe Places of the Walls where our 
People were carrying on their Mines at the Bottom ; 
and though we were three Days before we had 
finiſhed them to our Engineers Minds, (there being 
in all three) yet did they never attempt once to ſally 
forth, but ſuffered us to blow them up to our Satif- 
faction, making ſuch Breaches, as we entered all our 
Men at in a very little Time; and in three Hours 
(during which there was on both Sides very bloody 
Work) we put all of them (the Women and Chil- 
dren under ten Years of Age, and the Man that 
carried in the Baſhaw's Meſſage, only excepted) to 
. © 3 
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the Sword ; and after plundering and demoliſhing the 
Houſes and Walls, and ſetting all we could not carry 
away on Fire, we ſat down before one of the other 
two, which wefound to be alfo joined by their Neigh- 
bours, and off: ring the like Reſiſtance but they did 
not reſiſt longer than three Hours: Notwithſtanding, 
we did not ſpare them, but cut them off alſo to a 
Man ; and after plundering, demoliſhing, and burn- 
ing this and their other deſerted Town, which was 
the laſt of the four, we, with our Plunder of all 
Kinds, as Money, Corn, Butter, Honey, Raiſins, 
Almonds, and every Thing elſe of Value, got to 
our Trenches, where we foon found our Error, in ſe 
baftily deſtroying their Houſes ;. for notwithſtanding 
the Weather was extream cold, yet we were oblig'd, 
on Account of our woundel] Men, to remain there 
for three Days, and then marched down to the Caſtle 
of Ebiah Embel:de, having with us all their Cattle, 
and our wounded Men carried in Hand-Barrows. 
We reſted there three Days, looking over our Booty 
and receiving ſeveral others of the Rebels, who 
came in there: We then fell down into our Camp, 
which we found unmoleſted, having ſtill with: us all 
the Wounded, and ſeveral Surgeons to attend them; 
and here we reſted eighteen Days, during which, 
many others came in to us with their reſpective Pre- 
ſents and Arrears: We roſe hence with our whole 
Army, and marched along the Foot of the Moun- 

tain, for about ſeven Leagues, to Foumalcarree, a 
very large Houſe, in Nature of a Caſtle, ſituate on 
a River, commanded by Liadmonſor Beals oach, who 
was at our Approach ready with his Preſents and Ar- 
ears, and received us in a moſt friendly Manner, 
deelaring he had no Hand in the Rebellion, main- 
waging our. Army three "0% and bringing us in 
1 
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every Day twice as much Proviſion as we could al 


eat; and: fuch Part of the Fleſh as we could: not 


then diſpence with, was, after cutting it into ſmall _ 


long Pieces of about two Fingers Breadth, ſalted and 
laid on our Camels, as we travelled, expoſed to the 
Wind and Sun, till it was thereby ſufficiently Hard- 
ened, which would remain good for a whole Year. 


We having ſome Reaſons to believe him innocent, 


over and above this his ſo bountiſul Hoſpitality; 6h 
Promiſe of his future Obedience and Aſſiſtance, the 


Baſhaw pardoned him, and marched on to Eminſta- 


nud, a Caſtle about two Leagues Diſtance from 


thence; where having received a like Satisfaction; 
he went on to Mentugoe, ſeven Leagues farther, 


where they alſo came in to him with their Preſents 


and Arrears ;| and here we again pitched our Tents 
and ſettled our Camp for ſix Weeks, during which 
Time all that Provinee, ſome by foul and: othe:s by 
fair Means, came in alſo, and followed the Example 


of their Neighbours. - From Montugee we 'marched 
to /tawaddeel, one Day's Journey; and thence, the

the late Rebellion, the Baſhaw and the Remains of 
his People: encamping again without the Walls of 
the City, Belearge and myſelf, with the Remains of 
our's, being again ordered to march in; and we 

were by the Citizens moſt courteouſly entertained, 


ſelling our Shares of the Booty, viz. Bullocks and 


Sheep in vaſt Numbers, for what any would: give us; 
I having myſelf, with ſeveral others in Partnerſhip, 
ſold there and at ſeveral other Places before on the 
Road, four hundred Sheep, for ſo ſmall a Price as a 
Blankeel each, (which is I wo- pence) and thought 
ourſelves well off « ; for what could we have done 


with them, being obliged to take that or nothing? 
beſides, we were glad at any Rate to get rid of the

the reſt to the ſeveral Books already printed; and 
firſt, of that within the Walls, which was four 
golden Globes of a large Size and Value, fixed oft 
the Top of the Tower of the Emperor's Palace, and 
which, according to common Fame, were ſet up many 
hundred Years ago, on the following Occaſion ; -_ 
Lol IA Ouran, Daughter and Widow to 
two of their antient Emperors, happened: one Day 
to ſee in a Woman's Baſket ſome very tempting 
Peaches, and being at' the fame Time with Child, 
ſhe took one of them, and after biting off a ſmall 
Part of it, and putting the Remainder into the Baſket 
again, ſhe went away, ſaying, She had but juft nic“ d 
the Time ; of which ſome of the By-ſtanders-taking 
Notice, and pondering thereon, it foon catne into 
their Minds, that it muſt be very near the Time of 
the Commencement of their Ramadam, which is a 
very ſtrict Faſt they obſerve every twelfth Moon; 
and during which, if any are known to eat OE 


from an Hour before the Breaking of the Day, till 


the Appearance of the Stars, it is Death by their 8 


Law; and they are not only obliged to abſtain 99 
all Manner of Food, but likewiſe from ſmoaking, 


waſhing their Mouths, taking Snuff, ſmelling Per- Wy 


fumes, or converſing with Women. 


Tnos who are obliged to travel, may drink 4 
little Water ; and fuch as are ſick, may bortow a 
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fow Days of their Prophet; but ay muſt, and do 
repay punctually, when they recover Strength. In 

the Towns they run about the Streets, and wake all · 
thoſe People they think are aſleep, that they may | 
eat, and ſo be the better able to ſupport: themſ:lyes | 
in the Day; they riſe three or four Times in the 
Night, and ſleep again.

Garden for the King's Pleaſure, when he came to 
that City, it being by far the fineſt of all I had ever 
ſeen before, being kept in the moſt exquiſite Manner, 


RY) to its curious and -regular Walks and Arbours, 
d laid out with large Collections of moſt Kinds of + 
Fruits and Flowers, the Fruit-Trees being, very 
large, and dreſſed and pruned in a very elegant Man- 
ner; ſo that their Wood, and eſpecially that of 
their Orange- Trees, was always in a proſperous Con- 
dition, almoſt ever green, blooming and bearing 
Fruit. In this Garden I ſaw the Trunk of an. old 
Tree, (which I was told was that of a very large 
Orange Tee) with great ſpreading Branches; 
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which, BH its Proſperity, Was the Death of 
Muley Archid, the Emperor's Brother, (who, about 
ſeven Years before, killed Muley Embamet, his elder. 
Brother, with his own Hand, to make Way for him- 
ſelf to the Empire:) He being one Day in this Gar- 
den 6n Horſeback, and his Horſe running ſuddenly 


out with him, ſo that he could by no Means ftop 


him, carried him under this Tree, in a Moment ap-

with a hot Iron in their Foreheads, were like Va-

formed by the Hands of an Exeter Man, whoſe Sir- 
name I have forgot, though I very well remember his 
Chriſtian one was Ab/alom, and that he often told 
me he was by Trade a Butcher; and he was, no 
Doubt, a very bold Man, for before the Execution 
the Baſhaw offering him his Sword, he ſmiling told 
him, That he thought his own to be altogether as, good, 
which he ſhould ſoon ſee ; and which, indeed, was as

ſoon made appear; he further adding, That had it not 


been of very excellent Temper, it could nat have per- 


formed what he had hitherto done with it.

in the Recovery and. keeping their owa; whereass: . 


thoſe unhappy: People who: are ſubject to- Arbitrary 
 Tyrants, are To-day rich and great, 'T'o-morrow 
Beggars, often loſing their Lives with their Eſtates, 


all without being heard, or any daring to enquire for 


why or whereforee. 


Ir a poor Man in Barbar gets but a Pair of Oxen 
to plow, he would not only be liable to be robbed of 


them by the next little mercenary Governor, but 


forced to ſell his Corn, to pay an arbitrary Tribute. 


For which Reaſon the Land has no Proprietor above 
two or three Leagues round a Town; and if you 
chance to ſpie two or three ſmall] Cottages, you may 


be ſure they belong to ſome Alcayde, and the poor 


People that live in them to till the Ground, are his 


Servants, and, like the Cattle, receive no other Re- 


compence for their Labour, but the wretched Pro- 
vender they eat. * | | 7 . eV ; : 
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Tur Emperor and his Alcaydes confound all 
Trade in the Country, by robbing ſuch as have any 
Reputation for Riches : for which Reaſon the Moor 
take it for a Token that you deſign them Harm, if 
you ſay they are rich; and it is believed, that there 
are abundance of Arabians who have concealed 
Eſtates, (for this Country, fifty. or ſixty Years ago, 
was extraordinary rich) and yet appear ſo miſerable, 
that they have nothing but an Alhague to cover 
them, which ſerves for Shirt, Drawers, Coat, Cloak, 

Bed, and every Thing: But thoſe who liv'd in 
Towns, were preſently ruined. I have heard that 
the People of Tetuan were very conſiderable Tra- 
ders, and ſome of them left off Buſineſs, when the 
Emperor came to the Throne, thinking by that 

Means to go of with what they had got, and be 
quiet; but on the contrary, being once taxed for 
People of Subſtance, the ſame continued till the For- 
tunes they had got were exhauſted, and notbing 
coming in, they are at preſent reduced to extream 
Want, and feveral of them have been fhewn without 
a Bit of Bread ; for all thoſe who are in any Condi- 
tion, are ſuch as continued to trade, becauſe they had 
at that Time no other Means of Subliſtance.

cruel Deaths. Thankful, daily thankful ought we to 
be to HEAVEN, for placing us where the ineſtimable 
Bl:ffing of Liberty till exifts; and how jealous ought _ 
we to be of it, and how careful that we never in the 
lzaft contribute to overthrow the noble Fabrick of Bri- 
tiſh Liberty, by any imprudent or mercenary Actions of 


Any now for our Departure for our reſpective 
Garriſons again; for which (after refreſhing our- 
felves, and reeruiting our Men) Belearge and myſelf 
departed, leaving Meguinex with our full Numbers, 
and arrived at Tamnſnah,. (by the ſame Road, and 
halting at the fame Places, as we did at our firſt go- 
mg thither) after the Abſence of ſeven Months, 
without any Thing particular happening on the Road 
worthy my Notice. On our Approach to the Walls 
of the Caſtle, all the Women, and ſeveral: of the 
Men, came forth to meet us; which you may ima- 


bine to be a Meeting both of a great deal of Joy 


and Lamentation amongft the Fair Sex; thoſe who 


met their Huſbands rejoicing, and thoſe who did” not 
behaving like other Widows on ſuch-like Occaſions: 
However, I remember that I entered very merrily _ 
with my Girl, infomuch that 1 had forgot (as know-

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ing her to be with Child before our Departure) 40 
aſk her if it was a Boy or a Girl, though indeed, 


being ſettled within, this was my firſt Queſtion ; to 
which ſhe ſmiling, anſwered me, That ſhe had had, 


about fix Weeks before, a Daughter, but that à cer- 


tain Woman had taken it from her At which (as not 
ſo ſoon ſeeing; through the Cunning of the Wench) 
F was very much enraged, when the. cunning Gypſy 
ordered the Child to be brought forth, declaring the 
Thief to be the Midwife; at which I was again pa- 
eified, and not a little pleaſed with the Joke, laugh- 
ing and embracing the Child very hearty. . - 


Now are ſome merry, and ſome ſeemingly fad, 
for a Day or two ; after which we lived again very 
comfortably together, Belearge and his People, with 
ſixty of mine, being departed for their reſpective: 
Garriſons where, no Doubt, they were received 
with the like Joy, mixed with Lamentations.

Nov are we again at Liberty to divert ourſelves, 


ſpending the beſt Part of our Time in ſhooting and 
hunting in the Woods, as indeed we ſpent a great 
deal of it that Way before our ſetting forth on our 
late Expedition; but I being in ſuch a Hurry to 
Join the Baſhaw at Morocco, I did not then ſtay to 
mention any Thing of it; though here I ſhall not 
forget to tell you, that we uſed to: ſpend: then, as 
well as now, uſually four Days in the Week at that 
Employment, here being vaſt Plenty of Game, as 
Pheaſants, Partridges, Hares and Jackalls: And tho 
our Sport was attended with great Danger, on Ac- 
count of the vaſt Numbers of wild Beaſts, even 2

though I could never bring bim to eat Pork. 


the extream Hazard of our Lives, (on which Ace- 
count ſome may think the Game we got, too dearly 
bought) yet did not we ſo, as ſtill thinking the Profit 
to ſufficiently compenſate the Danger, generally, I 
ſay, paſſing therein four Days in every Week, and 
with very good Succeſs, killing vaſt Numhers of all 


Kinds, coming Home at Nights laden, and ſeldom or 


never failing to refreſh ourſelves by a good Supper of 
ſuch as we liked beſt, and to waſh them down with 
a Cup of good Wine, for which: we never wanted, 
the Inhabitants of the Country round bringing us 


iin ſeveral Skins a Week, together with many other 


Preſents, on Account of our deſtroying the wild 


Beaſts, (for which Purpoſe we fet every Saturday 


apart) the Inhabitants joining us with their Dogs, 
Arms, Ce. and amongſt us all we made a notable 
Slaughter; and at our Return Home at Night, we 
never failed of three or four wild Porkers roaſted 


whole, nor of a freſh Supply of Wine; which, tho” 


two very preſumptuous Breaches of their Law at 


Aequinex, yet did we (as being all of other Nations, 


and the Emperor winking at it) continue in it, ſtop- 
ping the Mouth of the Prieſt with a flowing Bowl,

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| Brine now ſurrounded, as it were, with wild Beaſts, 
and Time upon my Hands, I ſhall, by a ſhort Di- 
greſſion, acquaint you by what Means any going the

T hope you will allow it highly neceſſary for Tra- 
vellers in ſuch Countries to carry their Eyes before 
their Feet, whereby they may, before too nigh Ap- bY 

* proach, the better diſcover the Enemy, and which, if | 
they do not, they may repent it when too late; and Þ 
having ſo difcovered him, to take their Eyes inſtantly 
off him, and continue to walk on their Road, and if 
he is not very hungry, they are quite ſafe ;. whereas, 

on the contrary, ſhould they happen to make the 

leaſt Stand, and ſtare him in the Face, he leaps di- 
rely at them, and it is a hundred to one if they 
eſcape with Life: The Lyon, on the contrary, 
ſhews himſelf boldly, fitting on his Breech with a 
very four Look in the Road, about twenty or thirty 
Paces before Travellers; and in this Caſe, inſtead 
of walking-on, and keeping their Eyes off him, they 
muſt ſtand fill, and ſtare him full. in the Face, hol- 
Towing at him, and abuſing him all they can; and 
for fear he may not underſtand Engliſb, in the Lan- 
guage (if they can) of the Country: Upon this 
hollowing and ſtaring at him, he gets him on his 
Legs, and ſeverely laſhing his Loins with his Tail, 

walks from them, roaring after a terrible Manner, 
and fits himfelf down again in the Road, about the 

Diſtance of a Mile or two, when both Traveller 
and Lyon behave again in the ſame Manner ; and

Azour this Time, that is to ſay after about four 
Months enjoying ourſelves at Tamnſnab, there came 
I repeated Accounts to the Emperor of the Revolt of 
Ja conſiderable Number of his Subjects, in and about 
I Guzlan, a ſtrong Town near the Deſarts, diſtant, 

from Maguinex about twenty-three Days March, 

{ after the Rate of twelve Leagues a Day, they having 
made very bold Incurfions into ſeveral Parts of that 
Neighbourhood, plundering all Who refuſed to come 
into like Meaſures with them, deſtroying the Carra- 
Ivan of the Laurbs, a wild Sort of People, coming 
- FF thither from the Coaſt of the Deſarts for Dates, kil- 


ling ſixteen of the Emperor's Blacks ſent there with. 
II his Credentials to receive and bring to MMegquinez their 
: accuſtomed Tribute ; and, in ſhort, having thrown 
| off all Obedience, ſtood upon their Guard, fortifying 
the Town with ſtrong Walls, and putting into it 
great Quantities of warlike Stores and Proviſions,” 
On which fo frequent Alarms, the Emperor being. 
not a little enraged, immediately ordered an Army to 
{ be in Readineſs to march againſt them, and myſelf 
and Belearge, with four hundred of our Men, to 
haſten directly to Mequinex, to join them, where we 
found the reſt of the Army, making with us eighteen 
thouſand Horſe and eight thouſand Foot, ready to 
march, ſending before us four Pieces of heavy Can- 
non, and two Mortars, to be forwarded over the 
Mountains at the Expence of the ſeveral Inhabitants, 
and guarded with all the Foot; and eatly on the

and good Decorum ; thirteenth at Waddelmella, a 

very noted River, on Account of its winding elf 
in a very intricate Manner between the Mountains, 


ve being obliged' to croſs it in one hundred” and one 
ſeveral Places, all in one and the fame Day; the 


fourteenth at Yourſze//ez, two or three ſmall Vil- 
lages alſo between the Mountains, commanded by 
Alcayde Baubeſſey Elverzeſſey, who alſo behaved 
very friendly to us; fifteenth at a ſmall River called 
Zouyet et Handore; ſixteenth at Agadis, which is the 
Head of the River Draugb, and where we found 


' prodigious Quantities of Palm-Trees, with Dates in 
Perfection ; ſeventeenth at Zonyet Burngoſe ; eigh- 


teenth at the Caſtle of Tanzulin ; nineteenth at the 


| Caſtle of Tarhatter,, commanded by Mule Sherriſſe, 


one of the Emperor's Sons, who was there waiting 


for our coming, he being ordered by his Father to 


join us with ſixteen thouſand Foot; and after refreſh- 
ing ourſelves there two Days, he accordingly march'd 


forty 
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forty-two | thouſand ; the twentieth we lodged at 
Taugahmadurt, in the Province of Swagtah ; the 
twenty-firſt at Fumuibungh ; the twenty-ſecond at 
Binney Zibbah, and the twenty-third, about Two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon, we got to Guzlan, where 
the Malecontents bidding us welcome twice that 
Night, we ſoon found we had Work enough to do; 
for we had but juſt Time to view the Situation of 
their Garriſon, and by our Engineer's Orders began 
to work on our Trenches, before the Rebels fal- 
lied forth in Number about twelve thouſand, and 
began directly to fire upon us with Small: Arms very

of) they gave us on a ſudden ſuch a ſmart Volley, as 
in a very little Time killed ſix hundred of our Men, 


and amongſt them were eighty-ſeven of mine and 


Belearge's ; however, we gave them as ſmart a Re- 
turn, killing many of them, and driving the reſt 


quite Home in at their Gates, and Belearge and my- 


ſelf, with the Remains of our People followed them 


| as far as we could, ſheltering ourſelves as cloſe as 
poſſible at the Foot of their outer Wall, and keeping 
| ourſelves there in great Silence till-Day-break z when. 


our General ſeeing us there, and that none of the 
reſt of the Troops had followed us, he ſeemed to be 
highly enraged with them, calling them Cowards, 


and earneſtly entreated our Engineers to think of 


ſome ſafe and ſpeedy Way for our Retreat, for that 
ſbould we attempt an open one, we muſt in all Like- 


lihood be taken off all to a Man by the Shot of the 


Rebels from their Walls; therefore they, ſor the 
better and ſafer facilitating our Retreat, ordered 14

Tunis Town of Guzlan lay in a flat and ſandy 
Country, invironed with three ſeveral Walls, and 
two Ditches, one within another, and without by |? 
Millions of Date Trees, ſpreading many Leagues; 
ſo that we are now obliged to cut down many thou- 
ſand of them with the Fruit thereon, and to carry 
Matters on more diſcreetly, and with leſs Riſque, ue 
having an undoubted Account, by ſeveral Priſoners, 
of the Enemies Strength and reſolute Defence, being 
at the leaſt eighteen thouſand ſtrong, and well pro- 
vided with Proviſion Small Arms and Ammunition; 
therefore the Engineers ſaid, It was in vain for our 
Men to expoſe themſelves to the Shot of the Rebels, 
avhich they could Fire upon us all at once from their 
three ſeveral Walls, and therefore it would be mere 
Madneſs in us to act any otherwiſe than upon the de- 
fenfrue, till we had raiſed a Battery, in order for 
the better bringing our Cannon to play upon them; 
which, the Sand ſliding ſo faſt from underneath us, 
was a good while before it could be perfected to their 
Minds, we being firſt obliged, to prevent the Sand 0 
from running, to ſecure it by driving ſtrong Piles, | 
and cloſe Buttereſſes thrown between the Piles and it; 
11 by which Means it was compleated, our Cannon 
mounted, and all that Night we kept a * f 
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firing from them, throwing many Balls on their 
Walls, through all without making the leaſt Breach, 
tiey being built of Sand, ſtrengthened with great 
Limbs of Trees in ſuch a Manner, that we had only 
our Labour for our Pains ; and the Rebels, Who 


knew they could not receive any Damage from our 


firing, flouted at us after a very joaking Manner; 


our Engineers perceiving their Mirth and Joaks, told 
the General, Mat they would, in caſe his Excellency 


was ſo pleaſed, make them laugh on the wrong Side of 


their Mouths 3\ which he conſenting to, they threw” 
in a Couple of Bombs, which we ſoon found to take 
off the Edge of their Laughter, and to terrify them 


very much, they being followed by a great many 


more; and which, no Doubt, did them a great deal 
of Damage, they being thereat ſo highly provoked, 


that they made ſeveral Sallies, though ſtill driven

back again with great Loſs of Men on both Sides; 


and though I was generally in the thickeſt of them, 
yet I eſcaped, thank God, hitherto unwounded, 
though indeed I could not, by the next Day at Noon, 
ſay I was invulnerable ; at which Time a Mor be- 


ing brought by ſome of our Men, who had bern cut 


a foraging, in our Camp with a Mule laden with 
Bread, which the Rebels feeing from their Walls, 


and knowing him to be one of their Party, were ſo 


highly exaſperated at, that they made a ſudden Sally; 
and notwithſtanding they were as warmly. received 


by us, yet did they kill of us fifteen hundred Men, 


and wounded me by a Muſket Shot lodging in m, 


Right Thigh; and which, though it was ſoon taken 
out by a German Surgeon, a Man of great Skill and 
Diligence, and I was moſt carefully attended by him, 


yet was it full forty. Days before I was again fit for 


Action, and then I was again expoſed to thoſe "haſty 
high | K Meſſenger 3g 
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Meſengers, ſcarce a Day paſſing; without ſome of 
| them coming even ſo near. me as my Skin, and car- 
rying my Cloaths off in many Places, and. ftill the 
| Danger increaſing, as was every Day ſufficiently ma- 


11 nifeſt, and ſtill the far more bloody Part to come. 


Ap. now our General, on his ſeeing the Male- 
eontents fo reſolute, ordered our Engineers to conſi- 
der on Ways and Means for carrying on a Mine un- 
der their ſeveral Walls and Ditehes, which they in- 
ſtantly undertook to do from the Trench already 
brought Home for our Deliverance, and. as quickly 
ſet about it; however, it was a long Time before it YZ 
could. be performed, the Country being ſo very looſe, Bf 
that we were. obliged to bind it every Inch as we 
went on by firm Timber and Planks on the Top, to 
ſupport it; by which Means it was at laſt perfected, 
and carried ſucceſsfully on under their ſeyęral Walls 
and Ditches, and at la blown up with that Succeſs: 
as to make ſo wide a Breach as we all, ina, very lit- 
tle: Time, entered Sword in Hand; ; and [now there 
was, between us and the Rebels, for the Space of 
two Hours, bloody Work, when the Remnant of 
them retired to one End of the Town ; which they 
had fo well fortified againft our Fury, "that we were 
in a Manner glad to give out for eight Days, though. 
duringthis Time we often ſaluted them with our Can- 
non and Bombs, and they us by frequent Sallies; and 
which, I think, was by far more bold and noble; 
but they being reduced to a very great Degree, and 
ſeeing their longer Reſiſtance would be in vain, their 
Proviſions being quite ſpent, and Ammunition very 
- ſhort, they having unadviſedly left the greateſt Part 
of it. 3 which was now in our ne 
at 
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that they began, for want of it, to grow very fain 
and many of them dying of Hunger, the Remnant 
beat a Parly, humbly imploring the General, That 
they might be ſpared with their Lives, and promiſing. 
on ſuch Terms, to ſurrender and behave to the Em- 
peror for the future with the moſt dutiful-Obedience z- 
to which they were very reaſonably anſwered, That 
Rebels reduced to ſuch a Condition, after ſo ling and 
bloody a Reſiſtance againſt an Army of their Sovereign* 
Prince, and from whom they had thrawn off: all Alle 
giance, and in a moſt inſolent and contemptuous Manner” 
bidden him Defiance, were not in any-wiſe to be allowed.

once freed from all their Calamity) they were by far 
the better off. And ſo ended this long and bloodỹ/ 
Rebellion, which took us up about ſeventeen Months, 
and with the Lois, on our Side, of fifteen. thouſand- 
of our Men.

*Skerriffe there with his People, marching back fo fa ſt 
as we could, all the Way diverting ourſelves by ſhoot- 
ing and killing many Lyons, Tygers, and other very 
dangerous wild Beafts, the Inhabitants all the Way 
friving to out do one another in all good Offices, 
bringing us in every Day. ſufficient of all Kinds of 
Proviſions, both for ourſelves and Horſes; ſo that we 
fared very well, enjoying ourſelves with the Produce 
of this plentiful Country, having every Day freſh 
Suppli-s of Bread, Butter, and Honey, with Abun- 
dance of very good Beef and Mutton, Corn, Cc.

Here we reſted ſeven Days, to refreſh our- 
ſelves and Cattle, and then we proceeded, and got 
ſaſe in eleven Days more to Meguinex, where we 
were well received by the Emperor, ſuimptuouſly 
feaſted by his Order, and had every Man twenty Du- 
cats; and then he directly ordered us for our old 
Garriſons, with his Service to our Wives, where we 
ſafely arrived, after the Abſence of fix Months, 


Now am TI again at my old Sport, and bufy in 
killing Plenty of Game, which was but for a very 
ſhort Duration, I being all oa the ſudden ſoon after 
hurried away to try my Fortune in another Part of 
the Country, after a more hoſtile Manner; for at the 
End of the fixth Week I was expreſsly ordered by 


the Emperor again to haſten to Mequimez with two 


hundred of my Men; where I found ready to 
march, on ſome ſecret Expedition, an Army conſiſt- 
ing of ſixty thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, com- 
manded by Baſhaw Gofſoy, with whom we were 
joined, and the next Day marched with them, our 
Route being, as I then underſtood, for Binniſneſs, 
on the River Maudxeetoon, or River of Olives, near 
the Borders of the Morocco Dominions, and the

Malecentents fallted forth, in Number about ten 


thouſand; who diſcharged their Mufkets ow us, and 


were returning again towards the Caſtle, when fix 
thouſand more of them within alſo ſally ing forth, and 
joining them, they all of them turn'd upon: us again; 
and there enſued between us a cruel Slaughter for the 
Space of three Hours, thouſands: falling on both 
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Sides ; and thus they continued, by frequent Relieves } 


from the Caſtle, to fkirmiſh with us in and out for || 


three Days: At the End ef which, they (the greateſt || 
Part of them being already, by the Force of our ſu- | 


ior Numbers, cut off) ſurrendered: to the Diſcre- 
tion of the Baſhaw ; Toroge/g/# their Chief, with many | 
others of their Principals, coming out to him with |

ſtanding all in a Row, and the Headſman ready with 
hs word drawn in his Hand, only waiting the Word

Now am * adder my late Skirmiſhes and ſad 
Wound, again with my Wife and Family at Tamnſ- | 
nah, and where I happened to remain with them for | 
ſome conſiderable Time in Peace and Plenty, ſpend- | 

ing moſt of my Time in my old Sport in the Woods, | 
though went pretty often to. Sa/lze, and where | 
met with ſeveral of my Countrymen, with whom [ 
| Toon got well acquainted; yet could not J (although 
I very heartily endeavour'd it) meet with any Oppor- 
tunity to my Mind, wherein I might in any Proba- 
bility make my Eſcape ; z and for me to make any 
fooliſh Attempts that Way, I thought was by far bet- þ 
ter to let alone; therefore, after making merry with Þ 
my Countrymen ſometimes for three, four, or fe 
Days, I returned to my Family and my old Sport: 
T heugh as Pleaſure never comes ſincere, a Daſ of 
Water is now thrown into our Wine, aur Son, at 
the Age of ten Months, dying; though after this we 
lived, withoutany Uneaſineſs almoſt to the End of two 
Years, when a ſudden Rumour ran, That the cid 
Emperor tuas dead as indeed he had been at leaſt two | 
Months before, though kept private for certain Rea- 
ſons of State, no Doubt to ſtrengthen the Intereſt of 
ſome of the Compotitors for the Empire. 


| AnD here, before we g0 0 on ta relate what hap- 
"_ on the Death of the old * „ 
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| Ihmael, it will not be amiſs to add ſome further Par- 
ticulars of his Character, and Method of governing. 
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Taz Emperor came to the Throne in the-Year 
1672, upon the Death of his Brother, MAuley Archid, 
by oppoſing his Nephews, the Sons of Muley Archid, 
being then only Alcayde of Meqguinezꝝ; but aſpiring 
to the Crown, he raiſed what Forces he could, and 
by his Courage and Vivacity, with the Help he met 
with from the Fews, particularly Memarran, their 
Governor, who ſupplied hien with Money to carry 
on the War, he overcame both his Nephews; one 
of whom, Muley Hamet, being Baſhaw of Morocco, 
at his Father's Death, had cauſed himſelf to be pro- 
claimed King there, and the other, Muley Aran, 
ſet up in the Kingdom of Tafplet, FTE 


A 


Ax exceſhve Cruelty, a great Capacity, and & 

perfect Knowledge of the Genius and Lemper f 
his People, preſerved to this Emperor the Throne for 
ſo long a Space of Time as fifty-five Years, and 
Death alone took it from him. By ſtrictly obſerving, 
even to the niceſt Particulars, all the Ceremonies of 
the Mahometan Religion, he made himſelf reſpected 
by his Subjects for his Virtues, at the lame Lime he 
was feared for his Cruelty and Vices. He always 
brought his, Projects to bear; and if her ſaw there 
was Danger in uſing Violence, he knew how to em- 
ploy Cunning. Voluptuous, covetous, paſſionate, 
treacherous, more than a Tyrant, he tamed the na- 
tural Savageneſs of his Subjects, by ſhewing himſelf 
ſtill more ſavage than they. 1 5, 
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Arx the Death of his Nephew, Muley Hamer, 
his Cruelty began to appear: The firſt Scene of 
which was acted by the Side of a River, to which 
he came. with his Ariny, but could not paſs, where 
he ordered all the Priſoners to be kill'd, and woven 
into a Bridge with Ruſhes, for his Army to paſs over 
upon. 


Ix 1678, he made himſelf Maſter of Tafflet, and 
three Years after that took Marmora from the Spa- 
niards, where he found 88 Pieces of Braſs Cannon, 
fifteen of Iron, Ammunition of all Sorts, more than 
he had in his whole Dominions before; and a great 
Prize of Pearls and Jewels (belonging to Merchants 
who then were in the Town) fell into his Hands. 
He alſo took Lrach from the Spaniards in 1689, | 
clearing all the Sea Coaſt of his Territory, but Ha 
fagan, Pennon de Velez, and Ceuta; the latter of 
which (though always blockaded with 10,000 Men, 
and fo ftrictly preſſed, that the Baſbaw cannot ſtir 
from before it, without Leave from the Emperor) 
has defy'd all Attempts for thirty- four Years together. 
In 1701, he fought a Battle with the Dey of Algters, 
but coming off with the worſt, a Peace was con- 
cluded, which has continued ever ſince. 

Ar the Beginning of his Reign, the Roads were || 
ſo infeſted with Robbers, that it was dangerous to 
ſtir out of the Towns, without being well guarded: | 


but he ſo well cleared them, that now it is no where 
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He maintains his large Empire (which conſiſts of 
ſeveral Kingdoms joined together) in Peace and Qui- 
etneſs, although of fo late an Acquiſition-to the Fa- 
mily. In his Empire is contained all that Country- 
called by the Romans, Mauritania Tingitana, with 
other Provinces to the Southward, as far as Cape 
Blanco, where it is bounded by the Negro Country 
as it is Northerly by the Miedites ranean Sea: It has 
on the Eaſt-the Kingdom of Algiers, and- Part of the 
Country of Bildulgerid; and on the Weſt the main 
Ocean; including the Kingdoms of Fe, Morocco, 
Taffil:t, Darha, Sux, Tremezen, and Srg-lmejs 5+ 
over Which he-rules with ſo ſevere a Hand, and has 
ſtruck ſuch a Dread into all Men, by his terrible 
Executions, that none of the Remnants of the Royal 
Blood of the before-mentioned Kingdoms, or any of 
his Biſhaws, have dared to take up Arms agaiatt 
him. All the. Diſturbance he ever met with at 
Home, (ſince his Eſtabliſhment after the Conquelt of 
his Nephew), was the Rebellion of his Son Auen 
Mahomet, who cauſing himſelf to be proclaimed- 
King of Morrocco, plagued him for ſome Time; but 
ſending his Son Muley Zidan againſt him, Muley Ma 
homet was overthrown ; and the Emperor having 
got him into his Clutches, ordered his Right and. | 
and Left Foot to be cut off; after which, the Prince 
ſoon died, not ſuffering the Blood ta be ſtapped,. but 
tearing off the- Plaiſters. "OP | 


His Manner of governing is by Alcaydes, wha 
have no Commiſſion, but receive their Authority, 
only by his ſaying, Go govern ſuch'a Country, be my 
General or Admiral. At Court, he has five ſtanding 
Officers ; they are, the Grand Mufti, for Affairs of 
15 Religion;

Religion; the chief Eunuch, to take Care of the 
Seraglis; a Treaſurer for his Revenue; the Super- 


intendant of his Buildings; and the Bafhaw of Me- 


gu nez, who is the fifft Miniſter, or ſupreme Alcayde, 
of which there are three Sorts; the firſt and chief 
are thoſe who, in the Nature of Vice-Roys, are 
ſent to govern the Provinces 3 to whom, for their 
greater Honour, is ſometimes given the Title of Ba- 
aws. They have an unlimited Power, and it mat- 
ters not how much they tyrannize, if, upon their 
Return to Court, they bring Riches enough to ſa- 
tisfy the Emperor. Another Sort are the Generals 
of his Armies, and Commanders over ſmall Parties 
of Horſe or Foot. The third Sort are Governors of 
Cities, or Towns, and are either made by the Em- 

ror himſelf, as are the Alcaydes of Morocco, Fez, 
Sallee and other great Cities ; or by the Governors of 
the Provinces, over ſmall Towns and Cities; a 
fourth Sort may be added, which are titular only, 
and therefore called Alcaydes of their Heads. 


Tux Governors of the Provinces are ordered to 


Court every two or three Years, to render an Ac- 
count of their Government ; that is, to bring the 
Emperor all that they have by an arbitrary and ty- 
rannical Power, plundered the People of, by which 
Means he gets little leſs than their whole Wealth, 


. . which never circulates more but is thrown into his | 


Treaſury, and remains there an unprofitable and 
uſeleſs Hoard, he never parting with it again, 


upon any Account whatfoever ; for neither his 


Armies, Fleet, or Buildings. coſt him any thing. 
When he his Occaſion to raiſe Forces, the Al- 
eaydes of the Provinces are obliged to find and main- 


_ 
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' tain them, each providing for a number in propor- 
tion to the extent of his Government. The Ships 
alſo that are in his Service, are fitted out and mam- 
tained by the Alcayde of the Port to which they be- 
long; nevertheleſs he has half the Prizes, and takes 
all the Slaves, remitting part of his Moiety of the 
Prize-goods, in Conſideration for the Slaves, whe 
did not belong to his Share. n 


_ Wren the Alcaydes return from their Govern- 
ments, it is with the greateſt Fear imaginable, as I 
have before hinted ; for if the Emperor thinks theß 
do not bring him the whole Profits thereof, but keep 
ſomething for themſelves, they are in danger of being 
put to ſome cruel Death. Before they go into his 
| Preſence, they pull off their Shoes, put on a par- 
ticular Habit they have to denote a Slave, and 
when they approach him fall down and kiſs the 
Ground, at his Horſe's Feet; if he ſpeaks ta them, 
they bend forward and hold their Heads a little on 
one fide, in Token of Offering their Life : which 
great degree of Subjection, proceeds partly from 
Fear, and partly from Superſtition, for they believe 
him to be the true Branch of the Xeriphian Family, 
who draw their Deſcent from the Prophet Mabomet, 
and therefore think he was particularly favoured by 
Heaven, and could do nothing amiſs, but imagined 
all who died by his Hand, went to Paradiſe ; in which 
Opinions he confirmed them, by a long continuance _ 
of Tyrannical Power, by Artifice and by Hypocriſy, 
never doing any thing of Conſequence * without 
firſt falling down upon the Ground, with his Face 
Cloſe to the Earth, for a conſiderable Time, ma- 
king believe that he then received Inſpiration and 
5 J . Directions 
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Oirections from God, or Mabumet, {for which pur- 
poſe he had a great number of praying Places con- 
trived in different Parts, not unlike Niches, laid ho- 
rizontally in the Ground) and that he performed the 
Will of God, in every thing he did. | 


He likewiſe explained the Law to them himſelf, 
which they follow according to the Opinion of their 
Doctor Meliſb, who taught that there is but one 

God, and Ma homet was his chief Prophet; that Je- 

ſus Chriſt was a great Prophet, born of a Virgin, 

whoſe Name was Mary; that he was very holy, and 
wrought Miracles, but did not die as we believe, for 
when Judas betrayed him, God cauſed one of his 

Diſciples to appear in his likeneſs, who was crucihed 

in his ſtead: That there is a Heaven and a Hell, 

and the eternal Bleſſing will conſiſt in a fight of the 

Sovereign Being, of his Angels, and. Mabomat, in 
the enjoyment of beautiful. Virgins, whoſe Virginity 

-will daily be renewed, indulging their Appetites with

be commits the Guard of his Perſon, and. was ſg 
fond of their Breed, that he took care to mix them 
himſelf, by matching them te the beſt complexion'd 
of his Female Subjects. 


Tus he took care to lay the Foundation of his 
tawney Nurſeries, to ſupply his Palace as he want- 
ed, into which they were admitted very young, are 
taught to worſhip and obey that Succeſſor of their 
Prophet, and being nurſed in Blood frgm their In- 
fancy, become the Executioners and Miniſters of their 
Wrath, whoſe terrible Commands they put in exe- 
cution with as much Zeal and Fury, as if they had 
received them immediately. from Heaven. Their 
manner was (as ſoon as the Word. came out of his 
Mouth). to ſeize on the Wretch ordered for Execu- | 
tion like ſo many Lions, whom (if he was not to be 
exccuted omthe Spot) they almoſt tore to Pieces be- 
fore he got to the Place of Execution; and by. the 
Fury of their Looks, and their violent and ſavage 
manner of uſing him, made a Scene very. much re- 
ſembling.the Picture of ſo many Devils tormenting 
the damned. They were fo ready to murder and 
deftroy,. even while young, that. the. Alcaydes trem- 
bled at the very. ſight of them, and the Emperor 
ſeemed to take a great deal of Pleaſure, and placed 
much of his Safety in them, for they ſurrounded 
him almoſt where-ever. he was, they are of all Ranks 
and: Degrees,. ſome. were the Sons of his chief Al- 
caydes, others picked up by chance, or. taken from 
a large Negro Town joining to Mequinez, which 
the Emperor had filled with Families of Blacks and 
Tawnies for his Uke.: If they were well looked and 
ſtrong, they needed no other Quality; ſome who 
* Relations that were able, were fed, * 
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and lodged by them; others who had not were 
lodged in the Out-Skirts of the Palace, in great 
Rooms, where they pig'd an hundred or two toge- 
ther. They wore only a ſhort and ſmall Coat with- 
out Sleeves, which did not reach to their Knees ; 
their Heads were ſhaved and always expoſed to the 
Sun, for he affected to breed them hard. Moſt, and 
ſometimes all of them, were employed in his Buil- 
dings, where they took off their Cloaths, and laying 
them all in a Heap, every one took a Baſket and re- 
moved Earth, Stones or Wood; when they had 
done, he ordered them to go to his Few and receive

HE beat them in the crueleſt Manner imaginable, 
to try if they were hard; ſometimes you ſhauld 
ſee forty or fifty of them all ſprawling in their Blood, 
none of them daring to riſe till he left the Place, 
where they were lying, and if they were diſcoun- 
tenanced and out of Heart at this Uſage, they were 
of a Baſtard- breed, and muſt turn out of his Ser- 
vice: I never heard that he killed but three of them, 


one for Sodomy, and two for hiding a Piece of 


Bread in the Hole of a Wall, which it was ſuppoſed 
they could not eat, for they are great Revcrencers 
of Bread, and take up (as all Mabometans do) the 
leaſt Crumb wherever they find it, and kiſs it. When 
they wanted Cloaths, the Emperor thought of ſome- 
body that had too much Money, either Meor or 
Care and bad them go to him, and receive each a

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THEY were generally about cight hundred in all, 

who liv'd with him in a fort of Subordination to one 
another ; ſeveral had the Names of Alcaydes, as 
the chief of them who waited on the Emperor's Per- 
ſon 3 others were made Overſeers of ſome Taſk or 
Work the Emperor had ordered them to finiſh ; 
ſome he made perpetual Alcaydes over a certain 
Number of his Companions, and ſuch a one was to 
anſwer for the reſt, as to their Diligence, cleanly 
and good Deportment i in all particulars; and it was 
wonderful to ſee the Inſolence, State and Gravity of 
theſe young Rogues, and how they aped the old Em- 
peror in their Way of Government; for tho' they 
could only inflict Blows,” yet they uſed the haughty 
Phraſes of Command, and talk'd of cutting T A.

Tux firſt Mark of their Preferment, after they 
were grown too hig to ſerve the Emperor in this na- 
ture, Was glving them a Horſe (a Horſeman being in 
the higheſt Eſteem imaginable among them, and the 
Foot the contrary, inſomuch that thoſe who com- 
manded thouſands of them, were not eſteemed e- 
qual to the Commanders of fifty Horſe,) then the 
. recommended them to ſome of his 
Bathaws or great Alcaydes employ'd againſt the Chi, 
tians, or the Berebbers that inhabit the Mountains, 
or kept them near him, and then they were ready to 
be imruſted with all important Meſſages, as to Carry 
the Emperor's Letter of Thanks to any Officer/who 
ſerved him well, cr to call him Cuckold ſpit in his

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Wr, they had waited a conſiderable Time, if 
no Commands or Government became vacant, he 
ſent them to gather the Tribute of ſome Country, 
with the Title of an Alcayde ; and if any remained 
by him without any Employment (after performing 
this Service (he was called Alcayde of his Head, 
which was a ſort of an Alcayde titular or Reforme, as 
T have noted above; but perhaps the Emperor ſuſ- 
pected that: he had put ſomething more in his Pocket 
than ordinary, then he bid him build ſome Houͤfrs 
of ſuch or ſuch Dimenſions; and that he might 
ſeem ſomething more reaſonable than the Agypriam 
Taſk-maſters, us'd to bid him take his Lime and 
Stone: The poor Man begins with a good Heart, 
and when he has ſpent all, Deſpair forces him to 
go to the Emperor, and tell him he is not worth one 
Farthing more, leſt he ſhould find his Work ſtand- 
ing ſtill, and bury him alive in one of the Walls. The 
Emperor then us'd to pick-a Quarrel with him, cut 
him with his Sword, wound him with his Launce, or 
take off his Cloaths, all but his Drawers, give him 
hve hundred Blows on the Buttocks, put him in 
Priſon, or load him with two great Chains, and 
ſend him to labour at the Houſe he was building, and 
ordered ſomebody elſe to finiſh it. Now you mutt 
know the Emperor never beat a Man ſoundly, but 
the Man was in the. high way of Preferment, and' 
it was ten to one but His Majeſty paſſing by him in. 
N a few Days after, and finding him in a ſad 
p E: he called him his dear Friend, Uncle or Bro- 
ther, and enquir'd how he came into that Condition, 
as if he knew nothing of the Matter, ſent for a ſuit 
of his own Cloaths (which was a great Compliment) 
made him as fine as a Prince, and ſent him to govern

* tell a Story of a Spaniard, who was e- 
ſteemed a good Marks-man, and brib'd to ſhoot the 
Emperor : he ſo miſſed his Aim, that the two Balls 
he had charged his Gun with, flew into the Pum- 
mel of the Emperor” s Saddle, The Man was im- 
mediately ſeized, and when it was expected he 
would be put to a cruel Death, the Emperor firſt re- 
proached him with his baſe Deſign, aſking him what 
he had done to deſerve being uſed ſo, whether 
he was no more beloved, and People were tired with 
him ; then calmly ſent him to the Works among 
the reſt of the Chriſtians. The Spaniard fearing he 
ſhould not come off ſo, and thinking it a means 
(if there was any) to get his Liberty again, turned 
Meer, but continued in his Chriſtian Habit, Some 
Years after, the Emperor going among the Work- 
men, where he was, aſked him why he did not pull 
off his Hat? he anſwered, he was a Moor; and the

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Had brought with him only a thouſand Men, but as 
ſoon as he knew of the different Parties which were 
forming-m the Kingdom, he drew from the Provinces 
of his Juriſdiction, five hundred Foot more, and ſix 
hundred Horſe, whom cauſing to enter privately in 
the Night into Mequineꝝ, he ſeized upon all the ad- 
vantageous Poſts therein, and obliged the Governor 
to render to him an Oath of Fidelity. During this, 
the Diſorder of the Emperor Muley Iſomael, toge- 
ther with his great Age, put an End to his Life the 
aad of March, 1727, in the 81ſt Year of his Age. 


.. Taz Moment his Death was known, all the In- 
habitants of Meguinex retired every one to their 
Houſes, abandoning all the publick Works on which 
 Aduley Ifemacl had unprofitably kept them inceſſantly 
employed. The ſame Day the Baſhaw JZejae! pre- 
Fented the Keys of the City to Muley Hamet Deby, 
who, without loſing any Time, went to take Poſſeſ- 
Aon of the Palace, and the Apartment of his deceas'd 
Father. He ordered him to be buried in the Night, 
in a Place he himſelf had fixed on, and gave Orders 
for erecting a Monument over him, according to the 
Faſhion of that Country, viz. a large Tower, on the 
Summit of which were placed five Balls of gilt 
Copper. by 


Tu Meaſures which Deby had taken, were not 
uſeleſs: The very Day that the Death of his Father 
was made publick, he was acknowledged by the In- 
habitants of Meguinez as King of Morocco, notwith- 
ſtanding the Attempts made to defeat it by his Bro- 
ther MAuley Abdallah; who being informed of all

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that paſſed by his Mother, waited in vain for a 4 
vourable Opportunity of having himſelf proclaimed 
King; and with this Deſign he drew together ſome 
Tivops in the Neighbourhood of Mequinez, expect- 
ing that ſeven thouſand Men in the City, who had 
promiſed to efpouſe his Part, would come and join 
him: But the Vigilance of Dey, and the Zeal of the 
Baſhaw Meſael, hindered: thefe from putting their 
Deſign in Execution; ſo that the Troops which were 
with b Abdallah ſeeing this Reinforcement did not join 
them, abandoned that Prince, leaving only ſixteen 
Horſe with him. This Deſertion entirely ruined 
his Affairs; fo that to ſave his Life, he fled to a Sanc- 
tuary: Deby cauſed him to be fought for, and learn- 
ing that he had taken Refuge at Fez, in the Moſque 
of Muley Iaris, which is held in great Veneration by 
all the /ahometans, he caufed it to be told that 
Prince, That he might with all Safety repair ts Court, 
giving him his ſolemn Oath, That he would neither 
hurt him, nor any that foonld aceompany him. Abdallah 
truſting to the King's Promiſe, went to pay his Re- 
ſpects to him: Hamet received him with Kindneſs, _ 
and having pardoned him and embraced him, gave 
him (as a Token of his Friendſhip) a very fine Horſe, 
molt richly capariſon'd. - Tt was by this Act of Gene- 
roſity, that Deby Sonalired the Day of his Coronation, 
the Ceremony of which was performed 1 in the Moſque 
of the great Seraglio.

any Accident, and, to my moſt. unſpeakable Joy, 


even cloſe Home, or within a Hundred Vards at the

An now am I, as any may ſuppoſe, under a 
molt grievous Agony, the next Thur/day being the 
peremptory Day fixed for my Execution; and for 
their better ſecuring me, I was directly guarded 
away by a Moltitude of thoſe Blood. thirſty illains, 
and put into a very deep and dark Deng ee there 
to be kept withont any Allowance from them beſides 
Bread and Water, though the Governor ſent to me 
in the Evening a Servant (in whom he could confide) 
with ſome Meat, and to tell me that I ſhould not be 
under any Apprehenfion of Danger from the Mob, 
lor that he had truly conſidered my Caſe, and that he 
would deliver me from their Rage, even to the Ha- 
Zard of his own Life : And this he, by this Servant, 
Tepeated twice every Day, til] the appointed Day 
For my Execution came; and when he early brought 
me my Breakfaſt that ſvihe Morning, (to which I then 
bad but little Stomach) he told me that I ſhould not 

deſpair, for that his Maſter ſtill continued his friendly 
- Reſfolutions' towards me, and that he was very well 
aſſured he would deliver me out of their Hands, for 
that he bad often told him ſo i in the n payers

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Tars I muſt own moderated my Fear in ſome 
Moeaſure ; but as it was but the Promiſe of an Infidel, 
and at ſecond Hand, which made it the more uncer- 


_ tain, how could I otherwiſe chooſe but be ſtill undec 


a very great Agony, as indeed I really was, and more 
ſo, when about Ten o'Clock theſe Blood-thirſty Vil- 
hins came, hawl'd me out. of my Dungeon, and led 
me through the Street to the Market-Place, being 
attended by an inſolent Mob, ftill increaſing as we 
went, ſo that by the Time we got to the Market- 
Place, which was ſufficiently crowded by the Barba- 
rians, to ſeaſt their Eyes with the Blood of an inno- 
cent Chriſtian, I was almoſt ready to expite. And 
now, notwithſtanding I ſaw. Simmo Hammet amongſt 
them, as indeed J did from the Moment of my be- 


ing firſt, hawl'd out of my Priſon, yet could not T. 


help (at Sight of a long murdering Knife in the Hand 
of the Executioner) being ſtricken with a very great 
Terror; nay, ſo great indeed, as is ſcarce poſſible to- 


be here i z for though Simmo  Hammet had 


faithfully promiſed me all the Aſſiſtance in his Power, 


yet was it at ſuch a Lime very much to be doubted 
I that Power would be ſufficient to ſave my Life, 


and eſpecially as I was expoſed to the Rage of an in- 


folent Mob; who, though they be in ſome Caſes ac- 


counted good Servants, yet are they, I think, on the 
other Hand, (like Wind, Fire, and Water,) bad 
Maſters. ; therefore I expected nothing leſs than 
Death. The Executioner had now his Knife ready 


in his Ri ght Hand, and with his Left Hand had taken

Aup now is thete a very hot Diſpure derwern! the 
Mob, whether I ſhould die or not being the Quief- 
tion; inſomuch, that had not Simmo Hammet pro- 
cured a good Party from the neighbouring Pariſhes, 
it would in all Likelihood (notwithſtanding his Of- 
fice) have gone very hard with me: However, it was 
at laſt agreed by all of them, that I ſhould be again 
ſent back to my Dungeon, and there to remain till 
the next Market Day, and which they plainſy told 
the Governor ſhould actually be my laſt; therefore 
I ſhould not feed myſelf with vain Hopes and Fan- 
cics for that it ſhould not then be in the Power of 
him or any Body el to prevent it ; but on the other 
Hand, I was by the Governor altogether as mich

me any foul Play in my Priſon, he Cleminly. pro- 
miſed me that he would order a good Lock- out about 
it; which you may imagine, as I had hitherto found 
Fin ſo punRtual t his Honour, made my Impriſon- 
ment much more ſupportable, though I was again 
the next Market Day hawl'd by the Mob to the 
\Market-Place; and by my Guardian Angel again 
brought back, as indeed I was a third Time after 
which he came that Night to * Dungeoti;” defiring : 


me 
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me to be of good Courage, for that I ſhould no 
more be hurried by the Mob to the Market-Place; 
that he expected Elemenſore' s Return in a very little 
Time, which he ſaid {as he underſtood he had been 
very favourably received by Muley Hammet Deby) 
he hoped it would be to his SatisfaQtion, as well as 
that of all his Friends; however, it was to the full 
Expiration of two Months before he came, and then 
he came with ſufficient Strength indeed, and in open 
Day-light delivered me from my naſly Prifon, and 
ſet me again at Liberty to depart where I would, out 
of the Reach of my (cruel Perſecutors: And as I 
had promiſed; them, upon my Honour, to return 
again to Agoory, ſo I d, and got thither again (even 
beyond my own Expectation ) after the Abſence of 
about four Months; and, what I was much ſurpriz'd 
at, I never once heard the leaſt Syllable ſrom the 
Fe concerning this * Attempt to eſcape.

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he was then at Terridget, and it was ſix Weeks before 
he came, yet he was immediately proclaimed Emperor 
of Meguinez, with the general Approbation; and af- 
ter, at his coming, no leſs received. The fiſt Thing 
he did, was a bloody, and I think moſt unaccountable 
Revenge on Mul:y Hammet's Servants, putting ſo 
many of them as he could light on inſtantly to 
Death, ſending me with four Hundred Light Horſe 
to. the Caſtle of Te hut, about two Days Journey 
ſhort of Morocco, there to join ſome other Troops, 
to cover and demand the Emperor's Dues : And this 
(rough my Heart was with Muley Hammet) I was 
directly obliged to do; and on our firſt coming thi- 
ther, we were received by the Inhabitants in ſeeming 
Friendſhip, but ſoon finding them beginning to play 
Tricks with us, as allowing us no more than half a 
Pint of Flour a Day for two Men, and ufing us 
thus for ſeven. Days, and ftripping our People going 
out ſingly to fiſh in their Rivers, which not in the 


leaſt pleaſing us, and knowing it in qQur own Power 


to redreſs our own Grievances, we fcon made ſuch 
Reprizals as our Neceſſities required, and they de- 
ſerved, killing about eighteen of them, and they ſe- 
ven or eight of us; and had not Baſhaw Belide 
Shotbey ſuddenly alarmed us thit Muley Hammet 
Deby was Within a Day or two's Journey off us with 
thirty Horſe only, again going back to try his For- 
tune at Meguinex, we ſhould ſoon have taught them 
better Manners : On which we left them, and went 
directly to him, and marched with him to Meguinex, 
where he expected ſufficiznt Forces ready to receive 
him, and where indeed the Black Army, who were 
all again revolted from Muley Abdemelick to him, 
and all encamped without the Walls of the City, 
waitcd his coming, Muley Abdemelick being within 

Ny with moſt 
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moſt of 'the Citizens, making what akin they 
could to keep him out, though at the End of forty- 
eight Hours, or thereabout, Auley Hammet's Forces 
i encreaſing, got in, and (after a faint Reſiſtance} 

ut vaſt Numbers of them to the Sword, and him 
apain in Poſſeſſion of the City; but as to Muley 
Abdemelick, he was obliged to ſeek further after, be- 
fore he could find him, he being with a few fled

when Johnſton (to my very great Surprize) told us, 

He could not by any Means go that Night + However, 

Huſſey and I.went, and found the Moors juſt landed, 

telling them, That as we had good Reaſon to believe 

there were then fome People on the Watch, we had. 

deferred our going on board till the next Night ;, hows" 

ever, in Point of good Manners, we had brought them, 

a Couple of Bottles of Brandy, Sugar and Lemons, 

which we thought our ſelves obliged to, rather than to 

ſuffer them to wait our coming in vain ; and with 

which they were, no Doubt, highly delighted, tel 

ling us, after a moſt pleaſing Manner, That they. - "il 

would go on board and drink our Healths, and that we

as indeed they did, but Johnſſon again diſappointing 
us, we could not then go with them no more than 
the Night before ; therefore, after thanking them for 
their Civility, deſiring them to accept of a Couple of 
Bottles more of Brandy, &c. and telling them, That 
when we ſaw the Way clear, we would give them 
Notice, we parted, they again on board to make 
merry, and we on the contrary back to our loathed 
Apartments, in a very diſſatisfied Mood, tho' reſol- 
ving, before we let looſe our Rage, to lay us down, 
if we could, to compoſe ourſelves: But alas ! Sleep 
fled us, riſing again at Day-break as we lay down, 
without ſo much as cloſing our Eyes; when we 
went directly to Johſton, taking him aſide, and tel- 
ling him, That in an Affair of that Nature, ta de as 
he had done, was ung both us and himſelf very ill;

Huſſey was ſo lucky to get off in a ſhort Time after, 
and he has, I am ſure, en enough to acknow- 
ledge that I was therein very inſtrumental, though it 
was not my Fortune (I having yet a much longer and 
very ſevere Servitude to encounter with) to go with 
him, he getting with Succeſs to Marcegongue, and 


_thence in a Poriugueze Ship to Liſbon ; But to te-

Tar Carriages being all now fniſhed, and all of 


us ordered to be as the next Morning in Readineſs to 


depart, 
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depart, I that Night waited on the Governor, to 
thank him for all his paſt Favours, and to intreat his 
future Remembrance of my ſo late Misfortunes, and 


as Fohnſon was not then able to undergo the Journey, 


he would order ſuch Care af him, as t ſepd.hinmmrat- 


ter us, ſo ſoon as he was; not that I ever deſired to 
ſee him any more, but in caſe he might happen to be 
required at our Hands, we might know where to find 
him; though indeed he never after cared to come 
where I was, neither did I ſee him but very ſeldom. 


Now are we on the Road with the Carriages, ha- 
ving with us a ſufficient Number of the Tahabicants 
from Salliee, to the next Town, and ſo from Town 
to 'l'own, relieving one another till we got well to 
the Camp, and where I was by Auley Hamet molt 
kindly received, and told by him, That he had 
an Account from Baſhaw Belide Showey, of my Rea- 
dineſs in following him from Teſſent, in order to aſſiſt 
him in his Reſtoration at Mequinez, and that he 
would always have a kind Remembrance theresf. And 
now are our Cannon all mounted, and for a Month's 
Time we kept almoſt a continual Battery upon 
the Town; and though I had the good Fortune to 
eſcape hitherto unwounded, yet was it my Miſhap, 


ſoon after, the Malecontents ſally ing, to rece ve two 


Muſket Shots within a Minute's Lime of each o- 
ther, one paſſing through my Right Thigh, and the 
other through my Left Shoulder, and at ſuch a 
Time as I had but the Moment before received a 
ſhrewd Cut in my Left Hand, and diſengaged myſelf 
from a Party fighting Sword in Hand. And now am 
I in a bloody Condition, I being tapp'd in three ſeve- 


tal Places, inſomuch, that from my exceſſive Loſs: of

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Now eam laid on a Bier, in order to be carried to | 
an Hoſpital in New Fez, for the better Conveniency 
of Cure; and which Muley Hamet ſeeing, he rod: | 
forth, and aſk'd who I was, and after being told, he 
faid he was very ſorry for me, and that it was his | 
Pleaſure I ſhould be particularly taken Care of, and 
ordered three Surgeons to go along with me, and to : 
uſe the beſt of their Skill for my Recovery, and a | 
Genceſe Servitor to be always in my Apartment with | 
me, giving me out of his Jibbera, or Purſe, (which 
-he had generally hanging at his Saddle before him) | 
fifty Gold Ducats, and ſtrictly charging that I ſhouk | 
| have a Quarter of freſh Mutton brought in ever) | 
= - Day, or any Thing elſe the Surgeons ſhould ap- 
; prove of for my Subliftance ; when, after wiſhing me 
= well, he turned from me, and my Bearers proccedcd ; | 
/ and they had not carried me far, before a Moor (juſt | 
arrived in the Camp from Agoory) ſtepped forth, tel- | 
ling me, That he was forry to ſee me in that Condi- 
tion, that he hoped my Mounds were not mortal, and fo 
forth; that though he never cared to be the Bearer of 
#ll News, yet he could not forbear telling me that my 
Witt and Daughter were bath very lately dead, dying 
| within three Days one of tbe other : One of Job's 
= Comforters indeed ! though I muſt own that it gave 
| me very little Uneafineſs, as I thought them to 
be by far better off than they * 
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this troubleſome World, eſpecially that Part of it; 
and I was really very glad that they were delivered 
out of it, and therefore it gave me very little Unea- , 
ſineſs.

Now am I brought to my Apartment, and my 
Wounds in my Thigh and Shoulder were carefully 
ſearched and dreſſed, and the Blood ſtaunched; yet, 
I ſay, they could not with all their Skill (though they 
applied all the Medicines they could think of) prevent 
that of my Hand from bleeding for three Days,. and 
which was at laft ftaunched by applying (as I may 
ſay) ſome of the ſame Blood; it being firſt put into 
a Receiver, and by a continual Stirring over a Pan 
of freſh Coals, burnt into a Powder, and a ſmall 
Matter thereof laid on the Wound, put an End to 
the Bleeding; which I thought might not be unuſe- 
ful to mention. Now am I in a very low, pain- 
ful, and diſconſolate Condition, and my Spirits ſunk 
to that Degree, that I really expected every Day to 
be my laſt; and, indeed, had I not by Way of my 
Genieſe Attendant borrowed a Point of the Law, I. 
muſt actually have been dead in a very little Time, 
it being otherwiſe impoſſible for me to get over it; 
for notwithſtanding I was ſo miſerably low, and my 
ſo often telling my Surgeons of it, yet would not 
they allow me to drink any Thing ſtronger than 
Water; therefore, I confidering my own Caſe, told 
my Keeper (whom I knew to be a truſty Perſon} 
If he did not inſtantly look out for ſome comfortable 
Mine for me, or ſomething that was ftronger by Way 
of Cordial, TI could hold it but very little langer 3 thare= 
fore, ſaid I, pray 7710 and fee what you can d far 
mz, giving him a Gold Ducat, with which he de- 
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departed, and was in a very little Time back again 
with two Leather Bottles concealed under his Robe, 
the one full of Brandy. and the other of excellent 
old Malaga Wine, with which I that Night made 
pretty free, drinking I believe of both Sorts, as a 
Beginning, about a Pint, and ſleep'd after it a hear- 
ty Nap, I not having fhut my Eyes before from the 
Time I was wounded ; and at my awaking, I found 
myſelf another Man, my Spirits being to that De- 
gree exhilerated, that never was there a more ſud- 
den and ſurprizing Alteration; and then I took ano- 
ther moderate Tiff, by which I was ſoon again 


compoſed, and flept till the next Morning Sun- 


riſing.” when my German came to look at and dreſs 
my Wounds, aſking me how I felt myſelf, and if I 
had taken any Reſt: 1 told him, Yes, I had ſlept 
many Hours, and that I found myſelf very much re- 
vived. Very well, ſaid he, I am glad of it with all

whereas it was the Day before inflamed to a very high

then he left me; but he was not gone out of the 
Room two Minutes, before I and my Attendant:

and Hardſhips, and a great many of them Slain ; of 
which indeed. I had before repeated Advices, and 
therefore my Life was in all likelihood intirely owing 
to my Wounds ; and which, indeed, was very likely 
to be true, for during my Cure, were many T hou- 
ſands on both Sides flain, and amongſt them of my 
ſmall Number, at leaſt one hundred and fifty, 


3 df 647: .ave my Wounds healing apace, being able 
again to fit up and walk a little, and my Strength 
every Day very apparently. increaſing ; inſomuch, 
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that my Surgeons told me, That they d. PP not doubt 
but that I might in three Weeks more be gain in a Ca- 
pacity to return ts my Duty in the Army; though in- 
deed I thought myſelf fit at the Fortnight's End, 


and ſhould certainly have made my Appearance then, Y 


had not they prevented me telling me, That they 
thiught my Found to be till top green, and not ſuffi 
cientiy harden'd, and therefore 1 was obliged to re- 
main there another Week; at the end of which 1 
waited with my Surgeons on Muley Hamet who 
ſeemed to be highly pleaſed at my Recovery, and 
thereof gave my Surgeons very liberal Acknowledg- 
ments, ordering me immediately back again to my 
old Apartment ; for as the Malecontents were then 
reduced to the loweſt Ebb, he ſaid he could not fee 
what dervice I could be of there; and after making 
moſt humble Acknowledgment, for his ſo very great 


Care of. me, I obey'd his Orders, went back, and "A 1! 


| there continued ſix Days longer, at the end of which 

he ſent me word by one of my own People, that the 

City had ſurrender'd, and that it was his Pleaſure I 
ſhould come directly, and ſee the Rebels march out; 
which ſo well as they were able, I ſoon did, being 
really all of them reduced to a very mi iſerabl: Con- 
dition; yet, notwithſtanding, many of them (eſpe- 


5 cially their Ringleaders) had their Heads chopp'd off 


on the Spot, and Abdemelech, with forty principal 
Men were put into ſafe Cuſtody, in order to be 


_ ſafe] 4 conducted by the 9 to MHeguinex. 3 2 


Brrore Abdemeleck v was as brought into A De- 
ys Preſence, he was ſearch'd by the Captain of his 
Guards, and ſome other Officers, who found a Poy- 


niard and a ſmall Piſtol, conceal'd in his Pockets, 4 
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which they took away, and then conducted him into 
Hamet Deby's Tent, who inſtead of venting his 
Wrath and Vengeance upon him, contented him- 
felf with making ſome Reproaches, and thoſe without 
| Sharpneſs : What ſays he, after having taken the 
Crown from me, are you how cruel enough to ſeck 
to take away my Life? * 


Now have we a general Muſter, by which we 
found we had loſt in all on our Side in this Siege 
thirty thouſand Men; then we ſtruck our Tents, 
and with the Remainder of our Army marched with 
our Priſoners to Meguinez, where the forty principal 
Men were beheaded in the Market-Place, which 
was a much milder Fate than thoſe met with, who 
were before taken in Mequinez ; for there the Gover- 
nor of the City, and ſome of the prineipal Men, 


were nailed by their Hands and Feet to one of the 


Gates of the City; in which miſerable Manner they 
lived three Days, except the Governor of the City, 
whoſe Hands and Feet were ſo torn by the Weight 
of dis Body, (being a luſty Man) that he fell down 
from the Gate fome Time after he had been nailed 
thereto ; upon which they had the Mercy to diſpatch 
him with their Sabres. And at this Time, indeed, 
the Emperor ordered the Governor of Sallee to be 
ferved in the ſame or worſe Manner; for he had firſt 
his Skult cracked with the Blows of a Piſtol, and was 
then hung up by the Feet at one of the Gates of the 
City; in which deplorable Condition he remained 
alive four Days, e | 


ABPDE- 
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 ABDEMELICK was put under the Cuſtody! of 
Emſhacl, the Black Baſhaw, who was ſtrictly charged 
to keep him cloſe Priſoner in his own Houſe, till fur- 
ther Orders; and indeed he never got free from 
thence, being at the End of fix Weeks ſtrangled by 
two of his own Brothers; and leſt he might not be 
dead enough, they gave him each a Stab with their 
long murdering Knives thro? his Body, Muley Hamat 
Dzly dying about an Hour before him : His Death 
was occaſioned (as was by all ſuppoſed) by his drin- 
ing a ſmall Bowl of Milk at his Entrance into Me- 
quinez from Foz, (according to Cuſtom, after obtain» 
ing any ſignal Victory) it being poifoned by MAuley 
Aodallab's Mother, in order to clear her Son's Way 
to the Empire, he languiſhing from the very Moment 
of his taking it, even to his laſt Hour; and MAulay 
Abdallah was accordingly proclaimed as ſoon as Ha- 
met Deby was dead, (his- Mother Lela Coneta, who 
had been one of the Wives of Muley Swine, or I/b- 
mael, having (by diſtributing three hundred thou- 
fand Ducats amongſt the Black Army, beſides. fifty 
. thouſand given by her own Hands to their chief Offi- 
cers) engaged them in his Intereſt, notwithſtanding 
Hamet Deby left a Son named Muley Boufer, who 
was Capable of reigning z whom Muley Abdallah 
kept in Priſon ſome Time, but he at laſt found an 


Opportunity to eſcape. 


Now am I to prepare myſelf for ſwimming thro? 
2 freſh Sea of Blood, the Scene opening in new. and 
deeper Colours indeed, for though uley Abdallah 
was in my Time driven out twice, yet was there 

ſcarce a Day paſſed without his murdering ſome of 


his FOG more or leſs ; he having, I believe, 
kill'd _ 
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" KilPd with his own Hands (beſides thoſe moſt unmer- 
Cifully-butchersd by the Hands of his Executioncrs) 
at leaſt Fifty Thouſand Men, he having his old Fa- 
the (the Devil) ſo riveted in his Heart, as that it 
was impoſlible for any Body to tell when he was in 
Jeſt or in Earneſt, being always bent on bloody En- 
terp:izes, .and unhappy I, ſeldom exemp.ied from 
making one therein, I mean in his inhumane bloody 
Wars; but I was for the preſent ſent again to my 
old Station at Agoory, and where I had a ſhort Inter- 
val of about fix Weeks, often reflecting on the Loſs 
of my Wife and Daughter; for though I faid before 
their Death gave me very little Uneaſineſs, yet could 
not I help now being under Concern for them, and 
eſpecially the Child, who always us'd (at my coming 
Home wounded) to claſp her little Arms about my 
Neck, hugging and bewoaning her poor Father, and 
telling me, That [ ſhould no more go into the Wars, 
fer that ſhe and ber Mother would go with me to Eng- 
land, and live with her Grandmother. Theſe Reflec- 
tions, I ſay, gave me ſome Concern: however, I 
ſoon.gndeavourcd to. forget them; for, in ſhort, What 
could 4 do? To bring them back again, I knew was 
' impoſſible, and as they were (as far as Jay in my 
Power) inſtructed in the Knowledge, and J hope 
true Belief in CHRIST, and my Intentions were fully 
bent upon Eicape, I was really glad that they were 
dead; but I plainly told myſelf, That as I could find 
in my Heart in their Life-time to endeavour to leave 
the Country, I had now no Room left for Exculc, 
but ought to purſue it; and therefore I was tho- 
roughly reſolved to lay hold of all Opportunities, and 
as ſoon as my Strength was a little better reſtored 
again, to puſh all for all. My Reſolutions thus 
ſettles, 1 am again at Peace with myſelf, dili- _ 
3 8 | gently 
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gently employing my Time in bathing my Wounds 
with ſuch Ointmentsasmy Doctors had directed me; 
bur [ was again on a ſudden ordered with all my Men 
for Mequinex and though I was in a very indif- 
ferent Condition, fore againſt my Inclinations, and 
full Two of the Clock in the Afternoon when my 
Orders came, yet was J obliged to obey them, and to 
be there, if poſſibly I could, that ſame Day ; and 
which (though- very ſhort Notice, it being in the 
Month of July) I punCtually performed, we being 
all on Horſeback by Four, and without any Hurry 
ot to Mequinez in good Seaſon; where I found 
Muley Abdallah at the Head of an Army, conſiſting 
of 140,000 Men, chicfly Blacks, ready to march for 
Old Fez ; with whom we were joined, and early the 
next Morning marched with them, the Malecontents 
havinz-gathered together there, refuſing to acknow- 
leige him, and yet ſetting up no one elſe ; ſo that! 
verily believe it was merely for the Sake of Rebellion, 
and I eaſily foreſaw, that if they continued obſtinate, 
their Blood would be pour'd out like Water; and 1 
ms own l heartily wiſhed (ſecing they were ef fo 
cruel a Nature) that their infatiate Eyes nught be 
never ſatisfied with Blood, till the laſt of them had 
ſeen the laſt Drop of all the reſt, himſelf expiring. 


with the utter Extermination of that ſo barbarous 


and moſt unchriſtian Monarchy ; and Which is in- 
deed now in a very fair Way of being accompliin'd, © 
they having a molt infatiate Thirſt after each other's 
Deſtruction, attended with fad Devaſtation and Fa- 
mine, aud the Times ſtill growing worſe and wWerſe 
upon their Hands; and which may GOD continue, 
till they are either brought to a true Sight of their 
Errors, or the utter Extirpaiion of themſelves and 
Principles; for as their Country is fo very rich, ſpas: 
| cious 
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ſpacious and populous, it is much to be regretted that 
it ſhould go under any other Denomination than that 
of a Part of a Chriſtendom; and whereto ſhould all 
Chriſtian Princes but ſet their helping Hand, Chriſ. 
tianity would not only flouriſh and abound, but 
many poor igaorant Souls who are now ( through 
Means of their following falſe Lights) in a moſt 
dangerous and deplorable Condition, be in a little 
Time brought by the Light of the Goſpel into a true 
Knowledge and Belief in CHRIS Tf, and to the utter 
Abhorrence and Deteſtation of Mahometiſi mz which, 
through the ambitious Artifices of cunving and 955 
ſigning Men, hath for ſo many Ages been ſo groſly 
impoſed upon them.——But whither am I wander- 
ing? Theſe Digreſſions are quite out of my Way, as 
well as a Subject far beyond my Abilities, and alto- 
gether out of my Way to meddle with; therefore 
1 ſhall again return to my old Road, travel gently on, 
and leave the Event of all theſe Things to GOD; 
who, no Doubt, hath in a great Gn ordained 
en for wie Purpoſes. 


Now a am I again one in this 8 Army before 
Old Fez ; where Muley Abdallah offered the Male- 
contents free Pardon, in cafe they would ſurrender, 
and promiſe future Obedience to him: To, which 
they anſwered, (being but too well acquainted with his 
deceitful Nature) That conſidering their Reſiſtance was 
for Liberty and Property, they thought it as good or 
much better for them to die then, than at another 
Time, therefore they utterly deſpiſed his Offer; Which 
they directly confirmed from the Mouths of their 
Muſkets. And now is the bloody Scene opening 


apace, nothing but Death and Horror reigning here 
for

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for the ſpace of ſeven Months, during which T was 
not backward in acting my Part even in Place of

greateſt Danger, inſomuch that I was very willin 
(in caſe I might eſcape with my Life) to compou 
for a ſmart Wound or two ; and we Ap indeed, was

Now is there ſcarce a Day without cloſe Skir- 
miſhing, and on both Sides great Slaughter; and 
notwithſtanding our cruel Treatment of thoſe we 
took alive, as unmercifully cutting ſome to Pieces, 


and hanging others up alive by the. Heels, till they 


were dead thro” Anguiſh and Hunger, and others by 
many other cruel Inventions of Tortures, and all 
within Sight of the Garriſon, yet did they ſeem to 
make no manner Account of it, unleſs growing 
thereat more deſperate 3 and which, indeed, by 
their future Behaviour'and bold Attempts of Repri- 
ſals, they made ſoon to be very apparent, behaving 


to the laſt, with an undaunted Reſolution, ſelling 


their Blood with their Lives, to the very great Ex- 


| pence of that of our Army; and had not their Pro- 


viſions and Warlike Stores failed them, they had cer- 
tainly done us far greater Miſchief, We having from 


ſeveral Priſoners repeated Accounts, that as long aa 


their Stores laſted, and People continued, they were 
thoroughly reſolved to hold it out; : and when their 
Proviſion was exhauſted, their Horſes had eat up all 
their Provender, and they at laſt eat up their Horſes, 


the Remnant were reſolved to fally forth together, 
and ſell their Lives at the Rate of thoſe of the braveſt 


Soldiers, which they deemed much better, and by 


far more honourable, than to drag a miſerable Life, 
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attended with grievous Servitude, and continually 


expoſed to the capricious Humour of a bloody Ty- 
rant; and therefore they were reſolved to deliver 
their Country from his Tyranny, or periſh with it; 
and in which, indeed, they were in a great Meaſure 
as good as their Words, for they fought us to the 
laſt with a noble Reſolution, and deſperately ſallied 
ſo long as they had any Thing remaining, whereby 


to ſupport their ſinking Spirits, their Horſes being at 


laſt : all eat up, and the- Remnant of themſelves ſo 
miſerably weak thro' Famine, that their Lives were 
ſcarce worth the taking, not having Strength e- 
nough left them, to make an honourable Pile for 
Burial, which was what they fully intended, and (like 
$ampſen) to have kill'd more at their Deaths than 


| they. had before done during all the Time of their 
- Lives ; but as their Strength could do no more, they 


were at laſt obliged to ſubmit to the Mercy of a mer- 
cileſs T yrant, marching out, or rather indeed crawl- 
ing, (as being ſcarce. able to. ſtand) in one Body 
6036 3 the 36 were inſtantly on the Spot Beheaded, 
and the remaining 6000 led by the Army in a miſera- 
ble Condition to MAequinex, and ever after expoſed (fo 
long as any of them remain'd) in the Fronts of the 
Tyrants bloody Battles, and moſt of them were kill'd 
in my Sight: This was my third Battle at Fez, we 
loſt 40, 00 Men; and of 1 500 Chriſtians in this 
Siege and the former, no more remain'd than 660, 
men being likewiſe wounded by two Muſket Shots 
in my left Shoulder and fleſhy. part of my Buttock ; 
tho' theſe Wounds did not Keep me from my Duty 
more than five Weeks, 


Now 
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Nov am, after this my ſo very great Fatigue 
and narrow Eſcape of my Life, ſent again to Agoory,: 
where I could not again help thinking on my lat 
Wife and little Pratler, ruminating on the many 
Hazards I had hitherto undergone, and the no leſs 
miraculous Preſervations I had met with, fully in- 
tending to purſue my Intentions of eſcaping, and to 
put my Truſt in Providence for Deliverance, as 
ſoon as my Wouuds were ſomewhat hardened, my 
Strength reftored,, and a convenient Opportunity 
ſhould offer: But alas! I may as to that fet my 
Heart at Quiet for ſome very conſiderable Time lon- 
ger, I having ficſt.many more tedious and hazardous 
Exploits to encounter with; and firſt I was by Mu- 
ky Abdallah, even as I may ſay before I had Time 
to look about me; very unexpectedly hurry'd away 
on the following Expedition. — He having repeated 
Accounts of a great Body of Malecontents (conſiſting 
to the leaſt of 100,000) gathered at Hebuxzan; in 
the Province of Itemoor, and that they behaved after 
2 moſt inſolent Manner, he therefore directly or- 
dered 70,000 Horſe to be got ready to march with 
him thither, to correct them, and of which Num- 
ber myſelf and Men, as a Part, where forthwith or- 
dered to Mequinez, where we directly joined the reſt 
of the Army and march'd towards the Rebels; and the 
ſecond Day following we got to Itebuxzan, where we 
ſoon found the grand Aſſembly had divided them- 
ſelves into ſeveral Parties, flying before us as faſt as 
they could into the Heights of the Mountains, ſo as 
we were at leaſt two Months before we could light 
on them to any Purpoſe, and then (being driven to 

many Hardſhips) they ſent to the Emperor Twelve 
of their Chiefs, and with them Sixteen fine Horſes, * 
a3 a Preſent, with _ to tell him, That 
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in Caſe he would ſend a ſmall Pirty of his People ba. k 
uit h them, they would jo order Matters, as that they 
ſhould return again in little Time with their e Petrie 
Dues : In order to which he ſent with them the next 
Morning Six Thouſand Menz. who were treated by 
them for ſome Time in a fegtning: friendly Manner, 
and a great many of them (in Conformity to this 
Offer) accordingly brought in the Fributes, tho” the 
pre cateſt Part of them, as not at all liking ſuch heavy 
mpoſitions, joining in grand Conſult, fent Thirty- 
eight of their Chiefs to the Emperor, to tell him, 
That they had not as then brompbt in their ſeveral Pay- 
ments, accordirg to their Promiſe” by their former 
Meſſengers ; not but they fully intended to do it, and 
were then ready to do fo, provided he would make an 
Abatement > At which the Fyrant was ſo enraged, 
that he anſwer'd them in a ' moſt furious Manner, 
an Abatement, yen Dogs ! I'll foon make an Abate- 
ment e you 5 looking at them very fiercely, ard 
beckoning to his on People, to hem them in, and 
then (on giving a Sign) they had all their Heads in a 
Moment cut off, ſaving. one only, who thro' won- 
derful Chance eſcaped to carry this ſo unexpectcd 
Anſwer back to their Meſſage; and whichg for ſome 
Time, put the Remainder of them into à moſt ter- 
rible Conſternation, as not thoroughly refolying for 
a Day or two what Courfe to take; tho* it was at 
laſt unanimouſlſy agreed by them to ſurphi: ze and cut 
off the 6600 of our People, who lay encamp'd near 
them, and © accordingly they fell directly on em, 
and notwithſtanding they made à gallant Reſiſtance, 
yet did they kill of them 4000 on the Spot, the 
other 2000 flying in great Confuſion back to our 
Army, with this fo unwelcome. and unexpected 
| Now 
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Now is the Tyrant moſt highly. enraged, 0 
much that he directly ordered moſt of us up the 
Mountains on Foot, and to give no Quarter to all 
we could light. on; which was punctually obey d, 
tho' we found at firſt but very few of them, as only 


here and there a ſmall Number tarrying behind the 


Reſt of theit Brethren, under 2 Pretence of being 


Shepherds or Herdſmen to look after their Cattle, 


the main Body (of about 30, ooo) flying from 


Mountain to Mountain before us, and ſo continuing 


for ſeven Days: On the eighth Day we got ſo near 
them, and to that Degree ſo hem'd them in, that 
we in a very little Time deſtroy'd them, putting 
them all to the Sword with very little Loſs on our 
Side; and then, after breathing ſome. ſhort Time, 
we march'd to the Caſtle of Mint, in the Province 


of [tehacam, lying at the Foot of a very high Moun- 
tain, and wherein we had an Account that $0,000 


more of the Rebels were intrenched ; and very early 


the next Morning we were all ordered up on Foot, 


to pay them 2 Viſit, and ſa ſurrounded them, that 


we attack d them in their Prenches Sword in Hand, 


and in a ſhort. Time kill'd of them 30, oo more, 
the Remainder. in great Confuſion Aying be fore us 

to the Mountain of Ceedebeazzo Multofria, where 
they were in ſuch a Manner ſhelter'd; from our 
Fury, that it would have been in us not only a 
mere Madneſs to follow them, but alſo very hazar- 
dous, as well as all together in Vain; therefore we 
march'd to the River Cuſcaſoe, about four Leagues 


farther on between the Mountains, lying between 
Ceedeboaxzs and Mint,. there intending to ſettle our 
Camp for ſoms Time; and which was indeed forth- 
with marked out, and our Tents piteh'd there, but 


on the eighth Day following our Camp was very ac» 
* 15 l 
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_eidentally ſet on Fire, by a Coal of Fire flicking at 
the Bottom of a Cake of Bread, - juſt taken out of a 
hot Oven, which falling amengſt the Fodder, (of 
which there was a prodigious Quantity, very *long 
and dry) the Fire quickly ſpread itſelf to that degree, 
that notwithſtanding all our haſte in removing our 
Tents, Sc. yet were many of them, with ſeveral of 
our Horſes, and all our Stores burnt, the Fire ſtill 
ſpreading towards the Emperor's Pavilions, wherein 
were Fifty of his Concubines, who were with great 
'Diffculty carried off by the Eunuchs, covered all 
over with Cloaks, and ſhrieking after a diſmal Man- 
ner, before the Fire reach'd them. Re THE 4 


Now are we, on Account of this fad Accident, 
both as to our Proviſion and Ammunition, in a very 
great Straight, and there was very little Dependence 
of having a freſh Supply from the Country, any fur- 
ther than what we got by Foraging ; therefore wo 


were oblig' d to ſend expreſly to MHeguineꝝ for ſuch i 


as we wanted, and which was full! twenty Days be- 
fore it came to our Hands; tho” during this, (after 
the Fodder_was all burnt up, the Fire extinguith'd, 
and all the Aſhes cleared off, for fear of a ſecond Ac- 
cident of like Nature) we ſettled ' the Remainder of 
our Tents, which we had preſerv'd from the Flames, 
again in the fame Place. | 


Ou Stores, &c. being arrived, we roſe with 
our Army, and march'd out in four Days to the Cattle 
of Caſſavab Amariſu, in the Pariſh of Juzob, in the | 
Province of Tamn/nah, after the following Rout : 


The firſt Day to the other Side af the River Melhab; 


the

the ſecond to Merſaidore; the third to Zevbedah; 
and the 4th, by Three. o' Clook in the Afternoon, _ 
within two Leagues of the Caſtle, where we met with 
a great Party of the Malecontents; and tho” they 
were double our Number, we forthwith attack d them, 
and by Ten of the Clock that ſame Night, cut moſt 
of them off, when we marched on to the Caſtle, and 
ſettled our Camp without the Walls, where we res 
mained for the Space of two None, and 

plundering the Country all round us of their Corn, 
Fruit, Cattle, &c. after a moſt ſhocking Manner, 
the Inhabitants (all but thoſe of the Pariſh of Mes 
duna) flying from us into the Height of theMountains; | 
as indeed, it would have been much better for them, 
had thoſe of Meduna alſo done ſo; for notwith- 
ftanding their fo ready Compliance in ſending into 
the Tyrant four hundred Horſe all gallantly mount- 
ed with the Prime of their Youth, and almoſt la- 
den with vaſt Sums of Money for his Service, yet 
did he inſtantly order them for Execution, and had 
all their Heads cut off on the Spot: The Reft of the 
Inhabitants in thoſe Parts, on ſeeing this ſad Diſaſter 
of their Neighbours, compounded for their own _ 
Lives, by bringing in vaſt Sums of Money; then 
our Army roſe, and march'd. thence with much 
Booty and ſeveral Priſoners to Milce, about fix 
Leagues, where we again pitched our Terits, and 3 
ſettled four Weeks, ſtill making in the Countr7 
grievous Havock : At length we roſe and march'd 
thence, after the following Route for Mequinez ; the 
firſt Day to Invelghummeeſe; the ſecond to Inema- 
coon; the third to the River Sharrot ; the fourth to 
Milgehiab Benhammo ; the fifth to the River Bate”; 

and the ſixth, in good Seaſon to Mequinez, "the Ty- . 
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bloody Villain is for the Space of a Month, employ'd_ 
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rant ſtill (as we paſſed along) plundering the Coun- 
try, and murdering his Subjects. 


Now am I again returned to Meguinex where this 


in nothing but contriving Ways and Means how to 
put his People to Death, ſcarce a Day paſſing with- 
out his exerciſing his Cruelty more er leſs : But I 
gould not (very much to my DiſktisfaQtion) find any 
likely Means to eſcape, and therefore I found. my- 
{elf of Neceſſity oblig'd to follow his ſo evil Genius, 
till a more convenient Seaſon, and to content my- 
ſelf under it ſo well as I could, I being at the End 
of five Weeks a ſecond Time ordered with a good 
Number of Troops for Itemocr, and after following 
the Malecontents into the Mountains for eight Weeks, 


Killing all we could light on, and plundering their 


Cattle, &c. we again returned therewith to Mequi- 


nen; and where I had not again remained no more 


than three Weeks, but I was ordered forthwith with 
the Carrivan to the Coaſt of Guinea: This really 


IF gave me ſome Diſquiet, as being (I was very certain) 


Work cut out for me for at leaſt two Years ; how- 
ever, to ſhey any DiſſatisfaQtion I knew would not 
be in the leaſt availing, and therefore with ſeeming 


Chearfulneſs ſet out thence in Company with 12000 
Camels, (our Numbers ſtill encreaſing on the Road) 


k 


and got the firſt Night to the River Hate; theſecond 


to. Dyefroome ; the third to Bolegrig and Grove, where 


two Rivers meet; the fourth to Amwoodermel ; the 
fifth to Waddon © Enkeeſe ; the Sixth to Meetheor 
Obeor, the hundred and one Wells; the ſeventh to 
Broaſh; the eight to Em/hrah Dellia ; the ninth to 
Aenzet ; and the tenth to Morocco, with our Car- 
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rivan very much increaſed, and here we reſted ten 
Days; the eleventh to Waden Enfeeſe ; the twelfth. 
to Zouyet Belhoul ; the thirteenth to Kiſhour 3 the 
fourteenth to Algorarſaſſa; the fifteenth to [trwad- 
del ; the ſixteenth to Sofeegafulee 3 the ſeventeenth 
to Ard; the eighteenth. to Agroot, a ſmall fiſh» 
ing Cove ; the nineteenth to Tammanert ; the twen- 
tieth to the River Souze, three Leagues to the South- 
ward of Santa Cruix ; the twenty-firſt to Mefſab ; 
the twenty-ſecond to Agolooe; the - twenty-third to 
Ceedehammet Benmooſa, where one of their famous 
Conjurers, formerly called after that Name, was bu- 
ried ; the twenty-fourth to Ofran.; the twenty-fifth 
to /Yadn5on, and which is the laſt that Way, where 
the Inhabitants live in Houſes z the twenty-fixth to 
Shebeccah, and the twenty-ſeventh to Szgeeahamrah, 
| thence entering the Deſarts, our Numbers now being 
30,000 Men, and 60,000 Camels compleat each 
Soldier having the Charge over two; and we were all 
of us (ſaving a few that died on the Paſlage) ſafely 
conducted by an old blind Laurb in five Months 
Time over this Sandy Ocean, to the Caſtle of Shinget. 
This Caſtle. of Shinget belongs to a better Sort of 
Laurbs, as they are generally termed; though I 
think they are all of them a Pack of thieviſh blood- 
thirſty Villains, inſomuch that whether of them or 
the Moors are the better, I ſhall not take upon me 

to determine; tho' indeed, in the Original, I take 


them to be all one and the ſame People, yet is there 


here a Mor iſb Governor always reſiding, and the Plun- 
der and Tribute is there brought in during the Stay of 
one Carrivan on the Guinea Coaſt, till another Car- 
rivan arrives, and then the old ones march off with. - 
their Booty, and leave the new Comers the Poſſeſ- 
ſion: In and about this Caſtle was our mor. 
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Rendezvous, tho* we marched thrice to the Wadnil, 
or River Nile; and all ſuch as made any the leaſt Re- 
ſiſtance we brought under Subjection with the Sword, 
ſo that they were either obliged to bring in the Ty- 
rant's exorbitant Demands, or to ſuffer the ſevere 
plundering of the Army, ſtripping the poor Ne- 
groes of all they had, killing many of them, and 
bringing off their Children into the bargain. At our 
firſt coming to the River, we found on it a French 
Veſſel of about eighty Tons, and manned by twelve 
Sailors, which the Moors ſwam off to, boarded and 
hawil'd to the Shore. But before I proceed any far- 
ther, I ſhall firſt | beg leave to go back, and tell you 


of a moſt extraordinary Thing tranfacted by our 


old blind Pilot, in our Travel over the Deſerts; into 
which we being enter'd about fifty Days, during 
which we never failed of meeting every Day, or 
every other Day at the furtheſt, with ſome very re- 
freſhing Springs of Water, whereby we and our Cat- 
tle were very much cheriſhed: At one of thoſc Springs 
the old Man told us that we ſhould not fail there to 
fill ſo many of our Skins as would hold Water ſuffici- 
ent for all of us for three Days to the leaſt, for that 
we ſhould not meet with any more of them during 
that Time; which we did accordingly, and at the 
third Days end we got again to other Springs where 

he told us that we ſhould not neglect doing the ſame, 

for that we ſhould not for a Fortnight meet with 

Water oftener than every third Day; and which, 
indeed, we did not; however, we paſſed over thoſe 
Stages without any great Matter of Murmuring, and 
at the laſt of them he told us that we ſhould there 
beſure to fill all our Skins, and let our Cattle drink 
their Fill, for that we ſhould not meet with any more 
Water for ſome conſiderable Time, and therefore 
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we ſhould be on our March as ſparing as nofible. ; 
but the Weather being according to the Seaſon of 
the Year (it being in the beginning of Autumn) ex- 
ceeding hot, about the fixth Day following, we be- 
about to pour the Water out of our Skins, to our 
ry great Aſtoniſhment found them (or at leaſt the 
er Part of them) quite empty, the exceſſive 
eat of the Sun having exhaled the Water through 
the Pores of the Leather, inſomuch, that we to that 
Degree ſuffered for four Days, that had not our old 
Pilot chear'd us in a wonderful Manner, it mufb 
certainly have been attended with very ill Conſequenr 
ces, it cauſing amongſt us a general Murmuring; 
but he deſired us to be as eafy as we could under our 
fad Diſtrets, for that he was well ſatisfied we ſhould 
again in a ſhort Time have Water enough, deſiring 
one of our People to take him up a handful. of 
Sand and hold it to bis Noſe; and after he had 
ſnuffled upon it for ſome ſhort — he pleaſingly 
told us we ſhould before two Days end reach other 
Springs, and have Water enough, travelling on, 
and encouraging us all in his Power; and in the 
Morning of the ſecond Day following he deſired that 
another handful:of the Sand of that Place might be 
taken up and held to his Noſe; on which the Party 
taking that which he had ſmelt of to Days before, 
he having ſtill preſerv'd it in a Piece: of old Linnen 
Cloth) ſtepp'd forth and held the ſame for him to 
ſmell to again, and after he had ſnuMled on it for a 
much longer Time than at firſt, he told him that ei- 
ther the Army was again marching back, or that he 
had moſt grofly and bafcly impoſed on him, for that 
was actually the ſame or ſome other of the Sand of 
that Place be had ſmelt of two Days before, and 
therefore he thought him highly to blame, and that 
he 
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he did very ill thus to go about to deceive a dark old 
Man; however, it was not in his Power, notwith- 
ſtanding he had ſo much like a Fool endeavoured it; 
therefore, ſaid he, throw it away, and on your Ho- 
nour take me up a handfull of the real Sand of this 
Place; which, after juſt putting his Noſe to it, he 
ſaid in a moſt pleaſant Manner, Now, Sirs, this is 
foamething like,” giving us all to underſtand that we 
ſhould about Four o' Clock that Afternoon, have Water 
ſufficient, which was indeed, at this Time as comfort- 
able News'to me, as my truſty Genoeſe Servitor's Aſ- 
ſurance of procuring me ſome comfortable Cordials, 
. when I was Sick with my Wounds at Fez: About 
Noon he deſired a freſh handful of Sand, which putting 
| his Noſe to, he ſaid, , ay, this is as it ſbould be, or- 
dering us to keep a good Look cut if we could fee 
any wild Beaſts, Oſtriches, Eagles, &c. and in ſuch 
Caſe to tell him of it, and before we had; travelled 
half a League further we ſaw ſeveral Eagles in the 
Air, and ſoon after many wild Beaſts and Oſtriches, 
flocking together on the Sand, and on our telling 
him of it, he told us to march directly thither, and 
there we ſhould find ſeveral] ſhallow Wells of excel- 
lent Water, covered over with the Skins of wild 
Beaſts ; but, ſaid he, take care you don't diſturb it, 
by preſſing on tos eagerly, but go gradually on, and you 
101 find ſufficient for you all; and 1 further promiſe 
to bring you To-morroto Evening to a very large Pond, 
where your ſelves and Cattle may all drink at once, and 
where we may again fill our Skins, ſo as no more to 
want Water during the Remainder of our Fourney, 
foy we ſhull afterwards meet with little or more every 
Day: At laſt we got up to theſe ſo very much longed 
| after” Wells, which we found according to the old 
Man's Aſſertion, elaſe cover d, but ſoon haul'd a 
8 | he 
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the Skins; and all of us, to our very great Satisfac- 
tion, in Courſe drank our Fill, and then we fell to 
ſertling our Camp there for the Night, and there be- 
ing for a good Space round, Store of. Paſture, our 
Cattle were as well off as ourſelves; by the next 
Morning we were gallantly refreſhed. ; when, after 
covering the Wells, (having firſt filled our Skins 
with W. ater, ſufficient for that Day) we with freſh 
Courage travelled on, and got that Eveniog according 
to Promiſe, to the ſpacious Pond; and here bei 
alſo good Store of Provender, with vaſt Numbers ot 
wild Beaſts, - Ofriches, ; Oc. we reſted two. Days. ; 
and through Means of gur old Pilot we kill'd a — 
many of them after che following Manner On our 
ſeeing thoſe Creatures hankering after, the Water, 
and telling our Pilot of it, he ordered us to dig Holes 
in ſeveral Places round the Pond, deep and large 
enough to hide two or three Muſqueteers in each 3 
then to draw off the Army, when he ſaid they would 
come to drink, ſo as we might ſhoot them at our 
Pleaſure : After which Method we in a litile Time 
kill'd a great many of them, committing all to Pot, 
as Lyons, Antelopes, and Oftriches together ; tho IL 
think the latter by far too good to be thus miſuſed, 
as being alone moſt excellent, and delicious Eating, 
and of all other Birds (if it may properly be ſo call'd} 
in the way of ſerving a great many People, by far 
the moſt preferable, as weighing, no Doubt, at the 
leaſt two hundred Pounds Weight,” and in a Man- 
ner all one Lump of Fat, ſo as one of them de- 
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Diſtance furround him, drawing nearer by Degrees, 
driving him from one to another till he is at laſt fo 
tired,” as that he can ſeemingly do no more Harm ; 
which, as he cannot fly, may ſeem to thoſe who 
are therewith unacquainted, to be a very eaſy Mat- 
ter, yet is it, I aſfure you, a very difficult Point; for 
when he is thus purſued, he runs ſo ſwiftly, as few 
Horſes in Barbary can keep up with him; and when 
he finds himſelf beginning to flacken his Pace, and 
the Enemy to gain Ground upon him, he to that 
Degree ſpurs himſelf with his Spurs, ( which he hath 
growing under his Wings, prodigious long and 
ſharp) as that he ſoon again recovers his Pace, his 
Wings being always extended, and though of no 
Benefit to him by Way of flying off the Ground, 

yet no Doubt of a very great Addition to his Speed 
in running, he being at laſt run down much in like 
Nature of a Hare before a Pack of Hounds, with 
this Difference only, that being generally cloſe huat- 
ing, this con. am in you View. 


AND now to return to IS. French Veſſel ; which, 
after taking out ſome Elephants Teeth and Blacks, 
(their Gold being all thrown over-board) was di- 
rectly burnt, carrying the Priſoners with us go Shin- 
get, four of them dying in the Deſert, on our Way 
Homeward, and the other eight we carried with us 
to Mequinez. During our Stay on the Guinea 
Coaſt, 7 bitch v was in all about twelve Months, we 
got together a very great Booty, as Gold, Ivory, 
Blacks, &c. though it did not fatisfy our inſatiate 
Maſter, as you will by and by hear. Our Time 
being expired, and another Caravan arrived, we 


er. whe up our "Treaſure, and ſet out for Meguinex, 
| getting 


. . 0 wa 
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getting well to our old Pilot's Pond, without any 
Thing happening worth my noting, where we again 
gallantly refreſhed ourſelves during the Space of two 
Days, regaling on our wild Dainties: And after 
filling all our Skins, we ſet. forward, and got that 
Evening to our ſo late longed after Wells, where we 

again took up our Quarters, without impairing our 
main Stock of Proviſions, we having ſeveral Oſtriches 
and Antelopes, which we brought with us from the 
Pond for our Supper; and the next Morning, at Day 
break, we were again on the March, myſelf and fix 
more, in Purſuit of ſome Antelopes, ſtaying about a 
Mile behind the reſt of the Caravan; when all on 


a ſudden we ſaw. twenty of the wild Laurbs riding 6 3 


on Camels towards us, they having, during the Ca- 
ravan's paſſing by, hid themſelves behind ſome large 
ſandy Banks, of which were here and there ſeveral 
throw n up by the violent Winds, and again the next 
Storm very likely removed to other Places: The 
Laurbs being between us and the Army, thought 
no Doubt to have made of us ſure Prize, ſix of 
them advanced within a hundred Yards of us, and 
diſcharged their Muſkets on us, one of their Shot 
grazing along the Side of my Head, and another 
wounding a Mor cloſe by my Side; on. which we 
fired at once, and killed two of them, when we di- 
rectly rode off to charge, and fired at them again, 
killing the other four, When again riding off, we faw 
ſeveral of our People coming back to our Aſſiſtance: 
However, before they came up with us, we had fired. 
twice round on the other fourteen, and killed moſt 
of thoſe, and then we ſaw many more of their Party 
advancing ; though on their ſeeing thoſe of our Peo- 
ple come back, they turned from us and fled, and 
leſt we might happen to loſe Sight of our Army, we 


pur- 
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purſued them no further, but haſted forward as faſt 
as we could. After this Skirmiſh, we travelled 
on unmoleſted, taking moſt ſpecial Care of our 
Water, fo as we might not be again reduced to fo 
fad a Calamity, I riding as often as I could along-fide 
of the old Laurb, aſking him a great many Queſ- 
tions, and particularly concerning bis ſo wonderful 

and ſurprizing Knowledge in ſmelling to the Sand; 

to which he, after a moſt courteous Manner, an- 
ſwered me, that this was his thirtieth Journey over 
this Ocean, therefore in going and coming his ſix- 
tieth Time; that in his laſt four Journies, finding 
his Sight gradually declining, he had, by often ma- 
king the Experiment, (as having a wonderful Fa- 
culty in ſmelling) attained to this ſo wonderful 
Knowledge, he being, he ſaid, well ſatisfied that the 
Loſs of his Sight was thereby in a very great Mea- 
ſure compenſated, infomuch that he would engage at 
any Time to tell in what Part of the Deſart he Was.“ 
One Day, as I was riding pretty near him, my Ca- 
mel happened with one of his Feet to hit againſt 
ſomething which ſounded very hollow, which TI tel- 
ling the old Man of, as wofidering what it ſhould be, 
he told meit was a Mummy : 4 NY. faid I,

pray what is that? It is (faid he) a Human Corpſe, 
which hath for ſome Time lain buried in the Sands, 
till through the exceſſive Heat thereof it is dried to a 
Kecks, and if aur Surgeons kntw it, they would not 


aer it (if they thought it fit for their Purpoſe) to 
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lie any longer there Fit for their Purpoſe, ſaid I, 
Il hat, is one of them better than another ?

1 ſhould be ſa lucky to light on another, I think T 
ſhould have Curioſity enough to tale it it up: And riding 
again the next Day near the old Man, he bad me to 
get off my Camel, for that his Camel had with one 
of his Feet ftruck againſt a Mummy ; which, by his 
Directions, I with the Point of my Sword ſoon 
found, and with a Spade digged it up in a little 
Time : It was as hard as a Stock-Fiſh, had all its 
Limbs and Fleſh (though ſhriveled) intire, all the 
Teeth firm in the Gums ; and as to its being any 
Way nauſeous, a Man might without Offence have 
even carried it in his Boſom. 1 al OP 
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AFTER this, we travelled on without any Thing 

elſe happening particular, till we ſafely arrived at 

Tediah, where we found Muley Abdallah waiting our 
coming, diverting the Time in plundering the Coun- 

try, and murdering his Subjects: And after he had 
ſtrictl/ examined into the Value of our Treaſure, he 
being not at all pleaſed with it, (though no Doubt it 

was to the Value of ſome Millions of Engliſb Pounds 
Sterling) killed Monſore, our Baſhaw, and ſeventeen KM 
more of our Principals, with his own Hand, and the #1 
next Day twenty-ſeven. Chiefs, who came thither to 
hun in all 2 ſeveral Parts of the Coun-- 
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with their Preſents, and, to my moft unſpeakable 
Grief, my Deliverer from the bloody Knife at Aa- 
moor. When the Tyrant was glutted with Blood, 
we marched with him at our Head to Mequinezꝝ; 
whence, after the Caravan was ſeparated, and ſent 
Home to their reſpective Habitations, I was again 
at the End of fix Weeks hurried away on the follow- 
Ing Expedition : The Tyrant having repeated 
Advices of a vaſt Number of credulous poor Souls 
being (through the Means of on Enſeph or Jo/eph 
Haunſel}, a noted Conjurer) ſtirred up to Rebellion 
in and about Tedlah, he having before ſhewn many of 
His Magick Pranks, and had then fo far infinuated 
Into the giddy Multitude, as to make them believe 
they ſhould be invulnerable from Muley Abdallab's 
Shot, and ſuch-like Stuff, and they pinning their 
Faith ſo far on his Sleeve, that they were ga- 
*thered in a little Time to a Body of at leaſt two 
hundred thouſand Men, doing even as he com- 
manded them, committing many Inſolencies, and 
with a high Hand (like a great Torrent) bearing all 
down before them: All which, I ſay, coming to the 
Emperor's Ears, I am, in Company with eighty 
thouſand Regular Froops, and Salem Ducullee at 
our Head, ordered directly to march againſt them ; 
and notwithſtanding the vaſt Number the Conjurer 
had with him, and thoſe ſpirited up by his pretended 
Conjurations, jet could he not hinder them from 
* Aying into the Heights of the Mountains before us: 
However, we followed them fo cloſe, that we by 
the Sword and Mufket killed vaſt Numbers in a very 
little Time; and after we had at laſt conjured the 
Conjurer into our Cuſtody, we marched with him 
to Tedlab, where the Emperor then was, and gladly

Body; and which, though they were in all thirty 


thouſand Men, was managed with ſo much Secrecy, . 


that had not Ferrory kept a good look out, they 
had no Doubt fo ſurrounded him, as to have per- 
formed their Orders to a Tittle ; but he having ſome 
ſmall Time to rally his little Army, put himſelf into 


as good a Poſture as he could to receive them after 


the moſt advantageous Manner, his Troops behaving 


| like gallant Soldiers, and in a very ſhort Time killing 


thouſands'of the Enemy: But alas f poor Men, what 
could they do againſt ſo much Odds? Foconquer was 


even 'impoſlible, and to fave their Lives by Flight 


very hazardous and uncertain ; however, either that 
was to be attempted, or Death muſt inevitably at- 


tend them; therefore, after he had of his fix hui. 


dred loſt anmoſt two thirds, he turned his Horſe 3 
cry'd aloud, Follzw me ! cutting himfelf à Paſſage 

through the Enemy, and with two hundred and two, 
beſides himſelf and his Lieutenant, in ſpite of all 


they could do, got off to Mequinex; which, indeed, 


was no more than too truly an Eſcape out of the 


Frying Pan into the Fire, or the Sheep running to 
the old Wolves, to tell them that they would not

News (ſaid he) you Dogs, of 
9p 4 Hp, Sir, (ſaid Jerrory) that they fell upon 
us all at — nibh thirty thouſand Men Very well, 
ſaid he, and 7 don't in the leaſt doubt but that you, like 
daftardiy Cowards, ran away without fighting, to the 
utter Diker ace of me, only for the Sake of living a 
little longer, and coming home to die by the Sword of 
Juſtice; and which, ſaid he, (ſwearing by. the Life 
of Mahomet) you Tall do this ſame Hour: They 
told him, That they hoped he would firſt enquire bet- 
ater into the Merits of their Actions; telling him, 
Mat they had firſt killed their Thouſands : Your 
Thouſands, ſaid he, you Dogs, Pray why had not 7 
Heod it to the laſt, — Killed your x af e! 
When drawing his Sword, Bendoobaſh cried out for 
Mercy; at which Ferrorry told him, That after ſ½% 
many brave Actions he had ſeen. him io perform, bs 
atbeught it beneath him and a Diſgrace, to beg his Life 
, ſuch a damnable Villain; for that he then, though 
tee late, ſaw the Traitor, who (he (aid) had as gd 
take bis Life then, as at another Time ; for that be 
would, no Doubt, at laſt murder all his loyal Subjects, | 
unleſs he was by the true Sword of Fuſtice prevented, 
and therefore he ſcorned ta beg his Life on any Terms 
of ſuch a Blud-thirfly damnable Villain: On which 
the Tyrant. at one Blow ſtruck off his Head, and

il :Þs a vety good Hand of it, ſeveral, of us chiefly_im- 
M$ oo 5 ploying our Time that Way, and killing great Plen- 
ty of Game, to our general Satisfaction, though not 
to be ſuppoſed in any wile equal to that of the Empe- 
ror, we going out, I ſay, but a ſew of us together, 
without any Dogs, and him with a great many, and 
ſeveral Hau ks, as havi ing at the leaſt (though never a 
Hunter) a hundred Gre yhounds, or. Long:-Doegs, and 
on Horſeback. and on Foot as many. Adeers and Ne- 
eres (by Way of Starters) with their long Poles in 
their Hands, ſpread ing a · breaſt, ſtill beatingyti.e Cover

told us, that he had not to his Mind of a long Time 
ſeen finer, 'ordering us to carry them directly to his 
Pleaſure- Houſe z and which, it being from the Place 
we were then at no more than a Mile, we did in a 
very little Time; and juſt as we were entering, the 
Emperor and his Brother alighted at the Gate, and 
very unexpectedly gave us twenty Gold Ducats, 
which chearfully carried us back again to the River, 
and we again fill'd our Baſket, and went Home to

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ee this Time the Tn: tiring! t two or 
x tres: Expreſſes on the Back of one another from 
Ttewoofſe 75, about four Days Journey from Megugnes, 
intimating, That a great Body of Malecontents were 
there gathered, behaving after a moſt inſolent Man- 
ner, and that they were ſtill increaſing. theit Num- 
bers, he ordered all the Light Horſe he could pick up 
ts be in Readineſs to go with him in. Perſon to cor- 
rect them; and in three Days and one Night we got 
to the Foot of the Mountain wherein they had ſhel- 
tered themſelves, (ourſelves and Horſes ſufficiently 
tired) beſore the Rebels were apptized of our Com- 
ing; however, after ſome, ſhort Refreſhment, we 
marched on Foot up to their Neſts, though of the

Serpent, yet did he put ſo much Confidenee in this |

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Now am I, after this ſhort Tour, again at Be- 
cran, and every Day employed in ſhooting, hlhing, 
or hunting, either for the Emperor or ourſelves; | 
and as he had alloted us round the Caſtle ſufficient 
Quantities of Land, with Oxen, Huſbandry, Imple- 
ments, and 'feed Corn, many of our Company ſet 
themſelves at Work, plow'd che Ground, till d it, 
and had plentiful Crops; though as to my o⁹s Part, 
I being never in that Way inſtructed, and having 
others to work for me, I never troubled my Head 


about it, but acted by general Conſent as a Pur- 


veyor, during the Time of Tillage,” Weeding, or 
Hatveſt; and at all Intervals from our Farming Al- 
fairs, excepting thoſe of mounting the Guard, we 
were generally all Hands on the Game: And this 
Was, I think, except my Intervals. at Tamnſuah, the

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moſt agreeable of all the Time of my living in Bar- 
dary ; though during this, ſcarce a Day paſſed with- 
out ſeriouſly reflecting with myſelf on Eſcape, which 
J then, found to be very hazardous; therefore, as 1 
| found the Ruin of the Country every Day more 
apparently approaching, and. plainly foreſaw that it 


could not be long e' er the Tyrant was driven our, 

| and then all would be in the utmoſt Confuſion, I for 

the Time lived as contentedly as I could, and with 
Chriſtian Patience waited the Event.

Aso this Time was the Truce again broken 
between the Engit/h and the Moors on the following

he knew me; he told me No 3 Why (ſaid I) you and 
T were once School Fellows together at the Church- 
Town of Milor: Indeed! (aid he, I cannot imagine 
who you ſhould be, unleſs yon are Thomas Pellow, who 
I have of a long Time heard was in his Childhood 
carried with hir Uncle into. Barbary: Indeed (ſaid I 
Jam that* unhappy Perſon, telling him I was very 
glad to ſee him again, though very ſorry it ſhould be 
in that Part of the World, under fuch unhappy 
3 * C.ircumſlances: 
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Cireumſtances: He told me, it was his hard Fate, 
but he muſt endeavour, as well as J Rad done before 
him, to bear it with Patienté ; and after they, were, 
all entered the City, and accortling i Cuſtom rar 
ricd. before the Emperor, and, ſent to the Canute, 
I went to him, and cheer d him up in ahe beſt Vane 
ner I could, and afterwards viſited him as: often 38 
Opportunity would permit, he being wü thefreſt 
of his Comrades put to hard Labour, and ſo kept for 
the Space of three or four Months; when the Con- 
ſul returned from Exgland again with! the; Charsgtes 
of Ambaſſador, and full: Power to treat with,the 
Tyrant for the Redemption of all ithèe Eugliſb Slaves; 
which, notwithſtanding his o late ill Socceſe, and 
no Doubt no little Frightist the barbarous U ſage, of 
the Jeu, he managed ſo well, thatrhe progyred, their.

Number; and they were: by him, nd old. Ha 4 
Benelly, conducted to Tetuam, there td be kept. All. 
better Security ſhould be given for their Ranſoms, 
though they were at laſt, on the Ambaſlador's offer- 
ing himſelf to remain there for them as an Hoſtage 
till it arrived, all by the. Baſhaw' 's Conſent ſhipped 
pt; and happy indeed was it for them, for they had 
ut a ſhort Time departed, before the Tyrant Was 
driven: out by the Black Army, and Muley h ſet 
up in his Room, and a peremptory Order ent by 
him to Tetuan, to ſend them all back again to A- 
quineZ.—— Theſe releaſed Slaves, on their marching 
off from Meguinez, had Leave (for the better Pers.

Brandy, and got thither for the firſt Time in 8

peror's People; who, on their finding the Bladders 
about me, laid hold on me, and committed me to 
cloſe Priſon in Irons; though not altogether, I be- 
lieve, fo much on Account of the Brandy, as of a 
Jealouſy they had (as I was ſo great with my Coun- 
trymen) of my endeavouring an Eſcape with them; 
fo that in all Likelihood (unleſs they were by ſome 
Fetus going to Hartan, who knee how it was with 


me, informed to the contrary) my Countrymen, no 


Bebe, thought char 1 did not dle thera Eindly ; 
but whether it was one or the other, I know that I 
ſuffered by it very ſeverely, inſomuch,” that had not 
Aaliy Abdallah, through his ſo frequent ill Uſage of 
His Subjects, been every Moment in Danger and 
Fear of being driven out, I ſhould in all Likelihood 
baye there taken up my Quarters for a much longer 
FFF 
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Now might you hear, even in all Places, the 
" Blacks threateniog 3 A new Maſter, a new Maſter, 
or” nene, being the general Cry; which, and on 
' certain Advices of a great Body of them gathered at 
 Shoerumlah, about two Days March from Meguinez, 
and that they were ſoon about to pay Him 4 Viſit, 

put him into ſuch a Fright, that he (by Way of Su- 

gar Plumb) ſent them 220,000 Pucats of Silver :

and whilſt they were diſputing about their reſpecire 
Dividends, he pack'd up all the reſt of his Treaſute, 
and fled with twelve thouſand Horſe; but he. was 
in a ſhort Time to that Degree forfaken by them, 
that before he reached Morocco, he had not mare 
than five hundred of them remaining; yer, notwith- 
ſtanding their daily falling off from bim, he ſtil took 
ſpecial Care to deſtroy all the Stores of Corn as he 
went on, ſo as the Blacks might not be the better for 
it; and which, as they followed him, they too foon 
found, to their very great Diffatisfaction; however, 
they fill hurried on the Pur ſuit, till they came'up 
within two Days March of him; of which being 
acquainted by his Spies, (after being at Morocco ten 
Day) he with his ſmall Number hurried thence four 
Days long Journey by a round-about Way towards 
Sallee, and ſettled at a Place called Bolpwan, wheres 
he had alſo vaſt Stores of Grain laid up; all which 
he freely gave to the Inhabitants, with Liberty to 
carry off at their Diſcretion any where bat to the 
Enemy. And here, as I could not yet venture on 
Eſcape, and forefeeing the Scale would ſoon again 
turn to his Side, notwithſtanding his cruel and bloody 
Nature, I, only by myfelf, joined him; and which 
proved, indeed, according to my on Sentiments,

Nigbt a very heavy Snow, we were by the Morn- 
ing almoſt dead with the Cold; however, we were 
ſoon after Day break, by Way of warming our Blood, 

attacked by a great Body of Mountaineers, who killed 

feveral of our ſmajl Number, and of the Moles la- 
den with Auley Audallub's Treaſure, they took and 

carried off at leaſt forty : All which, notwithſtand- 
ing our few could have beat them, did we (as fearing 
a far greater Danger to be at our Heels) think our- 
ſelves obliged to ſuffer, and to hurry. on till we 
thought ourſelves to be better ſecured from their 
Rage; and that Evening we got to {mmintackeame, 
between two huge Mountains, ourfelves and Cattle 
almoſt ſpent, where we reſted till Midnight, and af- 
terwards travelled on between the Mountains till 
Day-break, and till Four o' Clock that Afternoon; 
at which Time we got to Umceet Elcaſbib, at the Foot 
of another very high Monntain, called Abena, ſett- 
ling there that Night, and the next Day over this 
high Mountain 10 Ferrident, where, he was mut 
kindly received by the Inhabitants, and directly by 
them put in Poſſtſhon of a ſtrong Caſtle ; where the 
Black Army, as thinking their Families at Home to 
be greatly expoſed in their Abſence amidit ſuch di-

I was twice before within 
an Ace of it; and therefore, why might not my 
Chance the third. Time turn up that Ace alſo ? how- 
ever, I thought it highly neceſſary, that before an 
Affair of that Nature was again to be undertaken, it 
ought to be with myſelf ſeriouſly debated, and there- 

fore I ſeriouſly conſidered thereof, and propos'd ſe- 
veral ways to myſelf: As firſt, that notwithſtanding 
my ſo narrow Eſcape, en failure of eſcaping at Mar- 
cegongue, why might not I now be by that way ſuc- - 
ceſsful ; to which I was by myſelf ſoon anſwered, 
remember the murdering Kuife at Aflamoore . haw 
narrowly I miſt it, and that my Deliverer was then 
dead, and very probably many of my cruel Perſecutors

Os Hacle to my Deſigns, he being ta my Knowledge long 


ſince dead; and as to the Moors, they knew nothing of 


the Matter; and therefore ſet it down in Probabi- 
lity Number one. And next came in Queſtion, that 
in Caſe I could not ſucceed there to my Mind, what 
Likelihood might there be by Way of Santa Crux; to 
which I was again by myſelf anſwered, That Santa 
Cruz was a very long and dangerous Fourney ; how- - 
ever, if I took Care to manage with Caution, it might 
be the moſt likely of the two: So I for the Time, 
without ſettling my Reſolutions, left-it to hang be- 
tween them both till the Morning, and fo well as 1 
could ſettled myſelf for the Night to Sleep, and I be- 
ing therein very much diſturbed by Dreams, as how 
I ſhould get up and be going, &c. I at my awakin 

made a thorough Reſolution with myſelf to go firſt 
to Sallee, and if I could not there perform to my 
Mind, to proceed for the latter Place, My Reſolutions 

thus ſettled, . I made all the neceſſary Preparations in 
my Power for my Departure ; and then, to my very 
great Diſſatisfaction, I was, on ſome Advices brought 
to Meguinex from the Mountain Ceedehamſoe, di- 
rectly again ſummoned to Arms, and with the Army 


(conſiſting of One Hundred Thouſand Blacks, and 


Fifty Thouſand Moors) obliged to march thither; 


for that Muley Abdallab was there, and that he had 


there about him a vaſt Army of the Mountaineers, 
which indeed we ſoon found far to exceed our Num- 
bers; but the Weather being exceeding wet, as we 


had almoſt continual - Rains for ſixteen Days, we 


could not, ſo ſoon as we would, attack them; how- 
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ever, at laſt the Rains ceaſing, we fell upon the m 
Sword in Hand; and, after a ſhrewd Skirmiſh, 
wherein many Thouſands were ſlain on both Sides, 
we put them to Flight, the Tyrant (ſoon after the 
Commencement of the Engagement) with a few 


ſhewing the reſt the Way; and as they were well 


acquainted with thoſe fecret Haunts, and we on the 
other Hand altogether unacquainted, we thought it by 
no Means proper to follow them, but returned again 


to Meguinez; and though we had of it for two 


Montbs a very hard Time, and loſt a great many 
Thouſands of our Men, yet I am, thank God, as to 
my own Part, to my very great Satisfaction, un- 
wounded, and which did (thank the Divine Majeſty) 
in a wonderful Manner confirm my former Reſolu- 
tions; and on the eighth Day following I ſet out: 
But before I proceed, I ſhall firſt beg Leave to ac-

| kept in great Subjection, and think themfelves happy 
if they can at their Huſbands by waiting on them. 
They are not ſuffered to go to Church, leſt the De- 
votion of the Men ſhould be interrupted by their Pre- 
fence, but have ſet Forms of Se Ceremonies 


to be cen at Home. 


Tan have no Way of gathering Cream as in o- 
ther Places, but make their Butter of all the: Milk as 
it comes from the Cow, by putting it into a Skin, 
and ſhaking it till it becomes Butter: It is always 
ſour, I ſuppoſe for want of cleanſing the Skin, and 
when melted to Sauce, for want of Subſtance turns 
thin. Thoſe that have great Quantities, keep it in 
Holes made in the Ground plaiſtered within : The 
leſs are kept in earthen Jars Neon They don't diſ- 
like it when four or five Years old, having very un- 
natural Taſtes in that. They alſo wrap up the Cawls, 


Suet and Fat of Cows, Sheep, and Goats in great _ 


| Rolls, which in Winter i 18 ſold ta the. Paor inſtead of 
Butter. 
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Their Cheeſe is nothing but Curds put into that 
Form, and ſours in five or ſix Hours after it's made: 
but they keep it till it's old, and eat it tho* dry and 
ill-taſted: They don't eſteem Cow's Milk ſo much 
as that of Goats or Camels, eſpecially the latter, 
which they think nouriſhing and incentive; it is 


much thinner than Cow's Milk.

Their Bread is extraordinary acids me cheap,” ef 
pecially that of the Flour of Fez, renowned for its 
Whiteneſs too: It is baked-in Cakes near a Fobt in 
Diameter, and an Inch and half thiek; it is to be 
had every Day hot, (for fo they like it) and the 
Baker pays himſelf in Kind according to the Quan- 
tity ;" ſometimes it comes to an half, dor a quarter of 
A Loaf for baking, and theſe/Picees are fold in the 
Market; but poor People eat Bread made of Corn, 
which is called the third Crop; it is a Mixture of 
feveral coarſe black Grains, that refeathle Seeds more 
than Corn, and'is very bad, but cheap: : With this 
their F owls are fed. 
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Tk cut the Throats of all the Creatures they 
eat, having firſt turned the Heads of them towards 
the Eaſt and by South, (as Mecca lies ſrom them, ) 
and called on the Name of God; they uſe a World 
of Water to waſh away the Blood, and cutting” the 
Meat into Quarters, ſoak it in a Fountain or two 


Ut Hours; and when it is to be dreſſed, cut it ihto fmall 
1 Pieces and watſh it again, uſing Abundance * 2 
* lick, Onions, and all Manner of Spices. :

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WHeN the Women viſit one another, they leave 
their Slippers at the Door of the Roòm, to give No- 
tice that a Stranger is there ; during which Time. 
the Men refrain from going in to their Wives or 
Daughters, they being very punctual in obſerving the 
Cuſtoms relating to the Women, 


TE Moors very often waſh their Heads, Hands, 
and Feet, being obliged to it by their Religion, every 
Time before their ſet Prayers (which are five Times 
a Day) if they have been upon any neceſſiry Occa- 
| ſion, or have accidentally met with any ordinary 
Pollution; but if they have had the Misfortune to 
touch a Swine, or committed any Act of extraordinary 
Defilement, or converſed with Women, they are en- 
joined to waſh every Part of their Bodies, left they 
ſhould be.polluted when they go to their Devotion: 
And therefore to be out of Danger of common Pol- 
lution, they always pray without their Drawers. 


They are forbid playing at any havens Games 
for Money ; and thoſe that break this Law, are pu- 
niſhable by Biſtinado, Fine, or Impriſonment. They 
ſometimes divert themſelves at Draughts, Cheſs, 
or Ombre; but are not much addicted to Gaming, 
nor care for Study or Reading; and it may very 
juſtly be ſaid, that Eating, Drinking, Sleeping, Wo- 
men, Horſes, and Prayers, almoſt wholly engrols 
their Time. 


Tux have a 88 Hatred for the Name of a 
Chriflian : It has been obſerved in Squabbles among, 
| X 4 | them, 
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them, or when a poor Man falls out with his Aſs, that 
the firit Name is Carran (i. e.) Cuckold, then he 
calls him Son ofa Jew ; but when they have a mind 
to ſpit their utmoſt Malice, they fay You Son of a 
Chri//ian ; and it is the moſt reproachful Word a. 
mong them; never mentioning it without the Addi- 
tion of G-d confound him; or, G- d burn his Father 
er Mother Which Imprecations are taught the 
Children as ſoon as they can ſpeak : And that they 
may be ſure to grow up in Hatred againſt them, they 
eclebrate a Feaſt every Year about St. John's Day, 
in memory of ſome Victory gained over the Chri/- 
Hians; at which Time the graveſt People will be 
paſſing thro” the Streets with wooden Horſes, Swords, 
Launces and Drums, with which they equip the 
Children that can ſcarce go, who meet in Troops in 
the Street, and engaging ſay, Thus we deſtroy the 
Chriflians. They alſo firmly believe, that thoſe who 
are killed fighting againſt them go ſtraight to Heaven, 
and deſerve no leſs than an infinite Reward for de- 
ftroying thofe Enemies of therr Law; and they are 
forbid by it, to ſell Corn to any Chriſtian Country. 


Tu Shops in the Cities are very ſmall, and have 
no Doors to them; but the Maſter having opened 
the Shutters, jumps in and fits croſs-legged, upon a 
Place raiſed about the height of a Compter ; the 
Goods are diſpoſed in Drawers round about him, 
which he can reach, for the moſt part, without mo- 
ving out of his Place, his Cuſtomers ſtanding in the 
Street While they are ſerved. | 


Is their Houſes, they are always ſitting on Matts, 
or lying; and if they go out, and it is not on N 
i ; backs 
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back, they never go farther than to make a Viſit, un- 
leſs their Buſineſs requires it, but daily ſpend five or 
fix Hours fitting on their Hams before their Doorss 
thinking it moſt ridiculous to walk up and down a 
Room: Againſt which they argue, faying, Why 
ſhould a Man move from one end of the Room to 
the other, without any apparent Cauſe ? Can he not 
as well ſtay in the Place he is in, as go to the other 
End purely in order to come back again ? 


Trxy ſeem not (as we do) to obſerve the Day 
for Buſineſs, and the Night ſor Sleep, but fleep and 
wake often in the four and twenty Hours, going to 
Church by Night as well as Day, for which Purpoſe 
their Talbs call from the Top of the Moſques, (or 
Places of Worſhip) having no Bells, every three Hours; 
throughout the City. In going to Church they ob- 


ſerve no Gravity, nor mind their Dreſs, but as ſoon . 


as the Talb begins to- bellow from the Steeple, the 
Carpenter throws down his Ax, the Shoemaker his 
Awl, the Taylor his Sheers, and away they all run 
like ſo many Fellows at Football; when they come 
Into the Church; they repeat the firſt Chapter of the 
Alcoran ſtanding; after which they look up, and lift 
up their Hands as much above their Heads as they can; 
and as their Hands are leiſurely coming down again, 
drop on their Knees with their Faces towards Kebla, 
(as they call it) or Eaſt and by South; then touching 
the Ground with their Foreheads twice, fit a little 
while on their Heels muttering a few Words, and 
riſe up again: This they repeat two or three 
Times; after which, looking on each Shoulder, (I ſup- 
pole to their Guardian Angels (they ſay, Selemo Ali. 
hom (i. e.] Peace be with jou; and have done. — : 
1 
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there are many at Prayers together, you would think 
they were ſo many Gally-flaves rowing, by the Mo- 
tion they make on their Knees, 


TzEIR Churches are all matted at the bottom, and 
about four Foot high round the Pillars, having run- 
ning Water in them; but ſuch as are built in high 
Places, where they can't have a Fountain, have Wells. 
Their way of building them ſeems irregular, becauſe 
they generally ſtand ſurrounded with Houſes ; you 
Eannot go into them on any Terms but thoſe of taking 
their Religion, They are ſquare, low roofed, ſup- 
ported with many arched Pillaes, and divided cqually 
into Alleys, about four Yards broad, Againſt one 
of the Pillars, as near the Centre of the Church as 
may be, is a Pulpit, in which they preach every Fri— 
day ; but ſuch as are not learned in the Law, only ſtay 
to ſay their ordinary Prayers and return. That which 
they call the Head of the Church, is a ſort of Cupo- 
la fronting to the Eaſtward, in Honour of the Place 
of their Prophet's Birth. Into this, on their Feſti- 
val Days, the Cady or head Pricſt enters, (who, is 
alſo a Juſtice) and turning his Face Eaſtward, prays, 
all the People kneeling behind him in the Body of 
the Church ;. then he turns himſelf to the People, 
being ſtill in the ſame Poſture, and gives them a 
Blefling ſo all is ended; if there is no Cady, ſome 
Talb does this. I have not heard of any Form of 
Conſecration they have : But if a Swine happens to 
enter into any of their Churches (as it once fell out 
at Tetyan) they are unſanctify'd, and muſt be pulled 
down. The Steeples ſtand indifferently in any part of 
the Church. And in great Towns there are many 
publick Chappels, and religious Houſes without any:

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Beſides, they often pray in Fields, at the Monu- 
ments of their Saints, with a String of Beads in their 
Hands, which they count over, faying, - at every one 
they touch; Stag for Allah, (i. e.) God preſerve me 
Friday i is their chief Holiday ; and they have a Pro- 
phecy, that they ſhall be conquered on that Day by 
the Chriftians ; for which Reaſon, when the Talbs 
call from the top of the Moſques, the Gates of all 
the walled Towns are ſhut, and the fame is obſerved 
in the r 8 Falace at Mequinez. 


Tur Habit of the Prieſts is - He ſame with the 
Laity ; ; but they are known by their Beards which are 
dyed red, and the Leather on the top of their Shoes 
being cut in the Shape of a Flower. de-Juce, 


Uro the Death of any Perſon of Note, Women 
are hired to lament, and make ſad Moan, beating 
their Heads and Faces : If it be a Man, all his 
Wives get into the middle of the Houſe, put Aſhes 
on their Heads, jump about in a Ring, and feream 
like fo many Cats, all the Time tearing their Cheeks 


wich their Nails. Some, when they lament over the 


Dead, aſx them whether they had wanted any thing 
in this World? Whether they had not had Cuſcalſooe 
enough ? But if the Wife dies, the Huſband receives 
his Friends Viſits of Condolance at his Door; and 


if he be of the middle Rank, it is no Shame for him, 


even on the Day of her Death, to go abroad and 


provide for her Funeral. They waſh the Corps and 


wrap it in a new Shroud, and carry it on à Bier, 
followed by a great number of People, Who walk

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ways bury their Dead out of Town, making the 
Grave large at Bottom, that the Corps may have 
Room enough; and never put two Perſons in a

Tx v are very fond of fine Tombs, which are 
8 Cupolas built in their Life- time, with an 

ntrance as wide as the Building. They are of ſe- 
veral Forms; ſome are low Pyramids, others ſquare; 
and the Body put in the Mliddle. But there is no 
Rule; for Alcayde Alle Ben Abdallah's is a great 
Square of thirty Feet at leaſt; and in order to his 
being a Saint, it is built on holy Ground, over 
the Tomb of a Saint, where it is Death for a Jew

Tux ordinary Wayof burying, is by diggingabout 
three Feet into the Ground, into which they put the 
Body wrapt in the Shroud, (for they uſe no Coffins) 
and pave it over with flat Stones, with a triangular 
Stone ſtanding in the Ground at the Head and, Feet, 
They have a Fancy that the Dead can ſuffer, which 
was found out by a Portuguezs Gentleman's ſtrag · 
gling one Day ignorantly among the Fombs; a Moor 
came to him, and after uſing Abundance of Words, 
forced him before the Cady.

Tur have a ftrange Notion of Ideots, whom 
they reverence as Saints, and the Ele& of God; fo 
that all their eminent Fools are led about, the People 
kiſſing their Garments, and giving them every Thing 
but Money, which they are not to take; and after 
their Death, ſome great Man hears of their Fame, 
and makes it an Act of Devotion to beautify their 
Tombs ; or, if they had none, to build one over 
their Grave, wherein they are laid, and worſhipped 
among the reſt of their Saints. It is difficult either 
to give a general Rule what a Saint in this Part of 
the World is, or how he becomes ſo ; but any Thing 
extraordinary makes one: Some are Saints by Deſcent, 
others by ſome particular Abilities, (as one in Tetuan 
for curing fore Eyes ;) many for being Fools or 
mad Men, and ſome for being great Rogues; as 
one that was about the Emperor's Perſon, and had 
committed ſome Villainy. The Emperor was going 
to Kill him, but declared he could not, for which he 
was immediately ſanctified, and continued in great . 
Favour about him. Several of the Emperor's Horſes - 
| have been Saints; nay, ſome are at this Day; one 
particularly for ſaving his Life ; and if a Man ſhould 
kill one of his Children, and lay hold of this Horſe, 
he is ſafe : This Horſe has ſaved the Lives of ſome 
of the Captives, and is fed with Cuſcaſſoe and Camel's 
Milk: After the Emperor has drank, and his Hoo

All Things are lawful for BY Saints, Pecaufe it is 
ſuppoſed they have the Divine Impulſe annexed to 
all their Actions, whether they ſteal, murder, or 
raviſh : There was a: naked one at Calles ſome Fears 
ago, ſeized a young Wench in the Streets, who not 
well underſtanding Sanctification, began to be tur- 
bulent; but ſome of the holy Tribe being nigh, 
ſoon tript up her Heels, and covered them With 
their Alhagues. There is another Saint at Aſcalſar 
that is a Ts Huntſman ; and the Governors beg, 
borrow, and ſteal ogs to preſent him with: But 


theſe Saints, like thoſe of Europe, are ſometimes de- 
| tected. One of them had acquired great Reputation 
for Sanctity, from a Trick a Jew learnt him, which 


was to dip his Albague in Spirits of Wine; and 


when he went into Church, he uſed to ſet it on Fire 


by the Lamp: This got him great Reputation, and 
he was ſent for to Court, grew great, and lived to do 
the poor Jews an ill Office; but I think they were 
even with him, for they told the Secret-to one of 
the Emperors, who put his Holineſs to the Tryal of 
more ſubſtantial Fire, which dae his Berod 
Perſon.

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4 to the Spaniſb Convent, the Prior had built a hand- 
k ſome Scaffold for us. About Ten of the Clock they 
began to paſs by, great Numbers of Foot firing, and 
Horſe cavalcading, ſome with Launces, and others 
with Firelocks, which preſenting at one another's 
Heads as they galloped along, they ſometimes ſet 
their Turbants on Fire, and burnt their Faces in a 
deſperate Manner; the Smozk (occaſioned by their 
often firing) a little clearing up, we ſaw eight or nine 
Blacks in a Row, carrying large Colours, with 
great gilt Balls on the Top of their Staves; they Were 
encloſed by the Emperor's Soldiers, who jumped a- 
bout and fired in the Ground before them: After 
they were paſſed, came Muleyꝝy Mahomet Lariba, one 
of the Emperor's Sons; he is Alcayde of the Stables, 
or Maſter of the Horſe ; there attended him a 
Guard of Horſe arid Foot, at the Head of which he 
rode with a Launce in his Hand, the Place where the 
Blade joins to the Wood covered with Gold. Then 
eame a Calaſh with ſix black Women holding by the 
Sides, which was covercd all over, fo that we could 
Rot ſee who was in it: After that was carried a large 
red Standard with a Half. Moon in the Middle, ſur- 
Tounded with Soldiers, about which they fired, and 
fhouted very much. Then came the Emperor with 
a Fuzee in his Hand, his Umbrellow kept all the 
Way twirling over his Head, and the Negroes con- 
tinualiy fanning, and beating the Flies from his 
Horfe. As he came almoſt over-againſt us, he pre- 
ſcented his Piece at a Moor who was got very near 
bim, but did not fire, the Guards ſeizing on the 
Fellow, and hawling him away, perhaps to be exe- 
cuted for his Preſumption. Juſt before the Emperor

Launces, and Fire-arms intermixed. Round about 
him rode a great many of his Sons, and behind them 
Troops of Horſe in Armour, ſome gilt all over, 
others only their Helmets, which were of ſeverab 
Shapes. After them went a great Number of Foot, 
with Spears, Battle-axes, Bills, and Warlike Inſtru- 
ments of all Sorts. Fhis Body of Foot being paſs'd, 
there came twenty of the Emperor's led Horſes, 
with Saddles of beaten Gold, ſet with Emeralds and 
other Stones, ſome of which were very large. "This: 
Show gave us the Sight of a vaſt Number of very 
fine and well managed Horſes, in Shape far exceed- 
ing thoſe in Europe; and theſe twenty of the Empe- 
ror's were extreamly beautiful and ſtately. 


Tu have in this Country a moſt inhuman 
Cuſtom, viz. that any Man has the Liberty of buying: 
another and alk his Effects, to do what he pleafes- 

with him, by giving a certain Price to the Emperor, 
or the Governor of the Place he lives in. Which Cuſ- 
tom is practiſed all over the Empire among the Mors. 
and Jeios; whereby the Enjoyment of Life or For- 
tune is not only precarious, but a Man is liable in an- 
Inſtant to fall into the extreameſt Degree of Mt- 
ſery, at the Pleaſure of any one who-(prompted-et- 
ther by Covetouſnefs or Malice) will be at the Ex- 
pence of buying another, and run the Riſque of being 
re-imburſed out of the Effects of the Perſon he buys; 
in which Caſe, they go to the Baſhaw, Alcayde or 
Gdvernor of a Province, and bargain with him (for 
ſo much Money) te have the Perſon they have a 
Mind to; upon Receipt of which, the Baſhaw will 
deliver the Wretch into the Hands of the Buyer, to 


do what he pleaſes with him. So that the bought Man

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quently tortured in the cruelleſt Manner, to make 
| him diſcover what Money he has. For an Inſtance.

Ar that Time the City of 3 Was ao ur- 
rounded with a ſingle Wall, without any Outworks, 
and the whole Garriſon conſiſted of but eight hun- 
dred Turkiſh Soldiers, and ſix thouſand Moors, un- 
diſciplined and deſtitute of Fire- Arms, the reſt of 
the Turks being ſcattered up and down the Country 
in collecting the Tribute from the Moors and Ara- 
bians. The Sight of the Fleet ſtruck the Inhabitants 
with a general Conſternation. The Divan was im- 
mediately aſſembled to conſult on the beſt Meaſures 
for Defence; and it was reſolved not to expoſe the

Every Family 
lives in its particular Tent, and the Adouar is under 
the Government of the Cheque or Chief, aſſiſted by 
others in the form of an Ae who with the 
utmoſt Impartiality and Tenderneſs conſult the Inte- 
reſt of the whole Community, This Principal or 
Cheque is uſually of a Family ſuppoſed to be deſ- 
cended from their ancient Sovereigns. Tbeſe Wan- 
derers farm Lands of the Inhabitants of the Towns, 
to ſow and cultivate them, paying their Rent with 
the Produce, ſuch as Fruits, Corn, Wax, &c, and 
felling the Remainder about the neighbouring Towns, 
as Opportunity offers. They are very ſkilful in chu- 
ſing the moſt advantageous Soi's for every Seaſon, 
and very careful to avoid the Twur#i/h Troops, the 
Violence of the one little ſuiting wich the Simplicity 
of the other, Every Adouar pays to the Dey of Al- 
giers a Tax according to the Number of its Inhabi-

Sheep-ſkins, but though different in Colour they 
are all equally naſty and loathſome. The Tent of

very wretched Slovenlineſs. In ſome Tents there 
are two or three Branches of the ſame Family, that 
is to fay, Father Mother and Children, who are 
always very numerous, and Daughters-in-Jaw tilt 
they have Children, when the Huſband muſt provide 
a Tent and Utenſils, which are not very coſtly, for 
his Family. This is performed during the Woman's 
Pregnancy. A portable Mill conſiſting of two Stones, 
to grind their Corn, and a Baſket, ſets them up. 
They knead their Meal with Water, without Lea- 
ven, in an Earthen Pan, which they make into flat 
Cakes, and bake them under the Embers. They 
have a few other earthem Pans either to boil Rice or 
wet their Cakes with Milk, Water, is their only 
Drink. Oyl and Vinegar, being very ſcarce, is 
their moſt dainty Treat, in which they ſop their 
Cakes. If at any Time they eat Meat, it is at their 
extraordinary Feſtivals, becauſe it will yield them 
Money. Thee fame Tent is crowded with "Horſes, 
Aﬀes, Cows, Goats, Fowls, Dogs and Cats; of all 
which Creatures they take more Care than of them= 
ſelves, as being all their Riches. The Dogs are of 
uſe in keeping off the Foxes, and giving Notice of 
the Appearance of any Lion, and the Cats are Se- 
curity againſt Rats, and even Snakes, as ſtrange 
— this may ſeem, both which abound in ſome

Some of the more 
wealthy Moors have alſo ſuch a Cloak, of which 
they are ſo choice that it generally laſts their Life; 
for whenever they happen to be caught in the Rain, 
they very carefully fold it up and lay it upon a Stone, 
fitting patiently upon it, quite naked, till the Rain is 
over, and their Skin dry enough to, put on their 
Cloak, without mpg ſuch a precious Gar- 
ment.

TE Dreſs of the Women conſiſts only of a Piece 
of Wollen Stuff which reaches from their Shoulders 
to their Knees: They braid their Hair, and even 
here are fond of Ornaments, though they are only 
Teeth of Fiſhes, Coral, and Bugles. Their Brace- 
lets for the Arms and Legs are of Wood or Horn. 
Amidft their Savageneſs they are not free from that 
Vanity which appears in politer Nations; for in or- 
der to render them more beautiful, they are marked 
in their Infancy with black Spots on their Cheeks, 
Forehead,” Arms, Fingers Ends and Thighs ;

TE Men perform all the Huſbandry Work, and 
go about to the Towns to ſel] their Corn and other 
Commodities. They have. Bee Hives without Num- 
ber, Honey and Wax being their moſt profitable 
Commerce, The Care of the Cattle belongs to the 
Women and Children; they alſo provide Food for 
the Family, cut Fuel, fetch Water, and, when their 
Domeſtick Affairs allow them, tend their Silk- 
Worms. Their Children are never cloathed, but 
remain quite naked till they are about eight Veats 
old, when they have a few Rags beſtowed upon 
them, and theſe more for Ornament than Deceney. 
All their Bedding conſiſts of Straw, Hay, or Leaves; 
and it is nothing extraordinary to ſee them run at fix 
| Months old. While they ſuck, their Mothers carry 
them. in a Bag, and often two at a Time at their 
Back, when they go to fetch Wood or Water, gi- 
ving them the Breaſt. over their Shoulder. They 
are all very ſwarthy, ſtrong, robuſt, and inured 
to the Weather, Their Weapons are a Zagaye, 
or ſhort Lance, which they always carry with them, 
and a broad Cutlaſs hanging from their Arm. They, 
are very dexterous in the Management of theſe. 
Weapons, but are peculiarly excellent in Horſeman- 
ſhip; not only in the Management of that Creature 
and their graceful Poſture, but at full Speed, * 4

- Urox any Inſult from a Turki/> Aga, they im- 
mediately return it with an open War. But the 
Town Moors, for fear of wanting neceffary Pro- 
viſions, or being expofed to their Depredations, in- 
terpoſe and negociate a ſpeedy Peace. 
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' Wren a young Man is difpoſed to marry any 
particular Girl, he makes an Overture to the Father, 
who, if he is inclined to the Match, receives him 
with great Civility, and then enlarges upon the ex- 
traordinary Merit of his Daughter, the Induſtry and 
Fruitfulneſs of her Mother, which preſage the like 
good Qualities in her. After a firm Promiſe, he re- 
quires of the Suitor a Number of Oxen, Cows, 
and other Beaſts, as a Gratuity for ſuch a deſerving 
Bride. When the Preliminaries are ſettled, the 

young Man brings all. bis Flocks and other Commo- 
dities before his Father-in-Law's Teat, who there-

ous Woman is above any Price. Aſter mutual Com- 
pliments between the new Couple, they ſtay in the 
Tent till all the young Women of the Adouar are 
come to viſit them. Then the Bride is ſet upon a 
Horſe of her Huſband's, and led to his Tent amidſt 
the Songs and Acclamations of her Acquaintance. 
At her Arrival, the Parents or neareſt Relations of 
the Bridegroom offer her a Mixture of Milk and 
Honey, with a ſmall Piece of the Tent in it; and 
while ſhe is drinking, all her Acquaintance join in 

ſinging an Epithalamium, concluding with calling 
upon GOD to bleſs them with Children, and increaſe 
their Flocks; and that their Tent may be always 
full of Milk. After this Ceremony, the Bride 
alights at the Entrance of the Tent, and her Com- 
panions put a Stick into her Hand, which ſhe thruſts 
as far into the Ground as poſſible, ſaying, That as 
that Stick cannot be removed from thence but by Force, 
fo nothing but Force Mall ever make ber quit her Hſe 
band, Before ſhe is admitted to come within the 
Tent, the Flock is delivered up to her, and ſhe en- 
ters upon her Office of driving it to Paſture, to give 
her to underſtand, that her Labour is required for 
the Welfare of her Family. When ſhe has per»

IT is an Opinion among the Moors, that to ſa- 
crifice a Chri/tian : is a Work of great Merit before 
God; and ſome believe they ſhall be but in an indif- 
ferent Condition in the next World, if they do not 
entitle themſelves to the heavenly Felicity, by ſhedding 
the Blood of a Chriflian: However, the Aſſerters of 
this Opinion hold it in a different Senſe. Some, that a 
Chri/tian is to be killed in a Battle, Duel, or fair Aſ- 
ſault; others, that he is to be killed at any Rate, and 
in any Manner. There is a Relation of this Kind, 
tiat Halis Pegelini, an Halian Renegado, General 
of the Agerine Gallies, having brought in a Spaniſh. 
Veſſel which had defended herſelf ſo bravely that a 
ercat many dead and wounded were taken out of 
her; the Moors, as is uſual, flocked to the Sight, 
with Acclamations of the Victory. An old bigoted 
Moor, ſeeing the Slaughter, threw himſelf at the Ge- 
neral's Feet, with this odd Speech: My Lord, 
how happy are you in making ſuch a Havock among 
the Chri/tians, and in having almoft daily Opportu- 
nities of killing them ! You mult needs be extreme- 
ly glorified in the Kingdom of GOD, as one of the 
belt Servants of our moſt holy Prophet; whereas I, 
though always a religious Obſerver of the Law, ne- 
ver, as yet, had the Opportunity of ſacrificing a 
Chriftian to the Almighty GOD. I ſhall die diſ- 
tracted if I fail in this Point; and ſince you have ſo 
many in your Power, make me happy by deliver- 
ing up one to me, that I may kill him. ** Hal 
who was far from being a rigid Mabometan, immedi- 
ately anſwered, with a Smile, your * 
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And, pointing to a luſty young 3 added, ſtep 
aſide into the Wood, and this Chriſtian Dog ſhall 
be ſent to you to compyyeat your Felicity. The 
Moor returned him Thanks with a great deal of 
Joy, and haftened away to hide himſelf in the 
Wood. Hal: ordering a Muſket, a Sabre, and a 
Stick to be given the Spaniard, bid him follow the 
old Man, who was gone into the Wood, and tell 
him, that the ee his Maſter, had ſent him thi- 
ther according to his Requeſt; but that if the Moor 
offered any Violence to 1 he ſhould make him 
feel his Stick. The oor, ſeeing the young Fellow 
come into the Wood thus armed, ran out another 
Way, telling Hali that the Chriſtian came armed, ſo 
that he could not execute his Deire. To which 
Hali replied, Kill Chriſtians who are able to defend 
themſelves, as I and my Men do, you old Coward ; 

fuch Actions will be rewarded by GOD, but not to 
murder People who are deſtitute of Help.

| ham Santones are under different Rules. Some 
wear only Rags; ſome run about;quite naked, with 
fanatical Geſtures ; ſome, of a more compoſed and 
rational Order, deſpiſe theſe Extravagancies, only 
maintaining, that good Works, Faſtings, Auſterities 
and Self-denial, refine their Minds to the Purity of 
Angels; and others maintain, that when they are 
arrived at a certain Degree of Perfection, they can 

no longer ſin, which has 8 5 Riſe to . det 
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Tax Cavaliſts are very ſtrict in their Faſtings and 
Abſtinence, never eating any Animal Food, but en- 
tirely confine themſelves to Vegetables. They have 
Forms of Prayer for every-Month, every Day, and 
every Hour. They talk greatly of heavenly Viſions, 
and Converſations with Angels, by whom they are 
inſtructed in the ſublimeſt Secrets, and who reſolve 
all their Queſtions. . They conſtantly carry ſquare 
Taliſmans with Figures and Characters engraved on 
them. This Order boaſts of having for, its Founder, 
the famous Beni an Arabian Doctor. | | 


THE Sunaquites are mere Miſanthroper. They 
bury themſelves in Deſerts, remote from all Corre- 
ſpondence with other Men, and even fly from their 
Sight. Theſe alfo live wholly on Vegetables. Their 
| Tenets, are Fudaiſm, Chriſtianiſin, Mahometiſm, and 
Paganiſm jumbled together. They ſacrifice Animals, 
and are not circumciſed till 30 Years of Age. They 
affirm, that all Religions are originally Inſpirations of 
_ GOD; that they are the moſt perfect of all Man- 

kind, and that it is owing to their Prayers and Au- 
ſterities, that the Anger of GOD does not break 
out and deſtroy the World, | 


Mosr of the Mabontrtans carry a Chaplet of Co- 
ral, Amber, and Agat Bead, and as they are coun- 
ting them with their Fingers, they mention the At- 
tributes of God; but in ſuch a careleſs manner, as

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Sou poor ignorant Creatures at every Bead ſay 
only Sta-fer-ala, or GOD keep me. Others, who 


are not quite ſo ignorant, ſay at every Bead, Ala Illa 


Mebumed raſoul Alla, there is no Gor beſides GOD, 
and Mahomet is his Meſſenger. The more learned 
among them add to this Acknowledgment, a Ca- 
talogue of the Attributes of God, as they count 
their Beads, which runs in this Manner, In the 
Name of the only God, praiſed be God the only 
God ; in the Name of the All- powerful God, praiſed 
be God in his Power; in the Name of the All- good 
God, praiſed be God in his Goodneſs; in the Name 
of the All- wiſe God, praiſed be God in his Wiſdom; 
in the Name of the All-merciful God, praiſed be God 
in his Mercy; in the Name of the eternal God, 


praiſed be God in his 1 Sc.“ And conclude

with ſaying, „Praiſed be D, the Sovereign of 
the World. O Lord, the Judge of Mankind, I adore 
thee ; I put my whole Truſt in thee ; I confeſs, that 


thou haſt neither begotten, nor art begotten ;- that 


thou art above all Likeneſs, neither is there any 
Thing equal to thee.“ But this is ſo cuſtomary to

Which clearly manifefts, that it is only an Affectation 
of Devotion, without any Reality. 


Ir a Stranger on any particular Oceafion makes a 
Preſent, or gives Charity to a Turk or Moor, he 
conſtantly demands it as a Due on the like Occaſion.

In the Year 160 1, in the Reign of Hagi Chalan 


Dey, a Greek Merchant who reſided at Alpiers, 
uſed almoſt every Year to make a Voyage to Tunis 
or Agypt, retailing his Cargo. A Countryman of 
his dying, left him his Executor, and, among other 
Legacies, a certain Sum for charitable Uſes. One 
Day the Merchant paſſing by a Moor, who was fit- 
ting in the Street upon a Piece of a Matt, tame and 
almoſt blind, he aſked Charity of the Merchant. He 
was the more inclined to give, becauſe of his Induſtry 
in making Thread Laces, being incapable of other 
Work. He dropp'd him his Handful of Aſpere, 
which unuſual Sight ſo tranſported the Beggar, that 
he followed the Merchant upon his Crutches, calling 
out upon Heaven to ſhower down its Bleſſings upon 
him. He told all he met with, how exceeding boun- 
tiful that Chriſtian had been to him for the Love of 
| GOD ; at which they were ſo pleaſed, that they all 
joined in his Commendations, ſaying, That is an ex- 
cellent Perſon indeed; bis Charity extends beyond his 
dect. The Beggar did not leave following his Bene- 
factor, till he diſcovered his Houſe, and afterwards 
took Poſt in a Place where the Merchant mult daily 
| mi by him. Next Day the Moor begs his Charity, 
and the Greek repeated it, which gained him great 
Reputation, and a Crowd of Cuſtomers. The Ha- 


himetan Prieſts were not wanting to cry up the Re- 


ward which GOD had given to this charitable Greet, 
who finding the Sweets of a Charity, which coſt him 
nothing, continued his daily Benevolence till the 
Time of his Departure for Ægypt. The Beggar 


ſtill kept his Poſt; but mifſing his Benefactor, age 


made Enquiry after him, and had the Misfortune to 

hear that he was out of the Kingdom. When his 

Cn paſted by, he us'd to lift up his Hands, and. 
A a 2 pray 
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pray for his Maſter's happy Return witch happened 
five or ſix Months after. The Beggar was 'overjoy'd 
to ſee him, and when the Merchant, in Return for 
his Compliments, was going to beitow his Charity 
on him, declined it, ſay ing. It was better to pay bim 
all his Arrears at once. The Greek told him he did 
not know what he meant by Arrears, To which 
the other reply'd, That he had been abſent near fix 
Moons, and conſequently that there was about 180 
Rials due. The Eree did not know whe- 
ther the Fellow's Impudence deſerved moſt to be 
laughed at, or chaſtiſed. But the Mor laid his 
Complaint before the Dey, and the Gree+ Merchant 
was ſent for to make his Defence. The Mdecr al- 
ledged that the Merchant had; fon the Conti- 
nuance of a whole Month, daily given him a Rial ; 
but that this Charity had greatly. inereaſed his Cuſ- 
tomers, and been a Fund of Riches. | And that as to 
himſelf, upon ſuch a daily Income, he was very 
glad to leave off working, which was very painful 
to him, having almoſt loft his Sigkt ; that the 
Merchant went away without giving him the leaſt 
Notice that his Penſion was to ceaſe ; that he had 
ſtill kept his Poſt, praying to God for his Return; 
beſides, that relying on his accuſtomed Liberality, 
he had contracted fome Debts for his Support; 
but upon demanding his Arrears, the Merchant 
had laughed at him, and threatened him. The 
Greek did not diſown the Truth of the Premiſes, 
but inſiſted that Alms being a voluntary Action, its 
Continuance depended upon the Will of the Donor, 
After a Diſcuſſion of the Affair in Council, the Mer- 
chant was condemned to pay the Beggar a Rial for 
every Day ſince his Departure to the Day of the De- 
eiſion, with a Piaſter over and above, as a Compen- 
ſation 
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ſation for his Reproaches. But withal empowering 
him to declare that very Inſtant, that it was his In- 
tention never to give him any Alms or Gratuity for 
the Time to come. This the Merchant many Times 
proteſted, adding, that ſuch 2 Sentenee would not 
ſoon be forgot.

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Blanket, filling my Belly with ſuch as they had, 
giving me friendly Advice, fix Blankeels, ſeveral of 
their Medicines, and an old Launcet and burning 
Iron, to ſet up for myſelf; and which indeed I, the 
better to conceal my Intentions in my Travels thro” 
the Country, directly put in Practice. And now am 


T aſking every one I meet, if they had any Work 


for the Doctor ; and the Day after my parting from 
my Benefactors, I happened to ſee a Woman ſtand- 


Ing at the Entrance of a Tent, of whom (after gi- 
ving her the Country Salute) I aſk'd if ſhe had any 


Occaſion or Buſineſs for the Doctor: Yes, ſaid ſhe, 
J have, and more I doubt than you are able to perform, 
calling to her Daughter to help her Father forth to 
the Light; and which, whilſt the Girl was about, 
the good Wife aſk'd me what I did with thoſe 
Things in my Hand; and where, indeed, as I had no 
Pocket, I was obliged to carry them: Do with them, 
ſaid I, (looking her full in the Face) the one is for 
letting Blood, and the other uſed in many Diſtempers 
for burning, they being in my Way of Boba, two of 
the moſt neceſſary Inſtruments : O. then, ſaid ſhe, J 
ſuppoſe you are an experienc d Doctor, Yes, ſaid I, in- 
ſtead of a better. Alas ! ſaid the, [wiſh with all my 
Heart you may cure my Huſband, for he is ſo very 


drowſy, that I fear he will die in his Sleep By this 


Time his Daughter had brought him forth to the 


Door of the Tent. Now Doctor, ſaid the Wife, is 


he nat a ſad Object? Indeed ſaid I) he is, and I 
could wiſh with all my Heart I had for all our Sakes 
ſeen him ſooner, for that his Di/temper was then gone 
very far, and his Condition really very dangerous 
however, I would try what I could do on him, there be- 
ing but two Ways to ſave his Life, and if one of them 
(which was Bleeding) would not do, I muſt be alſo

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ebliged tq practice the other, which was Burning: 80 

J went directly to Work in binding up his Arm, 

and to that Degree. ty'd it with a ſtrong Hempen 
Cord, that he complained of it very much. And 

now am I ata Stand and a very great Loſs (had the 

Inſtrument been never ſo well in Order) how to per- 

form, and in the Condition it then was, much more 

ſo, for it was really very blunt, and extreamly ruſty ; 

however, as I found myſelf obliged to make the beſt 
Uſe I-could of a bad Market, I in or near the Vein 

gave him a very hearty Prick, aſking him if he felt it: 
Feel it ! ſaid he, yes, yes: Mell, ſaid I, bet of all; 
and little or no Blood appearing, I twice repeated it, 
and though I prick'd him much deeper than at firſt, 
yet could not I for my Life (though I made him 
twiſt like an Eel) make him bleed; and then I told 
him that I feared I ſhould alſo be. abliged: to burn 
him: * Burn me ] ſaid he ina very great Surprize : 
Yes, ſaid I, burn you : No, I hape not, ſaid he : O, 
but (ſaid I) J do not mean by putting you imo the Fire, 
but with a pretty little Iron I haue for that Purpoſe, 
in the Head: And do you think, Doctor, that will do 
ne any Good? That (ſid I) I cannot tell; but if you 
wall be conformable to my Rules, either that will do you 
cod, or nothing: O then, good Doctor, burn me, 
burn me; and which, indeed, after heating my Iron 
red-hot, I did in three ſeveral Places very ſmartly, 
till I made him (as well he might) to twiſt and cry 
out after a moſt piteous Manner. Well ſaid I, you 
are, I think, conſidering your ſo dangerous Condition, 


a very 


* This is the uſual Practice of the Mooriſh Dac- 
tors, Viz. cauterizing or burning the Part affected 
with @ hat Iren: They ſeldom give any Thing inwardiy. 
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« very faint-hcarted Soldier, defiring him to book, if 
he could, at my Forehead, and to tell me if he did 
not think it to be much more burnt than I had burnt 
him: Yes, ſaid he, and it was, no Doubt, very pain- 
ful to you : Yes, ſaid I, that it was, and yet my Doc- 
tor did not think fo, nor that he had burnt me enough; 
but come, ſaid I, have a good Heart, take this ſmall 
Paper of Powders about Ten oChck at Night, and if 
you cannot ſleep, it will be as I deſire; for as your Di- 
temper is what we call a Lethargie, Sleep will in- 
ceſſantly fleal on you ; and therefore, when you find 
yourſelf pretty much inclined to it, and your Wounds 
are not painful enough to keep you waking, order the 
good Woman to rub them up afreſh with her Fingers, 
and never mind the Pain; telling him further, That 
sI was obliged to go that Night to @ Patient about a 
League off, I could for that Time flay with him no 
longer, and that by the Time I came bach, I did noi 
doubt but to hear of his being much eaſter ; and after 
I had filled my Belly with Cuſcaſſoe, and for my 
Doctorſhip received ſix Blankeels, as an Earneſt. 
Penny, and a Cake of white Bread, I left them to 
their Prophet Mahomet, and their Country Doctors; 
and though I had the good Fortune to go no more 
back to enquire into the Succeſs of the Operations, 
yet had Jan Account of it by one of his Sons ſoon. 
| after, to my very great Surprize, as you will by and 


by hear. 


Now am I again on the Tramp ; and that Even- 
ing, inſtead of one League, I travelled five, aſcending 
up to the Top of a high Mount called Ttatteb, 
where I found ſeveral inhabited Tents, but no Ad- 
mittance; however, I with much ado got out of 
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one of them a pretty large Billet of Fire; and with 
which, after I had gathered good Store of dry Wood, 
and laid a good Parcel of it in a Heap, I kindled a 
Fire, and before the Darkneſs came on, I had ga- 
thered Wood enough, as I thought, to continue my 
Fire all Night ; which no ſooner approached, than I 
plainly heard a great many Jackalls coming yelping 
towards me, and ſtill drawing nearer and nearer, 
which gave me ſufficient Reafon to ſuppoſe I ſhould 
be ſoon ſurrounded by far more dangerous Compa- 
uions, as indeed I ſoon was. by Lyons, Tygers, Leo- 
pards, Panthers, &c. in Abundance, making ſuch a 
hideous and frightful Noiſe, as was enough to terrify 
a more couragious Man than myſelf ; and though 
I cannot ſay I was altogether void of Fear, yet was 
I thoroughly perſuaded with myſelf, that ſo long as 
my Fire continued, they would not offer to approach 
me ſo near as to do me any Harm, I almoſt continu- 
ally holding a Fire-Brand well lighted at one End in 
my Hand, twirling it round my Head, and ſome- 
times throwing it amongſt them; and, at the Ap- 
proach of Day-Light, (they without taking their 
Leave) like unmannerly Gueſts left me, though I 
muſt confeſs I was much better pleaſed with their 
Abſence than with their Company. I then began to 
ſet forward on my Journey ; and though I was very 
Hungry, and had moſt of my Cake till remaining, 
yet would not I venture to break my Faſt till I was 
got clear out of this Mountain , and well was it for 
me, in all Likelihood, that I did not, for in a very 
- ſhort Time, as I (inftead of eating) was with 2 
watchful Eye looking ſharp round me, I ſaw a large 
Tyger lying on his Belly, with his Legs under him in 
a proper Poſture for leaping, within twenty Feet of 
the little Path I was walking in; when I inſtantly 
taking 
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taking my Eyes off him, paſſed nimbly by, ſo-thatT I 
received from him no further Hurt than the Fright; 
and in leſs than half an Hour after, I got up within 
thirty Yards of the largeſt Lyon I had ever ſeen be- 
fore, fitting, on his Breech juſt in my Road, (though 
this did not, I declare, in Compariſon with the Ty- 
ger, at all terriſy me) walking up towards him with 
a fierce Look hollowing at him, and threatening 
him all I could; at which he got him upon his Legs, 
ſeverely laſhing his Loins with his "Tail, and roaring 
after a moſt terrible Manner, went out of my Sight 
in a very little Time, though I again met him a ſe- 
cond and a third Time, and then heyg:nfter like Uſage, 
left me entirely; and in an Hour after I got to the 
Foot of the Mountain on the other Side, where lived 
Alcayde Woldlattabbee, one of Muley Abdallah's old 
Soldiers, and my very particular Friend, whither I 
went, and was by him moſt kindly received; and on 
his aſking me what Buſineſs had called me that Way, 
I told him that I was in Purſuit of our diſtreſſed 
Maſter ; and which, as the Blacks had molt ſeverely 
uſed me on his Account, I could do no ſooner ; 
therefore I hoped that it was not then too late for me 
to be by him inſtructed how to proceed further: 
That (ſaid he) I cannot very well tell, yet did I very 
lately hear a Rumour as if he ſhould be gone to Santa 
Cruz: That (ſaid I) I heard, and thitber was ro- 
ſelved to follow, but firſt to call on you in my May, in 
order to its further Confirmation. Well, my old 
Friend, ſaid he, but what Need have you to be in ja 
much hurry ? Stay with me fir/t three or four Days 
to refreſh yourſelf ; during which we may chance to 
hear further of him ; and this Offer, indeed, I was 
very glad of, as well as that my Story was ſo well 
taken; and on his aſking me by what Way I got 
B b 4 thither, 
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thither, I told him, together with all the Difficul- 
ties, Hardſhips and Tranſactions I had gone through, 
as how I was plundered and ftripped, how I was o- 
blig'd to practice by Way of Doctor, how I had met 
with a ſick, or rather indeed a dead Man, for that all 
the Doctors in the World could not cure him; how- 
ever, With what I did for him he was ſo well pleaſed, 
that he ordered his Wife to give meſix Blankeels, my 
Belly-full of Cuſeaſſoe, and a Cake of white Bread 
to carry with me; how I had been all that Night 
ſurrounded by wild Beaſts, and how I had met with 
in the Morning a Tyger and a Lyon, and what 
Means I had made Uſe of to efcape them And then 
J conſented to ftay with him for two or three 
Days; and the third Day, a little before my Depar- 
ture, whoſhould (to my very great Surprize) hap- 
pen to come there to tell the Alcayde that his Father 
was dead, but one of my old Lethargick Patient's 
Sons, Dead / ſaid the Alcayde, Pray of what Diſtem- 
per? That, Sir, ſaid he, I cannot tell, tho one of the 

Araggling Doctors told him (when I was from Home) 
that it was a Letchery; and notwith/tanding he had 
fix Blankeels, his Belly. full of Cuſcaſſoe, and a huge 
great Cake of white Bread to carry with him for his 
Pains, yet did he letcher him out of his Life, Poor Man! 
ſaid the Alcayde, then our old Friend is actually dead 
at laft : Yes, Sir, ſaid he, he is, for my Brothers and 
4 threw him into his Grave Well my Friend, ſaid 
the Alcayde, that was the laſt good Office you could 
do him, and as he was ſs long languiſhing under ſuch 
Torments, it was by far the beſt Place for him. As 
to that, ſaid the young Man, we cannot tell; not that 
T believe be could by Courſe of Nature have lived much 
Jonger, yet no Doubt the Doctor haſten d his End, for 
he cut him and burnt him to that Degree, that he never 

| enjoyed 
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enjoyed one Moments Eaſe after the Operation; and 
could I light an him, I would ſoon ſpoil his Doftor/hip. 
All this did I with my Ears hear, and with my Eyes 
often ſaw the Alcayde tipping me the Wink, inſo- 
much that I could not be eafy any longer there; 
but ſoon after finding an Opportunity to take my 
Leave, I took my Way thence for the River Tennet ; 
and as I travelled all Night, I got the next Morning 
to the Foot of the Mountain Dimminet, a very plen- 
tiful Part of the Country, the Mountains round be- 
ing in the ſeaſonable 'Fimes of the Year plentifully 
ſtored with many Sorts of delicious Fruits, and eſpe- 
cially Grapes in Abundance, yielding great Store of 
very excellent Wine. It was, before I could get 
free of thefe Parts, full fixteen Days ; during which 
I fold a great many of my Medicines, fuch as fmall 
Papers of bitters Apples powdered, of which were in 
theſe Woods great Plenty, and are a prodigious Pu- 
gative; white Dog's Date, Ellebore, and red Pepper 

mixed, by Way of clearing the Brain and Eyes, 

and which made them to weep and ſneeze gallantly 3 


and with my pretty little Iron I burnt a good Num- 


ber, one of them in particular in the Belly for a 
Dropſy; and, to the very great Content of himſelf 
and Wife, I took thereout a very large Quantity of 
yellow Water, and received for it a gold Ducat: On 
which I (with a Spaniard I had there procured to 
go with me) hurried thence twelve Leagues to the 
River of Teſſout: ſtill further on towards Morocco 3 
and as we travelled all that Night, we got the next 
Evening to the River Side in good Seaſon, ſo as we 
had Time enough before Night to catch a Difh of 
Fiſh for our Suppers : But alas ! How could we catctt 
any without Tackle? We had neither Hook 
nor Line; however, we were through great coy 
| ; | an 
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and a good deal of Trouble, ſoon furniſhed with the 
latter, through Means of ſome Hairs we got from a 
Horſe's Tail; but now, What muſt we do for a 
Hook ? When it came into my Mind, if I could get 
a Needle, it might be ſoon turned into the like 
Shape; but, as to my own Part, I very well knew! 
had none; however, I aſk'd my Comrade, who, to 
my very great Satisfaction, happened to have a great 
many, and in turning the firſt of them (as not very 
well underſtanding the Temper of the Metal) J 
ſnapp'd it off in the Middle, as indeed I did a ſecond: 
But now, conſidering within myſelf, that as they had 
been hardened by throwing them red hot into a ſea- 
foning Liquid, unleſs I ſhould again reduce them by 
Fire to their natural. Temper, I ſhould ſoon break 
all the reſt; therefore, whilſt I was making my Line, 
my ' Comrade having gathered ſome Wood, and 
kindled a Fire, (as fully intending to take up our 
Quarters there for that Night) I put two of them 
between two. Coals, made them red-hot, and after 
they were cold enough to put my Fingers to, I turned 
them into what Shape I pleaſed, ſo as I made two 
tolerable good Hooks; and then again laying them 
between the Coals, and making them red hot, I 
threw them into Water, and taking them out again, 
to Work I went, and in a little Lime caught a tole- 
rable Diſh of Fiſh, broiled them'on the Coals, and 
with ſome green Figs (of which there were Abun- 
dance there (we made a very good Supper. 


Now, perceiving the Night to draw on apace, are 
we | buſy at Work in laying on and getting more 
Fuel, ſo as ina very ſhort Time we had raiſed a huge 
Fire, and Fuel enough, by Way of Reſerve, to con- 
ll ä . tinue 
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continue it for the Night; when I told my Comrade 
that I in a little Time expected more Company, but 
ſuch, I feared, as he would not by any Means like; 
however, I would not have him to be over afraid, 
for that as we had Wood ſufficient to continue our 
Fire all Night, they would not dare to approach ſo 
nigh as to do us any Harm, I having very lately ſuf- 
ficiently try'd the Experiment: Experiment ! faid he, 
Of what ® Of what, ſaid I, of our Fire preſerving 
as from the wild Beaſts : Lord ! ſaid he, What, are 
any of them in theſe Parts? Yes, yes, ſaid I, and that 
you will quickly both hear and ſee ; and, indeed, in leſs 
than half an Hour after, we plainly heard a great 
many of the Fore-runners coming yelping towards 
us. Pray, ſaid he, bat are they ? They (ſaid I) are 
Fackalls, and the Lyons, Tygers, &c. are not far off, 
and - will no Doubt, be ſoon here; as indeed they 
were, roaring and growling after a terrible Manner: 
Upon which I ordered my Comrade to take a large 
Fire-Brand in his Hand, and to keep twirling it 
round his Head, and now and then to throw it a- 
mongſt them: This did he (being not a little terri- 
fed) continue to do all that Night, our furious 
Gueſts ſometimes approaching ſo near us, as we 
could plainly diſtinguiſh them as to their Species, and 
many Times ſee them engaged with one another; 
inſomuch, that had not an old ſtately Lyon (to whom 
al the reſt ſeemed to be under Subjection) decided 
their Quarrels, there had, no Doubt, been bloody 
Work amongſt them; but wherever he interfered, 
they ſubmitted to him in ſeeming Obedience, in- 
ſtantly giving him Place, and, in ſhort, all that Quar- 
ter of- the Fire to himſelf, As to my Comrade, 
notwithſtanding his being ſeized with ſo very great 


Fear, yet did he ſeldom or never ceaſe to twirl his 
Fire-Brand, 
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Fire-Brand, unleſs when he was diſpoſed to throw it 
amongſt them, and to take up a freſſi one out of the 
Fire; infomuch, that after our unwelcome Compa- 
nions had at the Approach of Day-light left us, he 
all that Day complained of a grievous Pain in his 
Shoulders; though which, he ſaid, he was excee- 
ding well pleaſed to compound with, for rather than 
run the Hazard of ſuch another Night, he ſhould be 
glad to endure the Loſs of a Leg or an Arm. And now 
are we indeed both better pleaſed; for, to be plain, I 
did not care for their Company no more than he did. 


Now, after recovering ourſelves of our Fright, 
we chearfully travelſed on, tho' guilty, I think, of a 
very great Omiſſion, and to ourſelves very much 
wanting; for though we were ſo very near the 
not ſtay to catch any Fiſh, which no Doubt we 
might have done in a very little Time; but depend- 
ing on our meeting with ſomething better on the 
Road, we (inſtead thereof) were for that Day o- 
bliged to faſt, and to content ourfelves without any 
the leaſt Refreſhment'; however, we travelled on 
with Courage, and without any thing elſe remark- 
able, we got that Night exceeding hungry to Cee- 
deachal}, directing our Courſe to ſome inhabited 
Tent, where we at the leaſt promiſed ourſelves 
ſome ſmall Refreſhment : But alas! to our very 
great Diſſatisſaction, we could get none, unleſs than 
being admitted to lodge in one of them : and with 
which, notwithſtanding my Hunger, I thought my- 
felf by far better off than I did the Night before; and 
tho' I ſa the Dogs eating Cuſcaſſoe before my Face, 
yet could not I, notwithſtanding L offered to pay for 


It, 
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it, and my Stomach was in an Uproar, get one Pels 
let of it, and which was quite the reverſe of the 
Mooriſb Manners, of all I had ever ſeen before; there- 
fore we very early in the Morning) (being bravely 
refreſned by moderate Sleep) ſet out towards Morocco, 
to ſeek our Breakfaſt, and which being but fix 
Leagues, and travelling at a good Pace, we had by 
Sun-riſing got over three of them, when we met a 
very well dreſs'd gentee] door, accouter'd in Martial 
Order, having by his Side a very fine Scymeter, and 
in his Belt a Pair of Piſtols: He in a haughty Man- 
ner demanded who we were, from whence we 
came, whither bound, our Buſineſs, &c. I told him 
we came that Morning from Ceedeachall, were goin 
to Morocco, and that we were. by Profeſſion Chy- 
rurgeons.: Chyrurgeons J. ſaid he, what do you mean 
by that? That, Sir, ſaid I, isa much as to ſay Sur- 
geons ; or, if you pleaſe, Deftors : Very well, ſaid he, 
and do you think you can cure my Eyes? Which in- 
deed ſeemed to be very much inflamed : Cure them, 
ſaid I, yes ta be ſure, tho IJ really think them to be very 
far gone, and therefore ] hope you won't take it ill, 
if we aſs your Honour haw much you are willing 
to giue us : Give you, ſaid he, a very handſome Fee, 
if you cure me; if not, nothing, unleſs it be to cut 
your Thraats : So then, ſaid I, I find you are for no 
Purchaſe no Pay, or rather, indeed, what is a great 
deal worſe ; hawever, I dare venture it; for, to be 
plain, I knew if I could but once get a little of my 
Powders into his Eyes, it would-be ſufficientiy arm- 
ing me againſt him and his Weapons, had they been 
never ſo many ; but to be too eager upon him for the 
Operation, I thought might not be ſo proper 
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therefore I left him alone to make the firſt Advance; 
Hell, well, then, ſaid he, fince I muſt be doctor d by 
Jou,

vou, I deſire ta ſee fir/t if you have any Money about 
you, feeling and peering'into our tatter'd Garments, 
and rumaging a little Knapſack, the Spaniards had 
to carry a few Medicines in; and tho” I had therein, 
at the Bottom of one of my Pots of famous Ointment, 
a Gold Ducat and ſeveral Blankeels, yet had he only 
his Labour for his Pains, telling us, That he thought 
our Doctorſhip had been to us, ſo far as he could 
ſee, df but very little Advantage hitherto ; but if it 
had been otherwiſe, and which for our Sakes heſhoulq 
have been glad of, notwithſtanding what he had 
done to ſatisfy his Curioſity, he had no Deſign of 
taking any Thing from us: Alas ! Sir, ſaid I, you 
cannot, I hope, ſuppoſe we could be under any ſuch Ap- 
prebenſions. What ! to be under any Apprehenſion of 
that Nature from a Gentleman of your Preſence ! No, 
ne, laid he, I hepe not. BEES 


Now am I to contrive how to be up with him; 
however, it ſoon came into my Noddle, telling my 
Comrade in Spaniſh (and which I knew the Moor, 
as having before tried him, did not underſtand) that 
he ſhould be ſure to be very obſervant of all I told 
him ; and then I told this Knight of the. Road, (as 
being, no Doubt, one of thoſe who make their 
Fortunes on the Ruin of others) 'Anglice, a High- 
wayman, that we were ſent for in all Haſte to viſit 
ſome Patients at Morocco, and thither we were o- 
bliged to haſten, and therefore I wiſh'd him well, 
and his Eyes a better Doctor: A better Doctor] ſaid 
he in a very great Paſſion ; a better Doctor Pray 
what do you mean by that? Did not you ſay you weuld 
cure me © and I eupect you do, or I will ſoon fpoil your 
Degorſhip + Cure you, Sir, ſaid I ; how can that Fs 
fg when 
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when you will not give me Leave to apply my Medi- 
cines? You Dog, ſaid he, I never told yau ſo, laying 
his Hand upon one of his Piſtols : Good Sir, ſaid I, he 
not offended, for I am ready, when you pleaſe, to per- 
form the Operation, and to uſe the beſt of my Skill : 
But do you think my Eyes are not paſt Cure? Why, Sir, 
faid I,” as to that I will engage to make on you a moſt 
ſudden Alteration, or 1 will give you Leave to ſhoot me 
with one of your Piſtols thro the Head : Then (ſaid he) 
you Dog, why don't you do it, or by God, if you will 
not, you ſhall haue bath Sir, ſaid I, with all my 
Heart : Then I opened the Knapſack ; and, after I 
had taken out of it a Paper of the Powder of Ele- 
bore, and Cod-Pepper mixed, and therewith fill'd 
two Quills, giving one of them to the Spaniard, I 
ordered my Gentleman to fit down on the Ground ; 
when I told the Spaniard, that when I had got faſt 
hold on one of his Eye-lids, he ſhould be ſure to take 
| faſt hold of the other, and hold it open, blow in his 
Quill of Powder with all his Might, and when we 
were both ready, I gave the Word Blow, which he 
readily obſerving, and I blowing alſo at the very 
Inftant, we to that Degree filled both his Eyes, as 
had our Knapſack been full of Gold Ducats, we 
might have given him Leave to peer therein : The 
Powders performed to Admiration, he rubbing with 
both his Hands, twiſting and turning, and from his 
Eyes flowed a little Fountain of Water; when I aſk'd 
him how he did: Do, ſaid he, you Dogs, you ve blown 
out my Eyes : See now, ſaid I, how Mien be abuſed. for 
their good Will: O burn your good Mill, ſaid he: 
Very well, Sir, ſaid I, be that as it will, 1 am thoroughly 
reſolved to extend it a litile further ; then laying hold 
on his Sword and Piſtols, after giving him two or 
three very hearty Cuts by Way of bleeding, ee 
0 wn | him, 
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bim, ant! with my Comrade in all poſſible. Haſte tra- 
velled on, and about Noon got to Morocco; where, 
would his preſent Circumftance have permitted him, 
I thought he dared not to come after us. 


Now am I, after two Months very hazardous and 
painful Travel from Meguinex, ſafely arrived at Mo- 
yocco ; where, tho' I had a great many Acquaintance, 
et would I not venture to truſt more than one of 
them ; and finding my Comrade did not care to en- 
counter with any more ſuch like Adventures, and he 
having alſo there many Friends, we, after his giving 
me the Knapſack and Medicines, and after moſt 
courteouſly bidding each other Farewell, and having 
on both Sides agreed with ourſelves what Friends to 
call upon, ſeparated ; and then I directly went to my 
Friend's Houſe, and very luckily found him at Home, 
and I met with a kind Reception; and he aſking me 
what Buſineſs I was come upon, and if I thought it 
to be in his Power to do me any Service, deſiring I 
would not be upon the Reſerve, for that J was to him

great many Fellows, and therefore he hoped I would 
be as metry as he wiſhed me. Alas! my Friend, 
« ſaid J, How can a Man be merry under my un- 
60 happy Circumſtances? However, I will force my 
% Inclinations to be as merry as I can: And indeed 
we paſſed the Evening in taking our Glaſs, and talk- 
| ing 
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ing over old Stories, without on either Side mention- 
ing any Thing touching my future Intentions; and 
as I was with my Journey ſomewhat weary, we, at 
my Requeſt, ſeparated for the Night to our Reſt, 
Very early in the Morning, he came into my Ap- 
partment, aſking me how I had taken my Reſt, and 
telling me that I had forgot the laſt Night to go 
to Supper: Thats ſaid I, as you were ſo often pleaſed 
to aſt me, was not your's, but my own Fault.

we ſoon made a very hearty Supper on it, when we 
gave him a Paper of our purging Powders, to pre- 
pare his Body againſt the e and lay us Hp 
under a Fig Tree in the Court, for the Night : 
Day-break we got up, and without doing any the | 
Miſchief to our laſt Night's Benefactor, we ſet out 
and travelled on farther, together about two Leagues, 
which brought us to the Foot of the Mountain 
Gorraſurnee, where the Spaniard's Heart ſling bies 
he told me plainly that he would not for that 
travel on any farther in that Road, was he ſure 
to get by it a hundred Ducats, but that be was re- 


ſoly d to return again to his Houſe at Terrident, till 


the Country was again a little better ſettled ; and if 
I would © wich him, I hould on his Honour-be 
very heartily. welcome; I told him that T altogether 
as heartily Wake him, but ar I was got over my 
Journey ſo far, I was thoroughly -refoly'd: to fee it 
out, be the Conſequence my, it would; fo after 
ſharing our little Bread, and few Midicioes, we 
parted, him back towards Terrident, and I forwards 
towards Sapbee, travelling up the Mountain as faſt 
as I could, tho” before I had got quite at the Top of 
it, I very unhappily met with four Ruffian Mrs 
armed with Mufkets, and long murdering Wade

who immediately without aſking me any the leaſt 
Queſtion, fell to rifling me, ſtripped me quite naked 
and were going off with .my.Knapſack and Blanket, 
when I earneſtly. ĩntreated them to give me them back 
N for that I had nothing elſe to depend on for a 
Livelihood, but a few, Medicines I had therein, and 
nothing to cover me from the Inclemency of the Air, 
but that old Garment; you lye, you Raſcal, faid 
„ one of them, it is a very good one, and therefore 
% you ſhall not have it: „ Pray then, Sir, ſaid I, 
ec let me have my Knapfack, Ay, ay, ſays another 
let him have it, for it can be of no Beneſit to us, 

and may very likely keep him from ſtarving :”? 80 
thro' the Means of a conſcientious Thief, I had m 
Knapſack and few Medicines back again; I then 
travelled on quite naked, till T had got two Leagues 
farther up the Mountain, where I to my great Satis- 
faction came to three Houſes, out of one of which 
came an old Woman, who ſeemetl'to-pity my Con- 
dition very much, and gave me a Piece of an old 
Blanket, a Diſh of Butter-Milk, and ſome Jerrodes 
or Locuſts, with which they are viſited once in fix 
or ſeven Vears to that degree, ſwarming in from 
Sea ward Upon them, in incredible Multitudes, as 
even to darken the Air, and at once overſpreading a 
whole Province eat up every green Beaf and Herbz 
ſo that the Fields and Trees look all one as they do in 
the bleakeſt Winter ; theſe Inſects are not only innu- 
merable, but of a large Size ſome of them at leaſt 
two Inches long, and about the Bignefs of a Man's 
Thumbz they are really good eating and in Taſte moſt 
like Shrimps, and are by the Inhabitants, firſt purging 
them with Water and Salt, boiled in new Pickle, and 
then laid up in dry Salt by way of Reſerve : After 
this good Woman had thus kindly uſed me, and given 
L | e 


% 
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me ſome more of the Jerrodes to carry with me, one 
of her Neighbours happening to come by, and taking 
alſo ſome Pity on me, gave me a Piece of another 
old Blanket, ſo as I was between them both pretty 
well cover'd again, and really thought myſclf well 
off, travelling cheerfully on to the Houſe of an old 
Acquaintance, by Trade a Shoemaker, who made 
me very welcome, took off from me my old Rags, 

and gave me a very good Blanket; and as he knew 
I fully intended to ſtay with him for the Night, he 
ordered his Wife to get ready ſome Cuſcaſſoee for 
my Supper; and in the Morning for my Breakfaſt 
ſome Zummeeta, which is Barley roaſted in a Pan 
over the Fire, much in like Nature of Coffee, then 
it is ground down by a Hand Mill, and after it is 
clean from the Bran 'tis mixed with Water, and is 
very often carried with them in a little Bag to their 
Labour, or on a Journey, and when they are diſpoſed 
to refreſh themſelves, they take out ſome of this Zu- 
nineeta into à little Cup, they generally carry with 
them for that Purpoſe, mix it with ſome Water, and 
drink it off, being much after the Scotch Faſhion; 
with this only Difference, that, being plain Oatmeal, 
this, Barley roaſted, and on this, I travelled all that 
Day, getting towards Night to the Pariſh of Idagurt, 
where J very luckily happened to meet with a very 
friendly and hoſpitable Houſe, getting a good Supper 
and Lodging, and the next Morning a good Break- 
faſt: I travell'd merrily on all that Day, and with- 
out any Accident, got before Night to Shedemah, 
which I found to be engaged in Quarrel with Abdah 
a neighbouring Pariſh, and here I am obliged, on 
Account of thoſe civil Diſſentions, to lie by for fix- 
teen Days, and really a good Part of it in a miſerable 
—— ; being by as Proviſions were "_— to 
orro 


. 
borrow a Point of the Law, or ſtarve, living altoge- 
ther on raw Carrots ; tho” indeed T had them forthe 


firſt three Days with Permiſſion, but wearing out 
my welcome, I was afterwards obliged: to go into the 
Gardens at Nights, and take them after a clandeftine 
Manner; and this ſhould J have been obliged to have 
continued longer, had I not very accidentally hap- 


pened to meet a Mor, who had ſeen me ſomewhere 
before ſelling my Medicmes, who earneſtly entreated 


me to go with him to his Houſe, to ſee his Wife, 
who he ſaid was very much indiſpoſed, as indeed ſhe 


really was, for at my coming, I found her to be in 
a high Fever, being in a dry burning Heat and very 
reſtleſs; and now was I at a ſtand for ſome time 
how to manage, for as this was what I had never 
practis'd before in, I knew not for ſome time what 
to do with her, eſpecially as F had loſt my Lancet 


and burning Iron; however, I thought myſelf o- 


bliged to do ſomething, and therefore I was refoly'd 
to put her to Sleep, in order to which I deſired the 
Man to ſend ſome body directly to gather ſome 
Poppy Flowers, which being ſoon brought in, I boil'd 


a handful of them in Water, ſtrain'd it off, ſweetened 


it with Honey, and gave her about half a Pint of 


it to drink, which threw her in a very little Time 


into a great Sweat, and ſound Sleep; when her Huſ- 
band and I fell at a good Bowl of Cuſcaſſoe, filled 
our Bellies, and went to Sleep alſo ;- early in the 
Morning, my Patient and I happened to awake much 
about the fame Time, which was indeed very much 
to my Satisfaction, for to be plain, I thought ſhe 
would have ſlept much longer; however, be that as 
it will, ſhe was revived to a very great Degree, and 
grew perfectly well in a few Days, praying for 
the Doctor, and nothing ſhe: had, was too good for 
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him; at my Requeſt, ſhe (after giving me two 
Gold Ducats) deſired her Huſband to convey me 


 - Fafe thence to the Caſtle of Allalben-Hammeduſb, 


where I was obliged, on Account of a Report there 
of a great Party of the Mountaineers having been 
very troubleſome a few Days before at Sapher, get- 
ting over the Walls, and killing the Centinels, Sc. 
to remain ſeven. Days; during which I was (thro' 
Means of ſome old Acquaintance-I met with there) 
well taken Care of, and never failed of my Belly 
full thrice every Day; and there being a very dan- 
erous Wood to travel through between that and 
Saphee, it being the general Rendezyous of a Gang 
of mercileſs Thieves, who generally ſtripped and 
murdered all that came in their Way, inſomuch that 
it was even impracticable for any going ſingle, or but 
a few together, to eſcape them; therefore, when 
any of the People had Occaſion to go that Way, 
E timely. Notice round the Neighbourhood, 
o that they might muſter up a Party well armed. 
This Wood is plentifully ſtored with certain Trees 
called Argon, growing to a very large Size, and their 
Branches ſpreading a vaſt Circumference, which are 
full of long Prickles, much in like Nature of a 
Thorn, bearing great Plenty of a Fruit (if it may 
be properly ſo called) much like, a Peach in Shape 
and Smell, though none can cat of them ; however, 
when they are ripe, and fallen off the Trees, the In- 
habitants carefully gather them off the Ground, and 
make thereof (that is to ſay, of certain ſmall Stones 
Trowtng in the Middle, the outer Part being no other 
than a Shell or Huſk) a very good Sort of Oyl, by 
4 them ſmall, by which Means an Oyl comes 
orth, which is uſed in moſt of their Eating, and 


elteemed amongſt them by far preferable to that of 
* wy their 
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their Olives. And now em J about to beat up the 
Quarters of | theſe deſperate Out- Laws; for on the 
eighth Day, very early in the Morning, I ſet out in 
Company with about thirty Maors well armed, has 
ving with them ſeyeral Camels and Mules, laden 
with their Merchandize, as. Argen Oyl, Barbary 
Skins, tc. for Sapbee, paſſing on till we had got o- 
ver the hetter half of this Wood, without any Thing 
remarkable; when we came up with ſeven Moors, 
viz. four Men and three Women, three of the Men 
juſt expiring, and, the fourth with the Women, ve 
much wounded, lying quite naked on the Ground, 
being (they faid) thus uſed by a Party of the Moun- 
taineers about an Hour before we. came up with 
them, and that on Notice of our Approach, they in 
a very great Hurry left them. This put our Mer 
chants into 2 great Fright, and they conſulted among 
themſelves for a long Time, if it would be beſt for 
them to proceed, or to go back again; to which L 
anſwered, that as we were got over the better half 
of our Journey, it would be altogether as great, nay: 
the greater Hazard of the two, to go backward than 
forward, for that they might depend the Villaing 
were nearer, to us than they . imagined; and ſhould 
we offer to go back it would but ſhow. our Fear, 
and then they would no Doubt, ſoon become the 
more bold; whereas, if we continued our March boldly 
on, and kept a good Look out, they would not dare 
to approach ug, a8 (by their running away at our 
Apptoach) ſeemed to me to he very plain: On which 
it was agreed. by all to travel on; and after taking up 
the three Women and the wounded Man, (the other 
three being then Dead, we proceeded, and got with- 
out any other Hindranee, about T'wo of the Clock 
in the Aftgrgogn, d Sapbee, e J paſſed 5 3 
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Day or two for one of the People belonging to the 
Carrivan; and, as you may ſuppoſe," I booked ſharp 
out for a Veſfet, buͤt could not find any one to my 
Mind; not but here were two, and one belonging to 
ee Batuden, of Fluſhing, g. my firſt Couſin, we 
ing Siſters Children; however, tho I met him 
twice, and my Blood doiPd in my Veins at the Sight 
of him, yet did we not ſpeak on either Side, which 
was no Noubt a very great Misfortune to me; for had 
he known who 1 — he would, 1 am well ſatisfied,

Patience to wait the Event of what was to come: 


That Night, on my lying down to my Reſt, and 

reflecting on my Dreams in the Cave at Santa Crux, 
I was (on my falling into a Slumber) again hurry'd: 

after a very ſurprizing Manner, my black Prophe- 
teſs, to my ſeeming, taking me by the Hand, and 
telling me with a ſmiling Aſpect, looking me full in 
the Face, that I was a very fainhearted Soldier, 
for that I could not thitherto charge her with any 
Thing ſhe. had told me concerning my Eſcape, more 
than I had found to, be true ;. for notwithſtanding L 
had. thitherto ſuffered a great deal, yet was I ſtill 
out of the Hands of the Enemy; therefore, as ſhe 


| had told me before to keep a good Heart, and my 


own Secrets, ſo muſt I continue to do, and my Re- 
demption would ſoon be accompliſhed; and for me 


to abide where I then was any longer, would be al- 
together out of my Way, for that was not the Place

in a very little Time I was fully reſolv'd thereon ; 
however, I conſidered that it might be very proper, 
if I could, to procure. me ſome Company: but tho? 
I looked out very ſharp, yet could I not. all that 
Day meet with any to m ONES however, I the 

| | next 
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next Day met with a Mulatto, one of my old Sol- 
diers, and after telling him that I was very glad te 
ſee him, I aſked him what Buſineſs had called bim 
thither, to which he anſwered me, None further 
than my own Curioſity : Then old Friend, ſaid I, you 
Bh as well go with me to Willadea, hence about 
twelve Leagues; to which he readily conſented, and 
as readily travelled on with me, and got that Even- 
ing into the Middle of a large Wood, where we 
found half a Dozen inhabited Tents, and in one of 
them got our Supper and Lodging : Setting out ear- 
ly thence the next Morning, we get about Noon to 
Willadea off Marcegangue, the Portugeze Garriſon, 
about fifteen Leagues: Here 1 found two Brigan- 
Lines and a Sloop; and uf one of the former, John 
Simmons of Penryn, one of my old School Fellows, 
happened to be Commander; with whom I ſoon re- 
new'd my Acquaintanee, and found him and his Peo- 
ple extreamly civil to me; but he being poor Man, 
very ſick, departed this Life in a few Weeks after, 
which was a very great Difappointment to me, and 
IT was really very much troubied at it. Now finding 
Provifionsto be very dear here, thro' Means of the 
Afooriſh Butchers and Bakers impoſing upon the 
Chriſtians, ſelling their Beef at Three-penee per 
Pound, and Bread in Proportion, I (at the Requeft 
ef the Ships Maſters) went to the Markets or Fairs in 


the Province of Ducullah, about five, or ſometimes 


feven Leagues off, and bought Bullocks and Sheep 
according as they wanted, driving them to the Water 
Side; where the Sailors convey'd them on board, 
and neatly butchered them; and reckoning all 
Charges, the Meat did not come to more than three 
Farthings a Pound, a middling Bullock coſting in

Uncle and Nephew, (the Word Elbaſb ſignifying as 
much as if they had been at Macca to viſi: the Tomb 
of their Prophet Adahomet ; after which Eübaſb is 
added to their former Names) deſiring me to do 
them a Favour ; I told them I would with all my 
Heart, ſa far as it might be in my Power; which in- 
deed, as they had been before ſo very kind to me, 1 
thought I could not in Gratitude refuſe, tho? I muſt 
confeſs, I thought it to be fomething of another Na- 
ture, relating to the Ships Mafters, or the like; 
when they, to my very great Surprize, told me that 
I muſt go to Santa Cruz, with ſome Letters; and 
as I had given them my Word before, to ſerve them 
all in my Power, I took the Letters, and aſter they 
had given me Money to defray my Expence on the 
Road, I went directly out cf the Town, and as:T 
travelled very hard, I got that Evening to Saphee, 


tho? indeed I happened to be very ill received there, 


very unluckily meeting there Muley Abdallab's Mo- 


ther, and with her a ſtrong Guard, going in Queſt 


of him, who demanded of me whence I came and 


whither I was going to: To which I anſwer'd them, 
that I did not know: Then (ſaid they) what Buſtneſs 
haue you here? and (as knowing me before) why 


don't yon follow your old Mafter | Follow him , ſaid 


ſome and dangerous Step in ſecking him, and, by all.

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gan find, J am fri as far off from my  defired End as

 Reath, Gentlemen, faid I, I cannot imagine what can 
induce you to entertain fach a Notion of me, which

the Blacks, in favour of Muley Aly, how F join'd him

glad with the Loſs of my Blanket and Knopfack, to 
compound for my Life: And now am ] travelling 
on quite naked for the Mountain [d:worſeern, which 
indeed was but hurrying myſelf from one bad Evil 
into a worſe, for on my gaining about two 'Thirds 
of the Height, I. was at once ſurrounded by about 
6000 Horſe and Foot and ftridtly examin'd what I 
was, whence I canie, whither going, my Buſineſs, 
&-:. I told them that I was a Letter Carrier, come 
from Santa Cruz, and going to the Miliaden Very 
likely, ſaid one of them to the reſt of his Compa · 
nions, fer I ſet the Letters in his Hand; but (ſaid a- 
nother of them) how came yon te be naked : I told 
Him that I happened to meet that Forenoon fome 
Gentlemen on the Road, who had taken my Blan- 
ket from me; however, they were fo civil as ta 
give me the Letters back again: As to the Letters, 
ſaid he, they could be of no Service, but I thank they 
tere very great Fools they had not cut your Throat, for 
in fhort you Dog, you are a Spy, and come to take No- 
ice 7 our Strength, and Actions; alas, Gentlemen, 
ſaid I, I am a moſt unfit Perſon for a Spy, neither did 
ever hear of any ſuch Troops to be gathered hereabout: 
and therefore I bumbly entreated they would be ſo 
food as to let me go about my Bufineſs ; but inſtead 
cf this, they ſoon laid hold on my Arms and Throat, 
and had there not been one amongſt them. who knew 
me formerly at Meguinex, they would no Doubt 
have ſoon hauled meg in Piecemeals, but he ſtepping 
forth, deſired them not be in a Hurry to take away 
a C1 my Lite, 
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Liſe, ſor that he believed me innocent, and if they

look aſter me, and therefore he would ſhew me out 
into the Mountain ; and after giving me all friendly 
Inſtructions! and telling me he would anſwer to his 
Comrades for my Eſcape, he left me to ſhift for my- 
ſelf: b the Mountain as faſt as I could, 
however tho I was deſtitute of Company then, [ 
had not gone but very, little . farther, before J had 
Company enough, and indeed more tban I deſired; 
but on my hearing the Jackals coming yelping to- 
wards me, I betook myſelf to a Tree; where I bad 
not been but a very ſhort Time, before my Tree was 
furrounded by a vaſt Number of wild Beaſts ; ma- 
king a. frightful- Noiſe, and ſo continued till Day- 
break ; however as. I knew. myſelf to be out of their 
reach, 1.aboyghe: myſelf far better, off than to be a- 
mongſt my Jalt Nights Laurbiſb Gentry ; and as the 
Day came on, they got them away to their Dens, 
when I came down from the Tree, and ſcrambled up 
the Mountain as faſt as I could, till I gained the 
Height and quite. down on the, other Side, without 
feeivg/any of my laſt Nights Companians, fave only 
two Tygers, which J . e receiving any

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Now am I, to my very great Satisfaction, got 
clear out of the Territories of my Laurbib Ene- 
mies, and ſafely arrived near the Walls ef à well 


built Houſe; when, being exceſſive weary, and 


very drowzy, I laid me down in the Sun, and ſoon 
fell into a ſound Sleep, out of which I was as foon 
rouzed by the Maſter of the Houſe; aſking me who 
] was, whence I came, and what Buſineſs I had 
there; J told him from Santa Cruix, going to the 
Willadea, and that I was obliged all the laft Night 
to keep myſelf in'a Tree, out of the Reach of the 
wild Beaſts : Very well, ſaid he, and a' good Shift tos; 
then I told him how (at my paſſing by ſuch a Place 


the Evening before) T was ſurrounded by a vaſt Num- 
ber of armed Men, and-that I very narrowly eſcaped 
with my Life, being really put in a very great Fright: 
O, faid he, if that 'was all, I think you are very well 
%, fer they are a Pack of the vilet Villains in Bar- 


bary, and generally murder all they moet with ; Theard 
their Fire Yeſterday, pray was yon there then? I told. 
him yes, and through what Means I got out of their 


Hands: Get you up out of the Sun, ſaid he, and lie 


you down in that Shed, in the Shads; and when J had 


flept a good Napp, he brought me out fome Butter- 


Milk and Cuſeaſſoe for my Breakfaſt; with which 
being wonderfully refreſhed, I (after returning him 


my moſt humble and hearty Thanks) travelled 


briſkly on, and got me that Night to the Province 


of Shademah, (where, at my going out, I had ſold 
my Muſket and Ammunition) and here ſlept that 
Night; and ſetting out thence early in the Morning, 
J happened to meet about Ten of the Clock that 


Forenoon, at the Foot of the Mountain Tibbi Ned- 


deed, or the Mountain of Iron, with five Foot- Pads, 
and from whom thinking to get off to a little Houſe 


hard:

hard by, J ran with all the Speed I could; however, 
I was ſoon. overtaken by a very ſpeedy Meſſenger, 
being wounded by a Muſket Shot in my Right 
Thigh, paſſing between my Legs, and-grazing about 
half an Inch within the Fleſh, which flackened my 
Pace to that Degree, that they were ſoon. up with me, 
and gave me the moſt ſevere dry-beating I had ever 
met with before; though on ſome Paſſengers coming 
by, they made off as faſt as they could, and I making 
a bad Shift, (which is better than none) got with 
much Pain to the Houſe, where I got me ſome Herbs 
and ſtaunched the Blood, of which I had really loſt 
a great deal. Here I got a Lodging for that Night, 
and ſome Cuſcaſſoe for my Supper, and notwith- 
ſtanding my Wound, flept. very well, and early the 
next Morning went limping on, and got that Day in 
fome Pain to the River Tenſſeft, near which ſtood a 
Caſtle belonging to Eleibenbameduſb, one of their 
great Men, and where I found reſiding a great many 
"Fews, from whom I had ſome Remedics for my 
Wound, and a good Supper, and very civil Enter- 
tainment for the Night: Early in the Morning, after 
getting a good Breakfaſt, and dreſſing my Wound, I 
travelled ſlowly on, ſtill avoiding that dangerous 
Wood, and a little before Night got to Saphee, tho 
I did not think. it fit to go into the Town, but lodg'd 


ina little Houſe without, where I got me fome Cuſ- 


caſſoe amongſt the Family for my Supper, and in a 
very little T ime-after I had filled my Belly, I lay me 
down to my Reſt ; but never was I more hurried by 
Dreams, as how I ſhould be at the Willades, where 
-methought I happened to meet with a Commander 
of a Veſſel, and who, though. I had. never ſeen him 
before, yet did he in a moſt Chriſtian-like and cour- 
teous Manner offer {without my aſking him) to carry 
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his, and after giving him a farewell Pounoe, went 
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me off with him at all Hazards; which, at my In- 
tervals from Slumber, I could not all that Night put 
out of my Head, but what it muſt be fomewhac 
more than unaginary, for to my Mind I plainly ſaw 
him, converſed with him, and found him in every 
Point to be a-compleat Man; and getting up very 
early, I travelled flowly on till about Noon, when 1 
met a ſingle Moor, and I not at all liking his Coun- 
tenance, as ſuppoſing him (as indeed he really 
was) one of their Foot-Pads, I began to conſider 
with myſelf how to behave to him, and he ſeeing me 
kmpiag, gave him no Doubt the greater Aſſurance; 
therefore, coming directly to me with a Piſtel cock*d 
in his Hand, and preſenting it cloſe to my Breaſt, he 
in an inſolent Manner demanded what I had about 
me ; I told him I had nothing that was worth his Ac- 
ceptance, unleſs he would be pleaſed to accept of 
my Blanket: Then you Dog, ſaid he, why don't you 
take it off ? That, Sir, ſaid I, is ſoou done, flipping it 
directly off my Shoulders, and in a ſeeming” Fright 
preſenting: it into his Hand, and he not being very 

to take hold on it, I threw it at once over his 
Head, and foon gave him to underſtand that I was a 
true Corniſuman; for notwithſtanding my Wound, 
I clafped my Right Arm about his Neck, ſtuck to 
him with my lame Hip, and ſoon had bim on his 
Back on che Ground, when I inſtantly decided the 
Diſpute who ſhouldhave my old Blanket ; in ſhort, 
as he had ſo much Mind to it, I left it for him, taking 


with his Piſtol and Ammunition, and got that Night 
into the Middle of the Wood, and lodged inthe 
ſame Tent I formerly did at my firſt going that Way 
with the NMidatto, and where I was again very Kind- 
ly entertained, infomuch that I thought myſelf 
N 8 obliged

obliged to make a Preſent to mine Hoſt of the Piſ- 
tol, of which he was not a little proud, and very 
early in the Morning provided ſome. Cuſcaſſooe for 
my Breakfaſt ; after which I ſet merrily forward, 

and about Noon got well to the Milladea, and ſafely 
delivered my Merchants the Anſwers to their Let- 
ters; and before I had the Power to give them an 
Account of my miſerable” Journey, I am hurried by 
the Merchants on board a Genoeſe Brig, telling me 
that Abſalom Candeele was then in the Town, and 
ſhould he happen to ſee me, he would no Doubt car- 
ry me with him : This Brig was firſt Com- 
manded by Capt. Wilſon, an Engliſhman, (who was 
about three Months before unfortunately drowned 
at Sapber) and then by a Sweed his chief Mate, 
with whom, as the Brig was there before I went to 
Santa Cruz with the Letters, I was before well ac- 
quainted, and with the reſt of the Crew, ſo I went 
directly on board, and was very courteouſly received 
by them, telling me that they were very glad to ſee 
me come back well, and that they had been at a 
very great Loſs, during my Abſence, for a Linguiſt, 
aſking me if I had dined, and if I would eat any 
Mullets Tes, faid I, with all my Heart; when they 
directly ordered the Cook to fry ſome for me, and 
whilſt they were frying, I aſk'd the Mate what Snow 
that was to Wind ward of us; he told me one Cap- 
tain Toobin, of Dublin, who came in about four Days 
before, and that he had met with a great deal of 
Trouble by Way of the Mooriſp Merchants, on Ac- 
count of his Freight: Indeed ſaid I, pray ' what 
Manner of a Man is be 5 ll by really ſaid he, à very 
Jolly well diſcourſed Man, ſo far as I have yet ſeen 
75 him : Pray (ſaid I) is he a Man of a pretty big 
Stature? Lies, ſaid he, he is a very luſiy Man: Mell, 


ſaid B 
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k into mine) #0 /erve you all in my Power, therefore 
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faid T, I toi I could ſee him. Ny (ſaid he) that 
you may ſoon do, for he is as well as us in 4 uery great 


Strait for a. Linguiſt; when, on the Cook's telling 


us that the Fiſh were ready, we went into the Cab- 
bin to Dinner, and before we had finiſhed, Captain 
Toobin came on board, and the Moment I ſaw bim, 
I was thoroughly perſuaded with myſelf that he was 
actually the ſame that I had ſo lately ſeen in my 
Dream at Sapbee, and ſoon found him to be under 
ſome Diſtreſs; and on his underſtanding me to be 
an Engliſhman, he aſked me if I would go with him 

on board his Ship; I told him, Ves (if he thought I 
might be of any Service to him there); with all my 
Heart; ſo I ſtepped into the Boat along with him, 
and we were ſoon on board, carrying me directly 


into his Cabbin, and after drinleing a cheating Cup of 


Wine, he aſk'd me how long J had been in Barbary; 
J told him, ever ſince the Commencement of the 
twelfth Vear of my Age, it being then the 'T'wenty- 
third Vear of my Captivity-: Alas / poor Man, ſaid. 
he, a long. Gaptivity indeed! but could not you in all 
this Time find Means'to efcape ?' I told him I had 
often endeavoured it, even to the very great Hazard 
of my Life, but I was always ſo unhappy to be inter- 
cepted; telling bim of my ſeveral Diſappointments 
that Way, and what Difficulties and Dangers I had 
undergone to get thither, and that though I hanged 
off and on at Santa Cruæ for three or four Months, 
and there were during that Tide ſeveral Engliſi 


Veſſels, yet could not I meet with any ſo Chriſtian- 


like Commander, as to carry me off with bim: No / 
faid he, then they were a Parcel f brutiſb Fellows ; 
and I tell you, for your Comfort, that you. baue met 
with-a Chriſtian at laſt, and here's my Hand (giving

preſs my Gratitude 3 however, I did not doubt but 
that Time might put it in my Power to make him 
ſome Recompence; but as I was then in more than 
ordinary Favour with the Merchants, I thought there 
would be no Occaſion for my keeping myſelf cloſe; 

ver, I would be frequently with him on board, 

and do him by Way of Linguiſt all the moſt faithful 
rvVices and good Oſſices in my Power; for which, 
indeed, he had an Occaſion very often after, for he, 
had, as it were, but juſt mentioned his Merchant, 
twho he ſaid =” him four hundred Ducats for 
reight, and that he was- under no little Fear of 
wfitiz's it, for that he did not like his frequent put - offs) 
but the Boy came dowa, and told the Captain he Was 
oming on board; at which he ſtepp d upon the 
Deck, and received him at the Ship's Side; and he 
ſeeming to be in a very gacat Fright and Hurry, or- 
dered me to tel the Captain the following terrifying 

| Lye, wiz That an Order was juſt then come from 
Huley Abdallah, by Way of Corbabeliſebs the Go- 
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vernor of Dueullah, to ſeize all the Chriſtian Veſ- 
ſels, to make Slaves of the Men, and to apply all 
their Cargoes to his Property; therefore he ſhould get 
the Veſſel in Readineſs as ſoon as poſſibly he could, 
and aſſiſt him all in his Power in carrying off Part of 
the Corn then on board the Genoe/e Brig, which was 
ſo deeply. laden, that ſhe drew more Water than 
was on the Bar to carry her over; but by taking out 
one half of it, they might both get over very well ; 
All which I faithfully told him in Engliſb, deſiring. 
him not to vex himſelf at it, for that I believed it to 
be a Trick, only to hurry him away, and cheat him 
of his Freight; however, he directly ordered all 
Hands at Work, and early the ſecond following 
Morning got along-ſide of the Brig, and that Day 


took in half her Lading, with ſome more from the TE 


Shore, which belonged to other Proprietors, and: 
hawl'd down: the next Morning ſo faſt as we could 
and as the Brig' was before us, ſhe got well over the 
Bar, and clear off, as indeed we might alſo have 
done, had not the Proprietors of the Corn ſtopp'd 
us, and kept us there ſome Time at an Anchor; du- 
ring which there came on a violent Storm, which 
drove our Ship, Anchor and all, quite back again 
into her old Birth, where we were again more ſe- 
curely moored; and then I was ſoon confirmed in 
my Opinion of the Merchant's Villainy, and that he 
not only intended to cheat the Captain of his former 
Freight, but to run further into his Debt, and cheat 
the Proprietors of their Corn; for we had but juſt 
done our Buſineſs in ſecuring the Veſſel, before our 
roguiſn Merchant came on board, ordering me to 
tell the Captain, that he and ſome more of his Com- 
rades were going to viſit the Governor of DNucullah,, 
to know the Truth of this Report, and that if the;

it would be to the Governor of all 


very good Reaſon to believe) went to the Governor; 
and though it was only one Day's Journey, we never 


ſaw nor heard of him after, no further than in a ſnam 


Way; for the ſecond following Day came the Go- 
vernor of Ducullah, and. with him four hundred 
armed Men, in ſceming- wiſe to enquire after him, 
they having no Doubt agreed together before to- 


make Uſe of Muley Adallab's Name, the better to- 
carry on their fo villainous Deſigns; and leſt the 


then Governor of Milladea might be in any wiſe an 
Obſtacle to them, he ſent his Brother the Day before 


to ſecure him, and for Male Practices to bring him 
to Ducullah before him; and on his carry ing him 


thither, he met the Governor, his Brother, on the 
Road, who brought him back again, and confined- 


him eſe Priſoner, under Pretence of his: ſuffering 


three Sail of Ships belonging to the Chriſtians to de- 
part without his Permiſſion ; he then commanded: 


his Brother, with a few more, on board our Veſſel, 
where our- Captain made him very weleome, and he- 


ſupp'd; and took up his Quarters there all Night, 
though indeed he had his Supper brought from the 
Shore, which was a very large Bowl of Cuſcaſſoe, 


with half a Sheep boiled to- Rags on the Top of it, 


and the other half roaſted; brought on a huge long 


wooden Spit on a Moor 8 Shoulder; and though 
they were but three that ſat at Supper, yet did our 


5 Captain declare that he had never ſeen ſo much eaten 
at one Meal before by twenty Men, though poor 
Nan, as to his own Fart (as not at all liking fl 
fou 


hings the moſt 
acceptable Preſent ; therefore, ſaid he, pray aſe him; 
which I did, and it was as ſoon granted, and he im- 
mediately departed with it, and (as we had after 
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foul. and ravenous Way of eating) he did not eat. 


any; however, Thad a good Piece of the Meat and

ſome Cuſcaſſoę ſent me out, which I and my Com- 
rades ſoon diſpatehed: As ſoon as the Moors had. 
ſupped, I was ordered into the Cabbin, and aſked by 
the Governor's Brother, how I came there, and what 
was,my Buſigeſs, ; and having an Anſwer ready for 
bim at my, Tongue's End, T told him that I had been 
for ſams Months paſt travelling up and down the 
Country, expoſed to many Dangers, and very great 
Want, in ſecking Muley Abdallah, and all to no Pur- 
p>ſe ; for that before I got thither, I could hear no- 
thing of him; however, I was then well ſatisfied 
that IL. might very likely accompliſh my ſo long fruſ< 
trated Deſires in a very Title. Time, and therefore 1 
was very glad I had come ſo far; and as ſoon as IL. 
had gathered a little Strength after my late Hardſhips, 
I was fully determined to proceed further, and I 
hoped.to better Parpoſe 3 that the Alerchante there 
had been very kind to me, encouraging me all in 
their Power, in Way of a Linguiſt, whereby I got 
my Subſiftence, to which End I was then on board 
that Veſſel: Well, faid he, our People are going to 
him in @ very little Time with their Preſents, and then 
you may alſo go with them : Indeed, Sir, ſaid I, that 
may. ſave me a great deal of Trauble, for I have been 
almoſt ever ſince his laſt. Abſence from Mequinez-. 
roaming up end down the Country in ſerhing and en 
quiring after him, expaſed to many Hazards, and al 
(till came hither ) to no Purpoſe : At which he ſeem'd* 
to pity me, being .with my 2 very well ſatisfied: 
After he had drank. about a Gallon of Tea, he laid 
bimſelf down to Reſt for that Night, and getting up . 
early in the Morning, our People put him aſhore in 
our Beat; and after he had been ſome Time with 
** L G g 2 Inn 15 the” 
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the Governor, his Brother, be returned again with 
him to che Water-fide, bringing with them two hun- 
dred armed Men, petemptorily requiring Captain 
Tobin and I to come irectly on Shore before him: 
Then I told the Captain the Mcrthwtic's Rogyteries 
would ſodn appear, and that I knew as well as any of 
them all, an Englifb Piſtol te be an extraordinary 
Preſent amongſt them, and therefore I thought it not 
amiſs to take one with us as a Prefent to the Gover- 
nor, and if we found him not worthy of it, we could 
but bring it back with us again: "That, my Friend, 
5 he, is what I would do with all my Heart,” was [ 
furt I could be 3 to fend a Brac of Bullets 
aut of it through his Bruins; 3 however, be gave me 
one, which I conveyed clofe under my Blanket, and- 
then we went directly on Shore ; the Governor aſk- 
ing where was his Linguiſt, and his Brother pointing

had never heard of any ſuch Thing: Then Captain. 
Toobin came upon Deck. to acquaint them that the: 
Governor wanted their Company down to drink a. 
Cup of Tea in the Cabbin with him. and which, in- 
deed; he was drinking; however; he ordered for. 
thoſe inquiſitive Gentry à ſufficient Quantity of 
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gnarded, and brought in a Tea- Kettle; when they 
ſeemed to fip on at firſt, as if they did not know 


what it was, but. in a very little Time they began to 
kke it, and ſwallowed it down as Infants do their 
Nurſe's Milk; fo that in an Hour's Time, or there- 
about, they were all of them as merry as you pleaſe : 
Then the Governor took his Leave taking with him 
his Powder and his merry Companions: By the 
Time they were got to the Shore, the Tea operated 
into their Noddles to that Degree, that they were all 
{the Governor only excepted) together by the Ears, 
and there was really between them a very hot Com- 
bat, which ſoon made bloody Work, they flouriſh- 
their Scimiters, and cutting one another very ſe- 
verely which the Captain and I faw from the Veſſel: 
After they had cut one another very heartily, and 
very much blunted and gapp'd their Scimiters,. they 
were contented on all Sides to give out; when one 
of them came again on board of our Veſſel, with 
two of their Scimiters, ſtaring like a wild Bullock, 
and reeling like a light Ship in a great Sea, deſiring 
me as well as he could ſpeak, to grind them for 
him: Tes, Sir, ſaid I, 7 will | with all my Heart ; and 
which I did to a very good Edge indeed; but pray 
Sir, ſaid I, how fell you ont ? It is a great Pity but 
what you had ground your Swords before you went 
afhore - hat ? ſaid he; Taſt you Sir, faid I, how 
you fell out. Indeed (ſaid he) I cannot tell you, nor 
es believe, none of us all; and then he was again 
handed into the Boat, and put on Shore with his 
Scimiters. In a very little Time after came of || 
the Governor of Ducullab's Brother-in-Law, bring - 6 
ing with him Cidebenraudee, the new Governor of T 
Milladia, to be kept there as a Priſoner, in order to 
Ong" his running * for that he had * 
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the Cenoeſe Brig to ſail, contrary to Order, Gying to 
me in the ¶Mooriſb Language, Tallahfre haddah Cor- 
ran Aftah Loggadah Sbaugh ; in Engliſh, Take Care 
of this Cuckold till To-morrow Merning ; ſo we 
put him into the Ship's Hold, and there lodged him 
on a Piece of Matting, on the Corn; and the next 
Morning he was again ordered on Shore, aboard 
again at Night, and the next Morning on Shore 
again,; when they finding the Bait would not take, 
he was again ſet at Liberty, all this being no more 
than to try Captain Toobin's Fidelity; for, in ſhort, 
had he ſuffered him to make an Eſcape, they would 
no Doubt have made a great Handle of it, and it 
would have been very much to his Prejudice ; hows 
ever, they were diſappointed of their Aim, and there- 
fore, without forming any other Deſigns of that Na- 
ture, they are now refolved to be more open and 
bare-faced, the Governor of Ducullah's Brother, and 
with him thirty Men in two Boats, coming the next 
Morning, requiring the Captain to ſet his Men at 
Work in hoiſting out the Corn ; on which the Cap- 
tain ordered me to aſk him if he had any Orders from. 
the Owners; he told him No: Ther (ſaid the Cap- 
tain) I will not give my Conſent to let any of it go; 
but if they would do it after a forceable Manner, it 
was what he could not help, but as far any of his Men, 
they ſhould not hoift out one Grain of it, for that he 
very plainly percerved it 'was no more than furniſhing 
. the Merchants with a plauſible Pretence to cheat him 
of bis Freight : At which they offered to uſe him 
very rudely ; but he bravely ſtood his Ground, and 
told them, that unleſs they could produce ſuch. an 
Order, bs would not meddle in it ; on which the 
Moors broke open the Hatches, and fell to Work, 
and then the Skin of Saffron came again to be en- 
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enquired after; and as they could not find it amongſt 
the Corn, as they expected, they rummaged the 
Ship very ſtrictly; and when they came to the Fleſh 
Tub, and had taken off the Cover, and ſaw the Pork, 
they fell a ſpauling and ſpitting, ſhrinking up their 
Faces, and ſwearing that there was nothing in that 
Tub but a ſalted Devir, and ran from it as if the 
Dez v1z. had been in it indeed; and notwithſtanding 
they could not find the Saffron, they found the Corn, 
and carried it all off that Day, without leaving us any 
for the Ship's Uſe. 

Now have we an empty Ship, no Merchant to 
talk with, and therefore no further Buſineſs for me 
by Way of an Interpreter ; ſo that I thought myſelf 
obliged to act very cautiouſly, and to expoſe myſelf 
to the View of the Moors as ſeldom as poſſible; 
though at the Requeſt of the Captain, I went to the 
Governor of Ducullah, to tell him that all the Ship's 
Corn, was taken out and carried away by his Bro- 
ther, without paying one Penny Freight; and then 1 
told him alſo, that the Captain and his People were 
under very great Diſtreſs for Proviſion, having nothing 
on board buta Tub of Pork, which was ſo very 
fat, that they could not eat it without Bread: 
Mp, ſaid he, do you eat Pork ? I eat it, ſaid I, Fab! 
{ſhrinking up my Face) however, if I did, I ſhould 
not eat very much of their's, they having very littie 
further Buſineſs for me; but really Sir, (aid I, they 
are under very great Diſtreſs, and if you do not ſend 
| them ſome Relief very ſpeedily, they muſt Aarve of 

Courſe, for they have no Money nor Credit; in ſomuch, 
that I am very aprrehenſive of liſing my Jittle Broker- 
age: On which he ſent the Captain aboard two 
Bags of Wheat, containing about a Quarter or eight 
Buſhels, and the next Day four Bags more, and — 
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Bag of Beans ; which was all we could get from him£ 
And our n having {on their taking out the 
Corn) ſent a Letter by a Moor to Monſieur Pedrs 
Pollee, at Saphee, to acquaint him of this hard Uſage, 
and to deſire his Anſwer how to behave under it, 
and Muley Abdallab's Mother being then there, he 
directly applied to her; and, in Confideration of a 
Sum of Money given her, he obtained her Order ta 
the Governor of Ducullah, that on the Ships Maſters 
ſending each of them a Man to Sapbee, as Hoſtages, 
for the better Security of each of them paying her 
forty Ducats, to let the Ships go, and to haſten with 
them thither as faſt as they could, where they ſhould 


be new freighted; which was to the Captain of a 
' Genoeſe Tartan then there (as he had Freight in be- 


fore for another Port) very. heavy News, for that he 


could not by any Means ſtop at Saphee, neither ſhould 


he be able to produce the forty Ducats, and there- 


fore he earneſtly deſired that Captain Toobin would 


pay it for him, which he would repay him at Salle, 


vhither he ſaid he was obliged to go, and for which 
he would then give him his promiſſory Obligations; 
which was complied with, the Obligation given, and 
one of our People ſeat away by Land, but none 


from the Genoeſe ;. but, on my telling the Governor 
what he had done, and that Captain Toob:n had given 


his Honour to pay forty Ducats for him, to which 


End he had ſent one of his People as a Pledge before 
him, the Tartan was permitted to fail with us; and 1 
going privately aboard in the Night, we ſet Sail to- 
gether, the. Geneeſe for Sallee, and us for Saphee, 
where we found our Hoſtage: During the Time of 
our Stay there, I was kept cloſe aboard; however, I 


had a faithful Account every Night of what was act- 
ing on Shore, as how we were about to take in a 
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9 new Freight for Sallee, how that our Man was, on 
Captain Toobin's paying the Money for him and the 
Geneeſe, again at Liberty; and then our Cargo was 
ſent off, ſuch as ſeveral Bales of Barbary Skins, Salt 
Petre, and in Skins a good Quantity of Argon Oil. 

ONE Evening our Captain came on board, and 
took me into his Cabbin with him, telling me, poor 
Man, in a very troubled Manner, though I dare ſay 
with a great deal of Sincerity, that Monſieur Pegrs 
Pollee had told him that I was actually on board of 
his Ship; ee for God's Sake, Tom, take Care 
that you don't let any of the Moors ſee your Face, for 
Told him that you were not with me, and that I won- 
dered haw any one could invent ſo baſe a Lye ; that in- 
deed you was with me in the Willadea, and generall 
on board my Ship as a Linguift : Then, Captain, (aid 
he) there lies the Miſtake ; jo that 1 hope he is again 
by this Time out of Mind of it ; . however, I ſay, be 
Jure to keep yourſelf cloſe, and 1 hope to be going Bees 
in à very little Time, 

The next Morning after this Diſcourſe, came into 
me Road a DutchFrigat of twenty Guns, whodropp'd 
her Anchor, hoiſted Dutch Colours, and a Flag of 
'Truce, and fired a Gun with a Signal for a Boat to 
come off; however, as none of the Moors would 
venture to truſt him, Captain Tobin went off, and 
ſound the Commander to be one of his old very in- 
timate Acquaintance, and brought aſhore his Letters 
to Elbaſh Mahomet VWadnoonee, the Governor of Sa- 
hee, relating to the Releaſement of ſome Dutch 
Priſoners lately taken out of another Dutch Ship; to 
which the Captain was anſwered, that they were then 
up in the Mountains with Muley Abaallah, and that 
they knew not how to get at them; on which the 


Dutch Skipper, ſeeing he could not get any better 
Satisfaction, 


in the Cargo, with whom 


1 


Satisfaction, failed with us the third following Day, 


him, to Markadore, on the Wreck of a Portugueze 
Ship, bound Home from the Brazils, taken by the 
Argaireens, and by them caſt away a little to the 
Northward of that Port, and we for Sallee ; where 
we beat up in thirteen Days, and came to an Anchor 
in the Road, with thirteen Mosriſb Paſſengers, and- 
three Zews on board, being moſt of them concerned 

f ſoon got a very intimate 
Acquaintance, telling them that Captain Toobin had, 
through very much Intreaty, on Account of my 
promiſing him to be his Linguiſt, been ſo very good 
as to give me my Paſſage with them; and then they 
deſired me to be a faithful Linguiſt for them alſo: 
I told them I would with all my Heart, if my Buſi- 
neſs would permit me to remain at Sallee ſo long, in- 


ſomuch that I really believe they took me for their 


Friend in good Earneſt, and that they were not in 


the leaſt apprehenſive of my Intentions. 


HERE we found the Genoeſe Tartan; and Cap- 
tain Toobin deſired me to ſtep into our Boat, and go 


aboard her with his Service to the Captain, and to 


deſire him to eome with me on board his Snow, for 
that as his People were then very buſy in taking out 


the Cargo, he could not by any Means come to him, 


and to tell him he bad compleated his Affair with the 
Governor at Saphee, for which he had brought 
with. him proper Vouchers ; but he being then on 
Shore at Sallze, I could not ſpeak with him; how- 
ever, his Mate told me that he had met with a great 
deal of Trouble with his Merchants on Account of 

his Freight, and that he was very likely to meet with 
a great deal more; therefore (ſaid he) tell your Cap. 
tain to take a great deal of Care how he behaves with 


bis, for ſhould they once get him over the Bar, iy 
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20.1] ns Doubt uſe him after the like Manner. All 
which I faithfully carried back, and then Captain 
Tacbin ſent a Letter by one of his Paſſengers going 
aſhore to an Jriſb Merchant, reſiding at Sallee, with 
the Geroe/e's Promiſſory Obligation, and the Gover- 
nor of Saphee's Vouchers incloſed, to demand of Cap- 
tain Baptiſta, the Commander of the Genoeſe Tar- 
fan, on his Sight thereof, forty Ducats to his proper 
Uſe and Account; and on his Payment thereof, to 
give him up his Obligation; and alſo another Letter 
ancloſed to Baptiſta ſor his ſo doing: And though he, 
on his receiving this Order in the Morning, acknow- 
ledged the Debt, and promiſed to pay the Money, 
yet did he in the Afternoon again deny it; upon 
which he was ſecured under ſafe Cuſtody, and not 
permitted to go on board; and then he confeſſed the 
Debt again, and that he would go directly on board 
and deliver to the Value thereof in Goods as a 
Pledge, till ſuch Time as he got to Gibraltar, and 
then he would again redeem it; to which the Cap- 
tain's Friend anſwered him, that as he had behaved 
ſo very much like a Knave, he would not ſuffer him 
to ſtir thence, till ſuch Time as he had paid the Mo- 
ney: But Baptiſta finding Means to efcape, got off 
to a Mooriſh Juſtice, ſwore the Debt quite off, and 
had a Pafs from him to go aboard his own Veſſel, and 
which he forthwith did, and directly weighed his An- 
chors, and ſet Sail as faſt as he could. All which 
Captain Toobin ſeeing, and he having an Account 
from his Friend how much like a Villain he had be- 
haved, deſired me to go aboard him, and once more 
to demand the Money of him; and in caſe he ſtill 
perſiſted in not paying it, to cut off his Boat, and 
bring her to him: On which, I taking with me ſe- 
ven other Hands, eight Muſkets, and as many Sci- 
| miters, 
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Scimiters, went in our Boat to the Veſſel's Side, and 


delivered my Meſſage; to which Baptiſta anſwered, 


that the Money was ſafe; which was all I could 
get from him: Then I ordered one of our Hands to 


ſtep into his Boat, cut her off with his Scimiter, and 


let her fall aſtern; on which, ſeveral Argaireen Mer- 
chants being then on board, they having chiefly 
freighted her, ſtood up together with the Genoeſe 
Sailors, the former with Stones, and the latter with 
Muſkets in their Hands, highly threatening us that 


in Caſe we did not bring the Boat on board again di- 
rectly, they would knock us all on the Head; at 


which we alſo ſtood up with our Muſkets ready at 
our Shoulders, preſenting the Muzzles directly at 
them; at Sight of which they all fell flat on their 
Bellies upon the Deck, and notwithſtanding they 
were more than double our Number, and in cloſe 
Quarters, yet did we notwithſtanding bring the Boat 
quite off, without any of them daring fo much as to 
fire one Shot at us ; but we ſafely brought her to 
Captain Toobin's Snow : It coming towards the Eve- 
ning, and ſome odd Things belonging to the Cargo 
being ſtill on board, I (as a Blind) ſtepp'd into 
a Boat which was along ide, wherein were ſeveral 
of the Mooriſo Merchants, juſt putting off for the 
Shore, in ſeeming-wiſe to go with them; and when 
the Merchants aſk'd me where I was going to, I told 
them firſt for Sallee, and if I could not there better 
myſelf, any where elſe in the Country, where I 
thought I might: yy, ſaid one of them, I hope 
au will not leave us, till ſuch Time as we have taken 


out the ſmall Matters we have ſtill remaining on board 
| of the Cargo, and if you will remain aboard the Ship 
for the Night, you ſhall be well rewarded for your 


Trouble: Why, laid I, 1 thought the. Cargo bad been all 
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aut No, faid he, and our Nephews and two Jews ar- 
Aill on board; and you will oblige us, if you will heed 
them Company : Very well Gentlemen, ſaid I, if yoa 
#hink I may there be of any further Service to you, I 
201, go aboard again, and remain with them there for 
the Night with all my Heart : So I ſtepp'd with a 
great deal of Pleaſure into the Ship again, at which 
the Nephews (who were by their Uncle's Orders to- 
remain there for the Night with me) ſeem'd to be 
very glad : Soon after the Mooriſh Boat was gone 
With the Merchants, the Captain tipp'd me the 
Wink to follow him into the Cabbin; and after he 
had ſhut the Door cloſe upon us, he began to diſcourſe 
me after the following Manner: NM To M, ſaid 
he, you and I muſt ſericufly canſult together, Ho # 
aug ht to af? in this troubleſome Affair; for theſe 
Mooriſh Merchants are, as ſure as Death, about to 
play the Old One's Game with me, and cheat me of my 
Freight ; for on my demanding it according to the Con- 
tents of my Charter Part, which actually runs, and 
plainly ſpecifies, that my Freightyſhould be every Penny 
paid down at the Maſt, bęfort they toak out any of the | 
Cargo; for as Inu been ſo ſadly bit by the former 
Villains, I thought it very natural for a burnt Child 
to dread the Fire, and therefore I would not before 
they bad thus covenantcd, take it in; theugh I now 
plainly fee, to my very great Diiſſatisfaction, it had 
been all as well left alone; for to be plain with you, 
I know not whether their Honcur or Bonds are the beſt, 
they being both, with Men of their Principle, (where 
no Juſtice is to be had) very paultry, and not worth one 
of their Blankeels ; therefore, happy are they who are 
got quite out of their Country, and out of their Hands. 
This Tom, you may plainly ſee, as well as myſelf, and 
en my refuſing to let any of the Cargo go, a 
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they had performed their Covenant You alſo faw Bw 
they broke open my Hatches, went into the Hold, ani 
Carried off almoſt all of it by Force: Why, Sir, faid 
I, don't you remember that on their taking out the Skins 
of Oil, one of them proving faulty, had leaked maſt , 
it out? Yes, ſaid he, What of that, pray? Why, Sir, 
ſaid I, one of the Moors told another that it muſt be 
your Fault, and that you ſhould anſwer for it ; to 
which the other replied, that when they had taken out 
all the Cargo, the Captain would no Doubt be glad to 
come aſhore for his Freight, and then they would ma- 
nage him well enough : Indeed, faid he, that, Tom, 
1s juſt as I expefted ; theugh, between you and I, it ts 
T hope, what will never be in their Power; not but I 
am thoroughly per ſuaded with myſelf, ſhonld they once 
but get me into their Clutches, they would make Slaves 
of us all, and feize my Veſſel, and «ll I have in it, to 
their own vile es; which, if I can avoid, fhall ne- 
der be in their Power; therefore, Fou, what do you 
think of our putting to all for all, and going to Sea 
this very Night? Indeed; dir, ſaid I, if you flay hers 

but a very little longer, it will be entirely out of your 
Power: And will you fland by me © laid he: Yes, 
Sir, ſaid I, zo the laſt Drop of my Bhod : Then (ſaid 
he) what ſh:Il we do with the five Moors and the two 
Jews, a marry'd Woman ef about twenty one Years of 
Age, and a young Man of about ſeven cen? As to 
that, Sir, faid I, I would not have you to be under any 
the leaſt Concern : for I will engage only by myſelf to 
ſecure them, ſo as you and your People ſhall have no 
more to do than to weigh the Anchors, trim the Sails, 
and manage the Ship : Mell then, Tou, faid he, F 
will alſo firſt conſult my Men; and aftet telling them 
the Danger that he thought himſelf and all of them 
in he propoſed his Intentions do them, Which they © | 
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very well approved of, and as readily came into, and 
fell to conſulting the Means without any Loſs of 
Time; and it was by all agreed on to weigh our 
Anchors at high Water, and puſh our Fortunes: As 
we knew the Tide would ſuit our Purpoſe about Ten 
at Night, we got our Supper over in Seaſon, and 
every one (except the Watch for the Night) ſeem- 
ingly to their Reſt, lodging the five Moors (for our 
better ſecuring them) in the Hold, and the two Fews 
in the Steerage : And when our appointed Time 
was come, and our Men all ready to weigh the An- 
Chors, and trim the Sails, Captain Toobin went to 
the Helm, and I to my Poſt at the Hatch-Way, 
armed with a Scimiter, and two Pair of Piſtols; 
and hauling in the Cables, tho* with as little Noiſe as 
poſſible, the Moors were in a very great Hurry, 
calling aloud to know what we were doing: Doing, 
Taid I, about to new moor the Veſſal. New moor ber, 
faid they, what Occafion of that, when ſhe was in a 
very good Birth before; therefore we rather think you 
are about to run away with her, and to carry us with 
you, endeavouring to get themſelves upon Deck, 
when I told them to ſing ſmall, and that if any of 
them all offer'd the leaſt Reſiſtance, or preſumed to 
ſtir from the Place he was then in, or to make the 
| leaſt Noiſe, I would directly ſhoot him ! therefore, 
faid I, take hold of the Cable's End, and handſomely 
coil it away ; and which I compell'd them to do, tho 
no Doubt fore againſt their Inclinations, telling them 
that they ſhould not be under the leaſt Concern or 
fear of Danger, for that if they proved conformable 
to what they were commanded, I would dare engage 
to anſwer for their Lives with my own; hut where 
(ſaid they) do you intend to carry us; Nay as to that, 
faid I, I cannot as yet tell; but be that as it * 
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4 you behave civilly and as contentedly as you can, and 
1 will bring you every Thing you want, for in ſhort there 
35 no harm intended againſt you ; and then I bolted 


the Hatches upon them, and left them for a little 


while to condole each other's Misfortune; when 
we all took a chearing Tiff to our good Voyage, and 
proceeded, pacifying the Fews, (who alſo by that 
_w_ knew their Misfortune) as well as we 
could. 


Now are we under Sail with a tolerable leading 


Gale of Wind and ſtrong Tide with us, being the 
10th of July, 1738, a little after Ten o'Clock at 


Night, tho' about Day- break, the Wind ſlackening 


all at once, and a ſtrong Current ſetting right in upon 
the Shore, we were obliged to come to an Anchor off 
Mammora in five fathoms Water, where we were 


obliged to remain all that Day, and till Two o' Clock 
the next Morning, ſtill in Expectation of ſome Boats 


from the Shore, and which really cauſed ſome Unea- 


ſineſs amongſt us, tho' during this we were not idle, 


for we got our Arms upon Deck, in all twenty- four 


Muſkets befides Piſtols and Scimiters, and put them in 


compleat Order, putting into every one of them a new 
Flint, and charging it with three Muſket Shot, kgep- 


ing them ready on the Deck in Cafe of any Viſi- 
tors coming aboard, to falute them, for in ſhort ra- 
ther than to be carried back again, we were all tho- 


roughly reſolved to fight it out to the laſt Man; but 


none of them coming, they ſaved us that Trouble, 


and we were thro' that Means I think by far the 
| better off; about two in the Morning as I faid, a 


fine breeze of Wind eoming off Shore, we weighed 


our Anchor and before. Sun- riſing were carried to 


Seaward about five Leagues; and then we did not 
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much fear any of their Boats coming aſter us, and 
Row-Gallies we knew they had none ready. 

Now are we (notwithſtanding fo very little Wind) 
in much better "Temper than before, when Madam 
Luna (which was the Name of the Woman) de- 
fired me to tell her where we deſigned to carry her, 
and what we intended to do by her, and if 1t was not 
then too late to ſet her on Shore on the Barbary 


Coaſt; I told her Yes, and that in Caſe it was not, 


yet would i it be altogether inconſiſtent with our own 
Safety, and therefore ſhe could not in Reaſon expect 
any ſuch Thing; however, to ſatisfie you of our 
Intentions, we are bound for Gibraltar, where you 
will be better off than to go back again to; Barbary.; 
for as you fo very much deſerve your Name, you 
w ll no Doubt be there very well cared for; Alas / 
faid ſhe, had but I my little Son with me, (whom oe | 


ſent aſhore at Sallee) I ſhould not ſo much mind it 


FFhy really Madam, faid I, fince Things have jo fallen 
out, I think it would be acting the prudent Part in you, 


to forget him for a ſport Time as much as you can, and 
to conſider that as he is among his Friends, he will be 


well cared for, and very likely be better off than to be 


Here; and as to your own Part, you need not fear of 


being as well uſed where you are, your Beauty being a 


1 ſuffictent Protection But cannot you really (taid 


ſhe) put me on Shore to Barbary ; Indeed Madam, 
faid I, it cannot be done; and tf you will be pleaſed to 


lep upon the Deck, you will ſoon be convinced of the” 


Truth of it: Then the gave me her Hand, and 1 
lifted her up, and after ſhe had taken a full Proſpect 
of the Diſtance of the Land, the ſeemed to be much 
better temper'd. 

Now are we failing ſlowly on avid) very little 


Wind, and on my taking Notice of Madam Luna, 
I found

1 ſound her Countenance again very cloudy, on 


which I aſked her what new Diſturbance - was 


come into her Imagination; to which ſhe an- 
ſwered that her Diſturbance was more than imagi- 
nary 3 pray Madam, ſaid I, tell me. what it is that 
ils you, and if you think it in my Power 10 remedy 
it ;' why really, Sir, ſaid ſhe, I caunot tell that, haw- 
every I cannot help telling you, that my,Kinſman has fe 

ered ſeveral Times to be rude with me; indeed Madam, 
faid I, if you-pleaſe to give me Leave to manage bim, I 
wwarrant to make him civil enough; pray do then, ſaid 
ſhe, but don't by any Means hurt him; Then I took 
my young Spark to Taſk, charging him with his 
troubleſome and unlawful. Amours ; from which 1 
told him if he did not deſiſt, but ſhould offer for the 
Future to make her the leaſt uneaſy on that Account, 
J would make an Eunuch of him, and ſend him to 
the Empire of Morocco to be kept in his Seraglio; 
which: really put him into ſo great a Fright, that it 
made his future Behaviour as modeſt as you pleaſe z 
after this we had her Company generally on the Deck, 
which we found to be very agreeable, and that ſhe 
Was of a very innocent and modeſt Converſation, and 


thus we continued on till the Beginning of the 


[eleventh Day, when we were got off of Cape Spar-

-a Crown in Money, in lieu thereof; we held a Con- 
ſulation thereon, and found all ſaving the two

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and then I would have taken care to have been better 
Provided: Indeed, ſaid the Sailors you are a very cunning 
Fellow, and therefore anſwer us, will you pay it or 
will you not, or will the Captain and Madam Luna, 
or either of them paſs their Word for you; which, by 
Way of making more Diverſion, they ſeemed both 
to be very backward to do, it was therefore agreed 
on all Hands for him to undergo the uſual Diſcipline, 
which was in caſe of refuſal, to be hoiſted up to the 
Main-Yard-Arm, then to be let run amain into the 
Sea, then, hoiſted up again, and repeated a third 
Time; and then to have his Face well daub'd over 
with Lamblack and Tallow ; in order to which a 
Rope was tied about his Waiſt, and the Tackle 
hooked to it, which made him to look after a very 
piteous Manner, as being no Doubt ſadly afraid he 
ſhould be diſciplin'd in good earneſt, and being 
hoiſted up about half Way, the Captain was ſo good 
as to paſs his Word for him ; upon which he was let 
down again, tho' this did not very muchpleaſe Madam 
Luna, ſhe ſeeming to blame the Captain very much 
for it: As to her own particular Part her bright 
Beauty was to all of us a very ſufficient Cordial, and 
therefore it was by all allowed for her to go ſcot free. 
This paſtime being at an End and paſſing moſt of 
that Night in merry Talk about; we about Ten 

o' Clock the next Forenoon, being the 21ſt Day of 
Juh, 1738, arrived ſafe in Gibraltar Bay; where 
my Deliverer (for fo muſt I now call him) and his 
People bid me very heartily and I dare ſay moſt ſin- 
cerely welcome, when I fell to my Knees, offering 
up my moſt hearty Thanks to Almighty God, -for 
my ſo wonderful and miraculous Deliverance, and 
the Sight once more of Chriſtian Land ; being really 
sit were at a ſtand with myſelf, if it were more than 


EONS - - | 
an imaginary dreaming in my Cave at Santa Cruz, 
and I had really a Debate with myſelf if T was well 
awake ; however I was ſoon confirmed in its Reali- 
ty, and that I was actually in Sight of Gibraltar, 
and ſoon about to ſet my Foot on Shore in that Gar- 
riſon; where my Deliverer in order to prepare my 
Way, went directly on Shore, and after he had an- 
ſwered to the Governor concerning his own Affairs. 
he told him that he had a poor Chriſtian Slave aboard 
his Veſſel, that was taken by the Infidels and carried 
into Barbary in the Twelfth Vear of his Age, which 
was then more than Twenty-two Years ago; that 
I had undergone a great deal of Hardſhip, and that 
had he not very accidentally and moſt opportunely 
happened to meet me there, he ſhould not in all 
likelihood have been permitted to come from thence 
himſelf, ſo that our meeting on both Sides was very 
extraordinarily providential, then the Governor (as 
my Deliverer told me) order'd himto bring me aſhore; 
however, as he lodged aſhore that Night, I knew 
nothing of it till the next Morning. About two 
Hours after we were at an Anchor came along Side 
of our Veſſel, an [Engliſh Sailor with whom I hap- 
pened about a few Months before to have ſome ſmall 
Acquaintance at Santa Crux; and on his ſeeing me 
on the Deck he came on board to bid me welcome 
to Gibraltar; when I aſked him if he could not give 
me an Account of the Ships then there, and if he 
knew if any of them belonged to Feimouth ; he told 
me Yes, there was one Captain Pye, but that he 
was bound for Hamburgh, and whether he intended 
to call at Falmouth in his Way, or not, he could not 
tell; ſo that for my better Satisfaction I defired ſome 
of our People to go aboard his Veſſel; but he being 
aſhore at Gibraltar I could not hear any * 
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him that Night. Early the next Morning (being 
Sunday) our Mate went aſhore, and after he bal 
ſpoken with my Deliverer, came directly off to fetch 
me, and after ſecuring the Moors in the Hold, and 
taking my Leave of Madam Luna I ſtepp'd into the 
Boat with him. Here it ĩs impoſſible for me {or at 
Ieaſt for any body but myſelf) to deſcribe the exceſ- 
five. Joy I felt during al the Time of our rowing 
to the Shore, tho? all may ſuppoſe it (after my ſo long 
and grievous Servitude amongſt the Barbarians) to be 
more than ordinary; and now are we come to the 
landing Place at the Water Port, where offering to 
land, I was denied by the Centinels, tolling me that 
till they had Orders for my ſo. doing, they would not 
ſuffer any Moor to land: Moor ſaid I, you are very 
much miſtaken in that, for I am as good a Chriſtian | 
(though I am dreſſed in "the Mooriſh Garb) as any of 
you all; therefore, pray (ſaid I) ſuffer me once. more 
to ſet my Foot on Chriſtian Land: Indeed (ſaid they) 
wwe cannot, if you was our Brother : Then one of 
_ our People {for whom my Deliverer had taken a Li- 
cence the Day before, and as no Doubt he had done 
for all the reſt, and amongſt whom I was moſt likely 
alſo included) got out of the Boat, ran to the Office, 
and was ſoon back again with a Note for the Serje- 


ant of the Guard; on which I was directly per- 


mitted to land; when I fell on my Knees, and after 
the beſt and ſincereſt Manner I Sold, offered up my 
moſt humble and hearty Thanks to GOD for my 
'Deliyerance, and happy landing; being now tho- 
rougbly convinced that I was at laſt delivered out of 
[the Hands of the Infidels, though I very ſoon af- 
ter moſt unexpectedly met with ſome ſmall Diſcon- 
tent through Tei A vgs which, as it hap-

our People to my Deliverer's Lodgings, (where E 
feund him waſhing his Face and Hands) he took me 
directly in his Arms,-embracing me, and with a very 
hearty, and, I dare ſay, ſincere Kiſs, bid me welcome 
to Gibraltar: But Tom, aid he, you were Yefter- 
day, on. my comi "g aſbore, demanded of the Guvernor 
as one of the Baſbatu of Tangier's Subjects Inderd ! © 
Sir, ſaid I, By whom, pray? Why, ſaid he, by ang 
Abramico, 4 Jew, his Linguiſt; but don't you trau-

De yourſelf about it, for I dare engage to ſend you - 
Jae Home to England, in Spite of all the Jews in Bar- 


bary: Tadeed, my Deliverer, ſaid I, you furprize me, 
for you: may ſuppoſe 1 could not in the leaft imagine any 
uh Thing :. ob, ſaid he, never mind it, for as you 
are a Suljedt to the King of Great-Britain, I am very 
well aſſured the Governor will nat ſaffer you- to go 
with him: But pray, Sir, ſaid I, does the Governor 
know any Thing of it as yet? Yes, ſaid he, and when 
the Jew demanded you-of him, as one of the . Boſhaw's 
Subjects, I heard him give him for Anfwer, that le

Gavernor, and a Subject to the Baſhaw of Tangier! ! 
Pray, how can that be? I tell you he is a Subjects to be 
King of Great-Britain, my Royal Maſter, and thither 
will I ſend him : And fo far, Tol, is actualiy true, 
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zherefore don't you trouble yer in the haſt about it; 
Fer, in ſhort, you have already got ſs tender a Regard 
among/t the Inhabitants here, on Accornt of all your 
Sufferings hitherto, without their hearing any Thing 
from your own Month, by Way of Confirmation, that 
-you need not donbt of their moſt Chriſtian- lite Aſ- 
fiſtance : And then Mr. Cunningham, the Miniſter, 
came in, and with him ſeveral of the head Officers 
of the Garriſon, with whom my Deliverer was be- 
fore very well acquainted : There being amongſt 
them one Mr. Beaver, a Gentleman belonging to 
the Victualling- Office, he afkcd' me how long 1 had 
been in Barbary, with whom and when taken, and 
if I did not know Tom Oftorne, of Fotey, there; L 
to d him I had been there almoſt twenty-three Vears, 
that I was taken with John Pellow, my Uncle, in the 
ſecond Year of the Reign of King * "ui the Firſt, 
and that we found Tom Qſberns at Meguinex, he being, 
ta ken ſome ſhort Time before us, with Captain Ri- 
chard Sampſon, of Fowey - To. which Mr. Beaver 
anſwered, that all I had ſaid was undoubtedly true, 
for that he knew Tom Ofborne very well, and that he 
had heard him, ſeveral Times after his Releaſement 
and. Return, to talk about me: On whieh the Mi- 
niſter and he gave me their Words to ſtand my 
Friends; and which, indeed, they did after the moſt 
Chriſtian-like Manner, adviſing me to preſent a Pe- 
tition to General Sabine, the Governor, which the 
Miniſter readily offered me his Service to preſent, 
and which my Deliverer got directly drawn, and was 
by the Parfon aecordingly delivered, from whom he 
brought me back two Gold Ducats, as his Charity; 
then I went to Church, and returned Thanks to Al- 
mighty GOD before the Congregation for my De- 
lverance, and received the Charity of ſeveral of them: 
. | After 
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After which there was a general Contribution; tho” 
I did not ſtay there fo long as to receive the whole of 
it, as I ſhall mention hereafter. FO 

Tu Charity of theſe Chriſtian like People ex+ 
tended even to the higheſt Degree; for on my Pro- 
poſal of going thence in a ſinall Veſſel for Falmouth, 
they would not by any Means ſuffer it, but that F 
ſhould wait for the Opportunity of a Ship of Force © 
bound Home, or of a Man of War for Liſbon, whi= 


ther they would ſend me well recommended to the 


Britihh Envoy, in order to my being by him ſent 
Home to Falmouth in one of the Packet Boats; 


which, though I waited there twenty odd Days, did. 


not happen, Sos | 

Tur Day after my landing, Captain Pye came 
athore, with whom I had the Pleaſure of converſing 
for ſome ſhort Time, as alſo with the Boat's Crew. 
and they were all of them very civil to me; but as 
his Veſſel was of no Force, and my Benefactors 
had before abſolutely determined that I ſhould go in 
none but ſuch as was, I did not urge it to him; how 
ever, [humbly intreated that he or ſome other of his 
People would, in caſe they touched at Palmauth,. - 
inform my Friends of my happy Deliverance ang 
Eſcape thither out of the Hands of the Infidels, and 

that I believed I ſhould bg ſent Home by Way of 
Liſbon, ſo that they might expect me in one of the 

acket Boats; which I found, at my coming Home, 

they were ſo: very good to remember; however, 
leſt they might not touch at Falmouth, my good 
Friend, Mr. Beaver, was ſo kind to write a very 
tender Letter to his Friend at -Looe, in Gornwall, to 


the ſame Purport,. and which was conveyed by his: - |

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- Dogans my Stay at Sibel, I faw Mr. Aira- 
mico, the Jeu, generally every Day, and whom I 
found had more than an ordinary Notion with him- 
ſelf of carrying me back with him to Barbary, often 
threatening me behind my Back, as I had heard by 
ſeveral People, with the moſt cruel Death ; whereat 
I was ſo exaſperated, that I really ſhunned him all I 


could, leſt 1 ſhould let looſe my Rage upon him, and 


happen to do him ſome bodily Miſchief, and there- 
by bring myſelf to further Trouble; not that I was, 
as he no Doubt believed, under the leaſt Fear of 
him, but really on Account of my letting looſe my 


Rage upon him; however, what could Ido, when.I 


had every Day ſo many repeated Accounts, by Way 
of my Friends, of his Inſolenee? inſomuch that I 
thought J could never forgive myſelf, if I did not 
give him ſome gentle Correction; which, on my diſ- 
courſing one of my very good Friends immediately 
after, I was more abſolutely determined in, he being 
come but that very Minute ſrom the Few, who, he 
faig, had been confirming, his former Sentence on 
me; and I very ſoon after. meeting him in the 
Street, the firſt. Salut ation I gave him was a hearty 
Box on the Ear, ſeconded by a Corniſh Tip, which 
brought him Head-foremoſt to the Ground, and 

beat it againſt the Stones very ſeverely ; infomuch; | 


that had not ſome of my Friends perſuaded me to 


the contrary, I ſhould certainly have done him far 


45x Miſchief; though this, I think., did him no 


urt in the main, but rather on the contrary a great 


viral of Good, for he really took ſpecial] Care to 
bridle his Tongue, and keep himſelf out of m 


Clutches for the future as much as he could. And 


no was this ſhrewd Combat in every Body's Mouth,

as how T had corrected him very juſtly,” and that he 
deſerved a great deal more. 
Now are the worthy Gentlemen raiſing Contri- 
butions for my Benefit, and as the Generality of the 
People were very charitably diſpoſed, there was ga- 
thered, no Doubt, fome Hundreds of Dollars; but 
before the Contributions were finiſhed, the good Ship 
Euphrates, Captain Peacock, Commander, from Tur- 
rey for London, mounting twenty-ſix Guns, came te- 
an Anchor in the Road, when my Deliverer, and 
ſome other of my Friends, went at. my Requeſt di- 
realy on board, earneſtly ſolliciting the Captain in 
my Favour for a Paſſage ; for that as Thad under- 
gone ſo long and grievous a Captivity in Barbary, 
and was fo fortunately eſcaped: thither, they humbly 
hoped that he would not refuſe me fo Chriſtian-like a 
Kindneſs as to further me with him to my native 
Country; or if he ſhould. not happen to touch at 
Fatmouth, or any other Port in the Weſt of ZEnglang,. 
to land me at London: Which, as my Peliverer told 
me, Captain Peacock readily came into, and he as. 
ſoon haſtened on Shore to me;with the welcome 
News; and doubting leſt my very great Enemy, 
Abramico, might by Way of Bribe, or otherwiſe, 
induce any Body to ſhow me ſome foul Play, it was 
agreed by my Friends, and thought highly neceſſary 
on all Hands, for me to go on board directly; and: 
which, indeed, as agreeing ſo very much with my 
own Inclinations, after taking my Leave of my De- 
liverer and my worthy BenefaQtors, I forthwith did, 
and was by the Captain very kindly receive. 
O this my ſo ſudden Departure, I wasobliged 
to leave moſt of my Contribution Money behind 
me; however, I had ſome, which was of very ex+ 


cellent Service to me, by Way of n me 
PREY. | _ ſome 
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dome few Neceſſaries, and Sea Stores; though TI 


wiſh'd many Times ſince, and eſpecially on my poor 
Reception on our Arrival at London, that EF had ftaid 
there a little longer; which, if I had, I ſhould no 
Doubt have received all the reſt of the Contribu- 
tions 3 which, as they were very conſiderable, would 
have been of no ſmall Benefit to my preſent un- 
bappy Circumſtances ; however, I am well fati fied 
that my worthy Benefactors at Gibraltar are Gentle- 
men of ſo much ſtriẽt Honour and Goodneſs, as to 
remit it me, on my petitioning them thereon. _ 
Ap nowam Þ on board the Euphrates, and un- 
der Sail for my ſo long defired and longtd after Ifland; 
Hut we-met with very high and contrary Winds, 
and, according to the Seaſon of the Year, a very 
High and troubled Sea; though our Ship being in all 
Points well provided, (Lodgings only excepted) I 
did not much mind it, ſhe being ſo full between 
Decks, and clofe ſtowed with Cotton, that the Peo- 
ple had but juſt Room through it to their Cabbins or 
Hammocks, which made it ſo very ſultry hot, that I 
eould by no Means bear it; therefore, for my better 
breathing, I generally took up at Nights with the 
. Boat on the Booms, where I lay me down to my 
Reft, covered over with an old Sail; and as we had: 
abundance of wet Weather, ſcarce' a Night paſſed 
without my being ſuffieiently wetted, and Nang 
more than an equal. Chance of my being waſhed 
over-board ;; however, I bore it with Chriſtian Pa- 
tience, and as this ſmall Part of my Sufferings was 
in order to put an End to and ſum up all the reſt; 1 
was not only contented, but well pleaſed there with, 
rather than to ſuffer the ſmothering between Decks; 
for I might have lodged between Decks, if I would, 


and therefore it was my own Choice. 
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_ AND now is it come to the twenty - fourth Day of 
our Paſſage, when I heard called out aloud from 
aloſt, the very much pleaſing and long expected 
Word Lanp, and which proved to be the Weſtern 

Land's-End of England, or Cape Cornwall ; and 
the Wind favouring to carry us up the Channel, we 
.. crowded. a great Sail, paſſed by Falmouth, and kept 
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on all 1 7 the ſame Taek, till we get off of the - 
Bill of Portland; when, on Account of one of our 


People falling over- board, we were obliged to bring 
10; and on our throwing out ſome empty Cags, and 
| Rails of Timber, he caught hold. on one of them ; 
then we hoiſted out our Boat, and had him well on 
board again. After this Accident, (which I thank 
© GOD was the firſt and the laſt we met with during. 
our Paſſage from Gibraltar) we kept on with this 
favourable Gale to the Detuns, paſſed through, and:

very civilly entertained. by Mr. Millan Tams, a 
Corniſbman, Captain Peacoct's Steward; and amongſt 
all the Veſſels bound down the River, finding none 
dound for Falmouth, I aſk'd my Friend, Mr. James, 
what Courſe I had beſt to ſteer; he told me my 
molt likely Way to get a Paſſage, would be for me 
to go to Brels I har, a little below London Bridge, 
on the Southwark Side of the River, and thers I

I went directly thither, and ſoon found, to my
